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O mighty, in all ages, 
has bin the repute of 
this noble River, that 
we hardly meet with 
any Greek or Latin Hi- 
fi or ian ( tho never fo 
antient ) wherein we 
have not fome Eulogy 
or other given it. One- 
ly Homer, in his Regi- 
ster of the manv large Rivers which empty them- 
felvesinto the Ocean, has omitted this : but is 
feverelv lafh'd, for this neglect, by Eratoftbenes 
and Avollodorus. And indeed it juftlv merits (as 
has bin obferv'd in the foregoing Volume ) the 
title of Queen of the European Rivers 5 as being 
much the largcft, and running the longeft courfe, 
of anv in this part ot the World. 

Danubius or Danuvius is no more then a Ro- 
man vet fion of the true T eutonic or German word 
Dana* 3 or Done, as 'twas anciently written. Now 
this bv moft of the Roman Hiftonans, is denv d 
from the Duni h a branch of the antient German 
Nation, that inhabited the banks of this River. 
But the Etvmologv given by Dutch writers feems 
the more eligible : they telling us that Don-aw, 
in their language, fignifies properly a rufhing 
and rumbling ftrcam of waters; a notion eanly 
fuggefted bv the many Cataracts in this River. 

Below Be/grade it has, and always had, the 
name of Ifter: a name generally given to the 
whole Current bv antient writers, ^ who pro- 
mifcuouflv make ufe of the words Ifter and Da- 
nubius. Hence Ovid, fpeaking of fome memo- 
rable places near the banks ot this River in his 
days, (ays.*

courfe of fome hundreds of miles. The Aii- 
thoritv of this great man has prevailed with 
moft of our modern Geographers to join with 
him in his opinion. The hrft original of which 
aflerticn I take to have bin this ; The Grecians? 
having little Commerce with the Germans, knew 
nothing of the name given by that Nation to 
this River 5 and therefore gave it a name differ- 
ent from what it had nearer its fource. Hence 
later writers began to conceive that, upon the 
admitfion of fome other River of note, it got 
the name of Ifler z being call'd at a greater di- 
ftance from the Grecian Territories, even by 
that people, Aa-.v.a:©-. Whereas indeed, both 
thefe Appellations were given to the whole 
courfe of the River s but bv different Nations 
and in various tongues. Which I think will 
furHciemlv appear to any man that (hall duel;/ 
confider the antient accounts given of this River 
by Polybius, Hercdian, and Dion : the lait whereot 
«ives exactlv the fame defcription, and fays the 
fame things, of his Ifter which the two former 
do of their Danubius. So that 'tv> as no Solxcifm 
in Gcographv for Celtes, when fpeaking of fome 
Towns on the banks ot the River Dancxc, to lay.

Herebv giving the name of Ifter to this River 
as it paftes by Regensb^rg- .which lies feveral 
hundreds of Englijb miles nigher then Be/grade. 
That the name ot Ifter was rlril us'd in Augujtus s 
vine (as manv late Hifforians have affcrted ) is 
nn affertion which difcovers too much ignorance 
Tn the works of antient writers to be liere men- 
tion d. It had this name m the days ot Jajon 
and his Argonauts 5 and trom thence Jujiin and 
Trogus have deriv'd the name of Iftria. Jcrnan- 
duifzvs that the word fignifies the fame thing

Shllofophers have endeavoured to folve this 

by telling us, that in Summer the Va- 
now has as great fupphes of waters from the 
• Seltcd Snow, fecurd till that time of the year 
" the hollowes and clefts of neighbouring and 
remote Mountains, as it can . have in Winter 
from the many and great rains: fc .mat the 
alteration can never be very confiderable. This 
is a piece of Philofophy firft borrow'd from He- 
fodotls : who ( in his fourth Book ) fays further; 
That were not ihe heat of the Summer extraor- 
dinary hot in moft Countries near the banks of 
thTs RiVer , the neighbourhood would be m 
greater danger of being fwal ow'd up in floods 
m that feafon, then in Vecember or January. For, 
ftys he, the quantities of water defending from 
the MountaL of Snow are much more confi- 
derable rhen what can rationally be - imagin d 
to be the effeas of the greateft Ihowers m Win- 
ter and therefore, did not the Sun plentifully 
exhale, the warmer feafon would come atten- 
ded with the far greater quantities of water. 
How far rhe Hiftorians rcafons will hold good, 
I leave to the Virtuofo's of our age to determine: 
not doubting, by the way but that the vaftnefs 
of the Vanow and the conftant muddmels of its 
ftreams mav give fome occafion to fancy it al- 
ways of *e fame bulk 3 (ho ( pofllbly ) other- 
wife, its encreafe in rhe Winrer, ,f cunoufly ob- 
ferv'd, would be very evident and difcernable. 

Moft of the Rivers of Hungary are ftrangcly 
full of Fi(h of all forts : the Terfa efpccially as 
we fhall have occafion to inform rhe Reader 
more particularly in the defcription of that King- 
dom. The chief caufes aflign'd by Naturalifts 
for the extraordinary fecundity of thefe, as well 
as other, Creatures in this parr of the World, 
are two: 1. The brisknefs of the Air and fharp 
Winter-weaiber, in this clime 5 which has always 
bin obferv'd to advance Generation much be- 
yond the rate of warmer Countries. Hence 
proceeded thofe fwarms of Goths , and other 
Northern Nations, who overran the grcateit 
part of Europe: their Native foil quickly grow- 
ing too narrow for rhe vaft multitudes of its 
Inhabitants. 2. The faline tinctures of thefe wa- 
ters- whofe ftreams wafhing feveral Natural 
Salt-Mines under ground, muft thence be fup- : 
pos'd to carry off fome principles of fxcundity. 
The Trouts, Perches, Carps and other ordinary 
forts of Filh, are much larger in the Vanow men 
in other European Rivers. The rarer kinds, not 
known to the Britains and hardly to be met with 
in orher Nations, are chiefly thefe: 1. Coppen; 
a fort of Capito. 2. A Bifcurn ; which feems to 
be a fpecies of Lamprey. 3. A Grundel, or tpot- 
ted kind of Cobites 5 with fix beards, two ihort 
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id four longer. 4. A Scheyden or Silztws Gef- 
ri : a Fifih fomewhat rcfembling our Pike, but 
pxauch larger- 5. The moft remarkable Fifh in 
thefe waters is the Bufo ( or Haufon, as they call 
it : ) a falt-water-fifti, not unlike to our Sturgeon, 
which conies up out of the Ezixine Sea. This 
the Germans and Hungarians reckon a delicate 
ifb 5 and 'tis hardly to be met with but at the 
ables of the Nobility and Gentry.

5)HE Emperor hlaximi- 
lia?z I. having obferv'd 
"what a difficult ta^k: ic 
was tor one man to Go- 
vern fo vail and unweii- 
dv a bulk as the Body 
of the whole German 
Empire, rcfolv'd to fub- 
divide it into Tome cer- 
tain number of lefler 
Principalities, or Diftricls 5 each whereof being 
committed to tlie care ot a peculiar Prince or 
Governor, might with the more eafe be kept in 
due order and fubjeclion. Whereupon ( at a 
Diet held at Augsburg in the year 1500 ) he divi- 
ded the Empire into the iix Provinces or Circles, 
( as he was pleas'd to term them ) ot Franccnia, 
Bavaria, Svevia, the Palatinate, IFe/lpbalia, and 
Saxony. But fome of thefe alfo being afterwards 

■ thought too bulky.and ungovernable, there were 
; ( in the year 1522) four more taken out of them, 
wiz. Au/hia, Burgundy, the Lower Palatinate ; and 

•the Upper Saxony. 

When the Romans came fir ft acquainted with 
thefe parts of the world, Svevia was a large King- 
dom, extending it felt Westward as tar as the 
Gem/an Ocean, and Northwards ( beyond the 
Baltic Sea) as far as the utmolt bounds of the 
• King of Svredland's Territories. Tacitus reckons up 
no iefs then fifty-four dilferent branches or the 
Svevian Nation ; the chief whereof are the Her- 

munduri, Narifci, lvfarccmav?ii, Cuadi, hlarjingi, 

■ Burii, Sen/nones, Lygii, Burgun, Hones , Gctbcnes, 
Le7?iavii or Heruli, Rugii, Carini, Lcngcbardi, Deu- 
■rhtgi, Cariones, Angli, Var'nii, Eudcjes, Suardones, 
\tfuitbcnes, Ofi, Gotbini 5 and beyond the Baltic, 
the Sitcnes and Suicnes. Each of thefe were 
Subdivided into letter Principalities, diuinguiih'd 
bv their different names. Wlience wc have great 
reafon to imagine, tliat anciently Svevia and 
Germania were almoft fynonimous terms in the 
lexpreilions of the Remans. But afterwards they 
; appropriated the name of Svevi to the Hermtin-

The Country affords flore enough of all 
manner of Grain 5 altho a grear part of it be 
overrun with large Woods and Forefts. In thefe 
they have ( befides all forts of Venifon ) good 
breeds of Horfes, Kine, and Sheep. In the Moun- 
tains are Alines of Silver, Copper, and Met- 
tals. 

Plutarch f ivs of the ancient Inhabitants of this 
Country, that they were Tr&ftantif/ima Germa- 
'■ norum gens , audax is bellicofa 5 and indeed lefs 

: could not be faid of thofe brave men who had 

made themfelves matters of fo fair an Empire 
; as is above mention'd. The modern Schvcabe 
■ falls not far fhort of his valiant Anceftors 5 the 

Commonalty being accultom'd to a {lender diet 

and mean lodging, are fufflciently enabl'd to 
: undergo the utmoft extremities of cold and 

hunger. And yet ( tlrange! ) thefe half-ftarv'd : 
: wretches are obferv'd to be more addicted to 
i Luft and Vcnery then any of their neighbours. ;

The chief Cities, great Towns , and other -places of 
note in Alemannia, or the Upper Svevia. 




ZJgufta Vindelicorum, or Augsburg, 
( calPd anciently Licationum Da- 
mafia ) had its name from Au- 
gujius C afar who, about twelve 
years before the birth of our 
Saviour, fubducd thefe parts, 
and planted here a Roman Colony. The Vin- 
delici were a branch of the Illyrian Nation, in- 
habiting that large tract of Land betwixt the 
head of the Danore and Peffaw 5 and being fub- 
divided into many lelfer Provinces, whereof the 
foremention'd Licatii were one, who had (in 
all probability) their name from the River Lech, 
on which they were feated. In like manner the 
Vindelici are fjppos'd to have been fo calPd from 
the River V/ertach ( anciently Vinda or Vindo ), 
which falls into the Lech not far from 

; burg. 

After Augufius's Conqueit , this City was un- 
; dcr the Government of the Romans and Goths 
for die fpace of about five hundred and fifty 
years. Afterwards 'twas in the hands of the 
Kings of France 3 and fo remain'd till the Em- 
pires of Germany and Rome were join'd to the 
Kingdom or France by Charles the Great. From 
[that time the Dukes of Schwaben were Lords of 
Augsburg as well as the neighbouring Cities, till 
Ccnsadinus ( the ia.t Regent Duke of this Coun- 
try, who dy'd at Naples in the year 1269 ) fold 
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lithe Citizens their freedom for a confiderable; 
Ilium of money, and procur'd a confirmation of 

I jail the Priviledges he had made over to them 
j ; from the Emperor. 

' • Some ancient Chronicles of this City tell us, 

I I that the Chriftian Religion was flrft planted here j 
: 'by our Britijh King Lucius, about the year 1^0. 
L: But what credit may be given to this ftory I 
! know not. Indeed, fome of our Hiftorians in-: 

~ \ form us, how that good Prince, having cfta- 
T ; blilh'd the Profetiion of Chiitianity in this IfJand,; 
; ; refign'd his Kingdom and went a pilgrimage 
1 ; into Ger??iany ; where he converted the Bavari- 
\ '■■ ans. Afterwards, fay they, he went into Rh<£tia, 
\ ; where he liv'd for fome time ( preaching to the 
' Infidels) in a Cell under a great Rock, wliicli 
; for fome Ages after was known by the name of 
; Rupes Lucia. Hence he travcll'd to the City 
: Curia ( whether that was ever the name of Augs-. 
; burg, let the Antiquaries that hit enquire j 5 
where, in a Cave, he preach'd the Gofpel, nil 
= at laft he was betray 'd, and brought before die 
; Governor of the Town, who put him to death 
• in a Tower nam' d Marula. But tins relation 
favours too much of the fubtilty of fome old 
; crafty Monk 3 who, to magnirie a Ai'onalt ic lite, 
; endeavours by fuch a fable as this to perfwade 
i the world, that all the allurements of a Crown 
and Scepter were not fufficient to keep a Chrillian 
Prince rrom being enamour'd of an Hermitage 
or Cell. I had rather believe the account which 
Matthew ot Weftminfter gives of this King's death 5, ; 
which is this, Anno Gratia CCI. Inclytus Bntan- 
norum Rex Lucius , in bonis aciibus ajjumptus, 
■■ Claudioceltriar ( i. e. at Gloucefler ) ab hac vita 
migrauit ad Chriftum, is in Ecclefia prim<£ fedis ho~ ■ 
norifi.ee fepultus eft. 

But ( however incredible the foregoing rela- ; 
don may feem to be) 'tis certain, that the Augsbur- \ 
gers had die Gofpel very early preach'd to them r ; 
■ In the Emperor Diocletian $ days Chrillianity was; 
confiderably propagated by the preaching of ! 
Narciffus Gerundenfis 5 who ( together with S.Hi- ' 
laria, her Brotiier Sofunus, Daughter Afra, and 
many more new Converts ) was put to death 
by Gaius, Diocletian's Lieutenant General in th^fe; ; 
* parts, in the year 303. After this we hear no 
more of the Chriftian Religion in this City nil ; 
the year 400, wherein we find Albanus and Theom- \

neftzts very bufie in extirpating the Arrian He- 
refie out of the Church at Augsburg. 
\ But the moft memorable alteration in Reli- 
: j gion which ever hapned in this Town, was upon

Wherefore, the Empe- 
ror ^ ( finding the Proteftants to grow upon him 
in their demands, and alarm'd with the noife of 
the approach of a vaft Army from the Great 
Turks Dominions ) dilTolv'd the Council, with 
this Edict, " That no perfon fhould prefume to 

e concerning the Sacra- 
" ment ot the Lord's Supper then what had hithcr- 
to been rcceiv'd in die Church of Rome. That 
*" the Crofs fhould be us'd in Bapdfm 3 and ex- 
" treme Unction allow'd of, and practis'd. That 
c ' the Statues, and Reliques of Saints, Martvrs, 
"and other Holy men, fhould continue to be 
" had in as great elteem and veneration as for- 
<c merly 5 and be reitor'd to all Churches whence

But the Lutheran partv was bv this time grown 
too headilrong to be direatned into any obedi- 
ence or conformitv to that Ciiurcli thev had fo 
latel.v def^rtcd. So that the Emperor found 
himf.ii oblig'd, the vv.ar tollowing, to revoke 
die foremeiition d Decree 3 and once more to 
trv whether lie v. ere able to accommodate all 
matters in Religion by lair means. Whereupon, 
returning to Augsburg the next yvar, he propofes 
rirtt an interim (as tiie German Di'v ines arepleas d 
to term it } or mixt model or Religion and Churcii 
Government 3 in which fome lew Lutheran Te- 
nents were permitted, but the greareir: part of 
the Doctrine of the Roman Church enjoin 'd. 
But the Proteftants ( for fo they were now cali'd, 
troiii the formal Proteilation tlicy^ had drawn 
up a gain it the Emperors Edict) perilled in their 
demands 3 and at lalt ( in tiie year 1555 ) in a 
general Djet ol tlie States of die Empire held 



in this City, wherein Ferdinand the Lmpcror s bx-o- 
ther prelided, had allowance granted them to 
make open prorcllion ot their Rchgion. 

Since that time theMagiifraev of die Cirv has 
been made up of about an equal number ot Fro- 
tclhmts and Pa pi lis : Their Senate eonliiung of

106 Houfes, and their inhabitants, is committed 
to their Chaplain ; who has a noble Salarv al- 
low'd him. 

There are in and about this City a vaft num- 
ber ot Roman Monuments 5 tlie greateit part 
whereof are publiih'd, with Notes, bv the learned 
M Welfer. Some of them are meiitioii'd in Clu- 
verius de Vindelicia. And the later Monuments 
and Inferiptions are fet down at large in a par- 
ticular Tract on that fubjuc't, publiih'd by Da- 
niel Prafchius in the year 1624. 

The Library at Augsburg is famous for the good 
Collection of Manufcripts 5 which H. Ccnringius 
( in the account he has publiih'd of the Duke of 
Brunfrrics Library at Wclfenbuttel } fets in com- 
petition with that at Vienna, magnified fo much 
by Lambecius. M. Welfer ( whom we mention'd 
but now, and whom Pigncrius calls Margaritum 
Germanics Ju<e ] left the greateit part of thefe 
Rarities, and a great number of Greek Manu- 
fcripts have iince been added by the care and 
coll of feveral worth v Burghers. A Catalogue 
ot all thefe was publiih'd in the year bv 
M. Ant.Reifer, their Library-keeper 3 who, in his 
Preface, has promise! an account ot all the fa- 
mous Writers who have either had their birch 
or education in this City.

1 Duke of Wirtemherg fold them the Town of Lip- 
: heim on the Danube 3 and the Earl of Wirdenberg 
| the County of Albeg. So that in a (hort time 
i the Burgers of Vim became Lords of a Coun- 
[ trv (as M. Crufius informs us ) of no lefs then 
j fix German miles in length and four in bredth. 
i The Danot?, being enlarg'd by the acceflions 
! of the Her and Blauw, begins firft at this City to 
! carry Veflels of any confiderable burthen and 
i bulk. By which means the Burgers have the 
! opportunity of maintaining a notable commerce 
with the Merchants of Bavaria and Aufiriai who 
furniih them with Corn, Salt, and Iron, in lieu 
! of their Linnen-Cloth and Cottons. 

The Government of the Town is by a Senate, 
or Council of Forty-one Aldermen 3 the greater 
j part whereof are Noblemen, and the reft Trades- 
! men. Out of the Nobility are yearly chofen 
I two Bayliffs, or Radtbs- Eltere 9 who prefide in 
j their Councils. 

The great Glory of Vim is the Cathedral, or 
Minder 3 a pile of Building hardly to be matcht 
( excepting poflfibly by the great Church at Stras- 
bourg ) by any of its kind in the Empire. It is 
faid to have been one hundred and eleven years 
in buildings during which long term of time 



there were continually a great number of Ar- 
chitects in conftant pay. It is beautified with 
five ftately Spires 5 the higheft whereof is fup- 
ported by fix and thirty vaft pillars, and (aid 
to be 152 foot high. But the moft famous 
, and moft remarkable tiling in this Church 
[ is the Organ 3 which is at large defcribed by 
i Manin Baltic, formerly Rector of the Gymna- 
j fium at Vim , in his Panegyric upon Ludowic 
\ Duke of Wirtcmberg 3 and in a Sermon publifh'd 
\ on this fub jeer. ( Orgel-Predig ) by Conrad Dietetic 
a Preacher in this Citr. From the relations of 
thefe men we may take, in Ihort, this account 
j of it : That 'twas begun by one Cafpar Sturm 
j of Schneeberg in the year 1 5 j6 3 but hnifh'd by 
the advice ot Conrad Scbotten a blind man, and 
j Adam Steigleder ( who was thirty years Organift 
of this Church ) in the year 1 $99. Its height, 
from the foundation to the higheft piece of orna- j 
ment about it, is reckon'd ninety-three Foot, and 
its bredth twenty-eight. It has fixteen pair of 
Bellows 5 upon each whereof is laid 125 pound 
I of Lead. There are in it above three thoufand 
• Pipes ( all of pure Engli/h Tin ) 3 the largeft where- 
of is forty Inches in circumference and above 
thirteen in diameter. Whether this do not fall 
lhort of our famous En^li/h Organ in the Cathe- 
dral at Exeter, let Muhcians enquire. 

The great Francifcan Monaftery in this City- 
was, upon the Reformation, turn'd into a Col- 
lege, or Gymnafium 5 wherein, to this day, are 
Profeftbrs of all Arts and Sciences. The Church 
is kept for their publick Acts, and the preaching 
of Funeral Sermons. 

III. Bibrach, or Biberach 5 calTd anciently 
Biber-bacb, i. e. the River of Otters ( from the 
multitude of which fort of creatures near this 
place, the City's Arms were formerly an Otter) 
but the name was afterwards contracted after- 
wards into Bibrach. 

'Tis an ancient Imperial City 5 having, as 'tis 
thought, firft obtain'd that Title about A.D. 800. 
When it was firft wall'd round, is not certain 5 
but in all probability its firft fortifications were 
begun at the fame time with thofe at Reutlingen, 
Efslingen, Heylbrun, and fome other great Towns 
in Scbwabenland, in the days of the Emperor 
Frideric the Second. 

j Its fituation is in a plea fan t and fruitful Valley 5 
! cr/cirded with fair Fields, Gardens, and Meadows. 
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Some of the Meadows are moift and boggy 5 
commonly overfloated in Winter, and hardly- 
able to fupport their Cattel in Summer. The 
River affords plenty of Fifli 3 and the Woods as 
ood ftore of Timber. 
There is in the Town a Bath of a hot fulphu- 
rous water 3 which in the Spring draws hither 
gt eat numbers of the Nobility and Gentry from 
the neighbouring Cities and Villages. The throng 
of thefe Guefts is the more confiderable for that 
Biberach is feated almoft exactly in the Center 
of a vaft Circle of Imperial Cities, which fur- 
round it 5 fuch are Vl~v, Memmingen, Leutkirch, 
Waldfee, Ravinfpurg, Tjfen, Pfullendorf ? Saulgen, isre. 

There is little worth viewing in this place, 
except St.Mar//Vs Church, and the neighbouring 
Hofpital, wherein provifion is made for a great 
many poor and decay 'd Citizens. 

IV. Memmingen. Suppos'd , by fome 

credible Authors, to be the Vemania or Vimania 
mention'd by Antoninus and the Author of the 
Noting Imperii. But thefe Antiquaries are not at all 
fortunate in the etymology of the modern name 
of the City. For to derive the word ( as moft of 
tiiem do) von der Menge der Manner, i. e. from the 
number of its inhabitants 3 is to give it a name far 
more applicable to a great many of its neighbours. 

'Tis well fortified, on one fide, with a boggy 
Marfh 5 and elfewhere defended by a ftrong Wall 
and deep Trenches. Its circumference is little 
lefs then that of Vim 3 but in the beauty of its 
Buildings and number of Inhabitants it falls far 
fhort. Seven Gates lead into the Town 3 and a fair 
Rivulet of Spring-water runs down the midft of it. 

Its Inhabitants are part Lutherans, and part 
Romanifts^ the former whereof have two Churches 
and a School allow'd them, and the latter a 
Monaftery of Auguftine Friars and a Nunnery. 
The great trade ot the Town confifted formerly 
in Linnen-Cloth and Cottons 5 but of late years 
the Citizens have a good income from their 
Paper, which is made as hne ( and no great com- 
mendation of it neither ) as in any other part 

ot Germany. 

V. Leutkirch. The word, cxacUy ren- 
dcr'd exactly into Englifb, fignifies People-Church 3 
and feems to confirm the ftory which fome o 
the Svevian Hiftorians tell us of St. Martins 
Church in this City, L e. That upon the firft 
planting of Chriftianity in thefe parts, they who 
had embraced this Religion flock'd hither from 
all parts of the adjoining Countries 5 and here, 
for many years, maintained Monks and others 
to pray and preach to them. The Church is 
at this day a ftately Fabrick, poflefsd by the 
Romanifts 5 who allow only a fmall Chappcl ( de- 
dicate to the Holy Trinity ) to the Proteftants. 
The better part of the Aldermen and Common- 
Council have indeed been often (and poffibly 
now arc ) profefs'd Lutherans 5 but yet could 
never get the maftery fo far as to procure the 
Cathedral for their own Preachers 5 excepting 
only for the (pace of two years ( from the year 
154P to 155 1 ), at which time the Roman Re- 
ligion feem'd to be at a low ebb, but foon reco- 
ver'd its former ftrcngth. 

This City, tho an Imperial one, isofnolargej 
extent 5 but tolerably well built. 'Tis feated in a 
great Road for all Travellers out of the Nor- 
thern parts of Germany into Italy and TyroL Be- 
fides, the Inhabitants have a good trade for their 
Linnen-Cloth 5 which is made, whited, and fent 
into the remoter parts of the Empire. They 
have no Wine but what is brought to them from 
the Cities and Towns onthc Boden-See$ to whom 
they return Corn and Flax. If any Freemen of] 
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is City have a mind, he may ( without diftur- 
bance ) dig for mettals in any field belonging 
to a neighbouring Village 5 which is a privilege j 
granted to few other Imperial Cities. 

VL Kempten. Some think this Town 
may juftly boaft of as great Antiquity as any 
in Germany. Here, fay the High Dutch Anti- 
quaries, die old Cretici had their habitation 5 
from whom the place got the name of Cretica. 
Afterwards, one of the Emperor Tiberius's Gene- 
rals got pofTctfjon of Hillermont 5 an high Hill 
which commands the whole Plain wherein this 
City is feated, and had its name from the tier, 
which runs hard by. Whereupon, having quickly 
made himfelf mafter of the Town, he chang'd 
its name into Campodunum 3 which in time was 
corrupted into Kempten. After this, as is (aid, 
fome of the French Kings ( who were for fome 
time Lords of it ) gave it the name of Vermeta 
or Vermetica, from the abundance of Snakes and 
other venemous Worms which they here met 
with. But this name, if ever any fiich was given 
it, lafted not long 3 its former Roman name re- 
turning to it. 

'Twas firft made Imperial by the Emperor 
Frideric IV. who granted the Citizens of Kemp- 
ten the privilege of fealing all their public Inftru- 
ments with the Spread-Eagle of the Empire, 
half Or half Sable, crown'd with the Imperial 
Crown. 

In the year 1^33, the Impcrialifts took the 
City, and plunder'd it. Seventy Houfes within 
the Walls, and as many more in the Suburbs, 
they burn'd to the ground 3 the great Church, 
tho fince rebuilt, was alfo deftroy'd 5 and four 
hundred and fifty perfons ( men, women, and 
hildren ) put to the Sword 
The Citizens are moft of them Weavers 5 and 
have a great convenience of whiting their Lin- 
nen, by rcafon of the many Springs in and about 
the Town. They make alfo a confiderable ad- 
vantage by lodging of Merchants that travel 
this way betwixt Italy and the Netherlands 5 as 
likewife by entertaining the Switzers, who fetch 
Salt from Tyrol. 

VII. Isne, Ifny, Tfne, or Eifna, is fo call'd 
from a fmall River of the fame name, on which 
'tis feated. That it was formerly inhabited by 
fome of the Roman Colonics, is apparent enough 
from the Infcription of an old Marble Monu- 
ment 3 wherein mention is made of a reparation ; 
of the Highways betwixt Campodunum or Kemp- \ 
ten, and Ifna ( which in thofe days was, and ftill is, ! 
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by the name of Gravenaw, before the year f iod, 
wherein it was firft wall'd round, and fo took 
on it the name of a City 3 being afterwards ad- 
vane'd into an Imperial one, ana endow'd with 
many large privileges. 

In the middle of the Town ftands a very high 
Tower call'd in their language der Blafertbum, 
or the Wath-Tower 3 which ( in the 1552) was 
blown down by a Whirlwind, and rebuilt at the 
charge of the Burgers. The whole ftory of which 
accident you may read in an Infcription, which 
ends thus :

the ufual Road betwixt Italy and the Cities on 
the Rhine ) at the charges of Septimius Severus 
and M. Aurelius Antoninus. 

The Fields near this Town yeild neither Wine 
nor Wheat 3. being feldom fown with any thing 
but Oats, Rape-feeds, Beans, and Flax. Sheep 
and Cattel are brought into their Markets from 
the Alps-j and their Corn is fetch'd from Vim, 

Memmingen, Waldfee, and Leutkirch. 

In the late Civil Wars of Germany ( in the 
year 1^31 ) there hapned here a moft difmal 
fire, which in the (pace of twelve hours con- 
fum'd about 380 Houfes, befides moft of their 
public Buildings. Nay, the very Walls of the 
Town were burnt as white as Snow 5 and moft 
of the Brafs pieces of Canon on their Bulwarks 
melted. However, the znduftry of the Burgers, 
and the charity of their neighbours, has fo far 
repair'd their lofles, that they are now in as flou- 
rifhing an cftate as ever. 

VIIL Ravenspurg, or Gra-venfpurg ( for 
fo it was at firft, and ought ftill to be written ) 
was nQ more then a fair Village, known then 

Germany. 



The great miracle in this ftory is, that the Watch- 
man or Trumpeter ( who every three or four 
hours, as the cuftom is all over Germany, ufed 
to give notice of the time of day or night by 
founding from the top of the Tower ) falling j 
along with his Cattle, received no damage 5 tho, 
as the Infcription alfo informs us, Jiis Wife and 
Son were both fiain. 

The Town- Hall and fome of their Churches 
are w r orth the viewing 5 otherwife there is little 
of note in the Citv. 

Within two little Englijb miles of Ravens- 
purg ftands Altcrff 3 an ancient ( as its name in- 
timates) and famous Town. From the Earls 
of this place defcended- ( as we have already in- 
form d the Reader in the Dcfcription of the Duke- 
dom of Brunfwic ) a great branch of the ancient 
Dukes of Bavaria, and the prefect Dukes of Brunf- 
wic and Luneburg. Here ft ood the rich Mona- 
ftery of Weingarten 3 wherein, in St. Ofarald's Chap- 
pel, was the ufual burying-place of the Guelpbian 
Family. At prefent Altorf belongs to the Houfe 
of Auftria, and is the ufual Refidence of the Lieu- 
tenant or High Conimiftioner of Svevia$ who, 
in the name of the Emperor, keeps here an high 
Court of Judicature, to determine all Caufes 
and hear Complaints brought before him from 
any of the Imperial Cities in Schveaben. 

IX. Wangen. A fmall Imperial City, feated 
on the Upper Arg 5 famous for Sides, which are 
here made, and ( in vaft numbers ) fent abroad 
into moft of the Corn-Countries in the Empire. 
Befides, their Paper-Mills and Flax ycild them a 
confiderable income. But ( what fome Geogra- 
phers have reported ) that they have good ftore 
of Wine, is a miftake 5 not a drop being drunk 
here but what is fetch 'd from other places. 

To thefe we might add Kauffbeuren, Mundel- 
heim, and fome more Towns of left note ; but 
they have little in them that merits a particular 
defcription. 




The Imperial Cities and great Towns in the 
Hegow, or tl?e Lower Schwaben. 




Nder the name of Hegow is ufii- 
ally comprehended afl that tract 
of Land which borders on both 
fides the Bedenfee 3 altho this 
Lake be commonly taken for 
the true boundary betwixt Scbxra- 
hen and Switzerland. The Lake is call'd by an- 
cient Geographers Lacus Brigantinus 5 from Bre- 
entz^. ( formerly a famous City, but at this day 
an inconfiderabie Town ) feated on the Eaft end 
of the Lake, not far from Lindaw 5 nam'd by 
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Antoninus, Brigantia or ( as his Tables have it) 
Brigantio. The Town is mil of fo much note 
as to give name to a County ; but is other- . 
•wife hardly taken notice of by the German To- 
pographers. This, I chink, is by much the largeft 
Lake in the German Empire ( if we do not allow 
Switzerland to be a part of ic ) 5 extending it felf 
feven German miles In length, and two ( and in 
fome places three ) in bredth. It is divided into 
two pai ts 5 the larger whereof reaches from 
Lindaw to the old I-ort Pcdme?i 5 whence it hrft 
got the name ot Fodmenzee, corrupted after- 
tcrwards into Bodenfee 3 ( tho others derive the 
Bode?:fee uom bodtn der See, i.e. from the great 
depth of :he Lake). The other branch, be- 
ginning at Con/lance, is ufually nam'd Cellerzee- y 
from Cell, a considerable Village feated on its 
banks. 

I. Constance ( call'd in the German lan- 
guage Coflnitz\r, and by fome of their Writers 
i Cojlantz, ) is the .Metropolis of this part of the 
I Country. Some have fancied this City, as well 
j as that other ancient Town of the fame name 
I on the mouth of the River Seyn in Trance, had 
j its nirae from Ccnftantius the Father of Confian- 
j tine the Great 3 -who in both thefe places, but 
j at different times, is faid to have had his Cajira 
i Conftantia, or Winter-Quarters. Tho others think, 
j that 'twas fir it built by his Son Confiantine, who 
' modeftly nam'd it after his Father rather then 
himfelf. But, in eppofition to thefe conjectures, 
'tis argued from an old Marble Monument (part 
whereof is full to be feen in Sz.Bla/ius's Chappel 
in tin's Town ) mentioning the names of the 
Emperors Diocletian, Maximian, and others, that 
'tis much more ancient then thefe men would 
make it. Tho I fee no reafon why we may not 
imagine this Monument to have been brought 
hither from the ruins of the old Vitodurum, winch 
Scbedelius ( a learned Writer ) fancies to have 
flood pear this Town. This however is cer- 
tain, that 'twas taken by Aitila and his Troops; 
which is a ftory of the old eft date that we meet 
■with concerning it , on the truth whereof we 
may fafely rely. Afterwards it came into the 
hands of the French .Monarchs 3 and in fome 
ancient Records of the Town, 'tis call'd Villa 
Regia Dagoberti Regis. Where we mav take no- 
t ace, that the Kings of France, living at a great 
jdittance from thefe parts of their Territories, 
j would not fufFer their great Towns to be walPd 
round, or take on them the name of Cities 5 
for fear of their Rebellion, and catting off the 
trench yoke as foon as they ihould be fenfible 
j of their own ftrength. 'Twas therefore fancied 
1 a threw d piece of policy, to keep them open and 
jfencclefs ; to the end, that they might with the 
greater eafc, upon the lean: appearance of an 
uproar or mutiny, be aflauked and quell'd by 
the Kings forces. Yet, notwithftanding the fore- 
men aond name of Villa, the faid King Daspbert 
advanc d k uuo a City, by removing the Bifhop- 
ric of Wtndtfcb to tins place. From that time 
ic was daily more fortified and enlarged • mfo- 
mucn, that in the year 5,38 'twas able to with- 
ftand and repel the whole force of the Himoa- 
rtan Savages, who broke m like a torrent upon 
an tne adjoining Country. The fame vcar was

Whereupon it became immediately fubject to 
the Houfe of Auftria ; and fo remains to this 
day, being govern'd by a Deputy fent hither 
from the Emperor or Arch-Duke 3 yet fo, as 
that it (till retains its ancient privileges and name 
(at Jeall) of an Imperial City. 

The Town is not very large 5 but well built, 
and delicately fituatcd. It has a good trade by 
the advantage of die Rhine 3 which, palling this 
way out of the great Lake into the Celler-fee, 
runs into a fair ftream 5 without the leait mix- 
ture with the water of the Lake. 

But that which made this place for ever me- 
morable, was the calling of a Council here by 
the Emperor Sigifmund, in the year 14 14. The 
great defign of this Convention was the remo- 
val of a Schifm in the Church, occafion'd by 
the Quarrels of three Popes, who at the fame 
time lay claim to Infallibility and the power of 
the Keys. The Italians having fet up John the 
twenty-fourth ( or twenty-third , according to 
the account of the Rcmanijis 5 who will not allow 
of the flory of John, or Jean, the eighth ), the 
Fre?tch Pope Gregory, and the Spaniards Pope Be- 
nedict. In this fchifmatical and ambitious con- 
flict, each party thought themfelvcs oblig'd to 
maintain their own choice; to the great and 
general difturbance of the Christian world. The 
Council began (as 'tis the cudom ) with a Mafs 5 
at which, during the tinging of the Hymn Ve?d 
Sancle Spiritus, fome wag or other took an op- 
portunity of clapping up a paper on the Church- 
door, wherein were contained thefe words, Alizs ' 
rebus occupati nunc, adeffe z/obis non pejfumus. This 
by many of the Dotards there alfembled, was 
look'd on as a piece as ominous as the Mene 
Tekel in Daniel's Prophehe 5 and a certain pre- 
diction of ill fuccefs. However, to't thev went 3 
and quickly refolv'd to depofe all the three Popes. 
John was perfbnalJy prefent, expecting the r ti- 
rication of his Papacy, in confideration of his, 
more fubmifli vc carriage, appearing at the Sum-j 
mons of the Council; which both the others had 
refus'd to do. But finding their proceedings much 
contrary to his expectations, he began to repent 
of his too forward obedience 3 and refolv'd to 
fecure himfelf, if poflible, by flight. Howbeir, 
being purfued and overtaken at Friburg, he was 
brought back, thrown into prifon, and depos'd. 
The other two, tho abfent, had che fame fen- 
tence pafs'd on them 3 and Martin the fifth was 
Pope. At the news of this Election, the Empe- 
ror Sigifmund is laid to have been fo overioy'd 
that immediately he repair 'd to the Conclave 
( where the Cardinals and other Commiflloners 
fat at Election ) and falling down kifs'd his new 
Holinefs's Feet. But this was not the whole bu- 
flnefs of this Council : For, in the eighth SefTion 
thereof, fentence of Condemnation was given 
againft Jcbn Wicliff h and to teftifie the utmoft 
deteftation of his memorv, his bones were or- 
der'd to be diggd out of his Scpulcher and 
burnt. In the fifteenth SefT7on, John Hufss Con- 
demnation was read and publiiVd, and himfelf 
deliver d over to the Secular Powers to be 
burnt. And ( imagining this fort of proceed- 
ing would a hede gall the Emperor and other 
Princes who had promis'd this Martvr protection) 
they Decreed, in their nineteenth Seflion " That 
c< notwithftanding the fafc Conduct granted by\ 
e the Emperor and Kings, enquirv mav be made 
u agamft any man for Heretic, 'by a' fufficient 
Jn - ?' 5 nd P r ? ccfs bc made according to Law

Badem, i. e. of the wholfomeft Baths. The fame 
Phyfitian tells us of another Mineral- water in 
lone of the Vineyards of this Town ( calPd by 
jthe Burgers am Stollen , wherein grow, on a 
landy and hot foil, the belt Grapes in this Coun- 
try )j which he fays has a fmall taft of 5a/- 
^Armoniac 5 and, among other cures, with twice 
lor thrice wafhing pcrieclly removes all Warts 
from the hands, or any other part ot the body, 
without the lealt pain imaginable. 

The Hofpital in this Town is reckon'd the 
rieheft in Scbwaben 3 tho the Burgers have as 
little need of fuch provisions for the poor and 
decrepit as any of their neighbours, l or they 
arc generally a people very laborious and frugal h 
and confequently, have ufually greater itocks ot 
money and goods then osher Traders on the 
Bodenfee. Infomuch , that the Contributions 
which this fmall Town gives the Empire in time

They iiavc feveral Springs 
of fweet water; and on the North a great many 
fair Fields and Meadows. In tiiat part w.h:c/i 
is cut off from the main body of die Town 
( call'd ufually the Illand, and inhabited by none 
but Filhermen. Watermen, and Weav ers ) they 
have plenty of Vines 3 which yeild a fort of rough 
and harfh Wine, not quite fo palatable as that 
at Uberlingen and other Towns upon the Lake.

a'>d had its name from one Rattolj Bilbop of \ \ zell. 
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Dietrzfchsbern or Verona, who buik himfclf here 
a Palace in the year 875. This Town was for 
manv years no more then a Mannour or Lord- 
(hip belonging to the Monaftery of Reicljenaw 5 
but afterwards, with a great many of its neigh- 
bours, fell into the hands of the Houfe of Au- 
ftria, who to this day are its Lords. For altho 
the Princes of Wirtemberg got pofleflion of this 
Town in the year 1^52, yet they were fore'd 
to refign it not long after, upon the unhappy 
defeat their forces met with at Nordlingen. Since 
which rime the Auftrian Princes have taken great 
care to ftrengthen its fortifications 5 in confede- 
ration, chiefly, of the vicinity of the impregna- 
ble Fort Dwiel, which is not far from it, and 
may be of no fmall prejudice to it, if obtain d 

by an enemy. 

This noble Caftle ( calTd in the German lan- 
guage lichen DwzeL, and by Latin writers Duel- 
Hum ) is fituated on the top of an high and in- 
acceflible Hill 5 in the middle of a delicate and 
fruitful plain near the banks of the BJrine. 
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tenable by a fmall handful of men again ft a 
whole Army of the moft experienced Aifailants 5 
in as much as the Hill, or Mountain rather, 
wherein 'tis feated is of a wonderful height, 
and very ftecp 3 nor is there any other in the 
Vicenage which can pcfiibly annoy it. Befides, 
there is no poilibility of the Enemies fpringing 
any Mine in fb flinty a foil. Neither need the 
befieg'd fear a famine, fince on the top of the 
Hill they have yearly a good crop of Corn and 
Vintage of Wine. This was the feat, tor fomej 
time, of the ancient Dukes of Schwaben-^ and 
after die extinction of that Family, was fori 
awhile in the pofleflion of the Dukes of Zarin-\ 
gen. Afterwards, the Princes of Klingenberg god 
it into their hands 5 and in that Family jt re-j 
main'd till TJlric Duke of Wirtemberg, being ex-j 
pelTd his own Territories, and living here ini 
exile, in the year 1520, married a Widow of* 
Klingenberg, and by that means annex'd Vmel 
to the Dukedom of Wirtemberg. \

of Tyrol out of the Silver and Copper Mines 
will hardly amount annually to three hundred 
i thoufand Gulders, as Cufpinian reports they did 
in his days. 

Befides Metals, the Country is well ftock'd 
with good ftore of Wine, Fifh, Venifon, Wood, 
iand other necetfarics and conveniencies for a 
pleafant and healthy life. So that the Emperor 
Maximilians companion was pertinent and pro- 
per enough, when he fancied the County of 
Tyrol like a poor Country-fellow's Coat, coarfe 
but warm. And indeed the multitude of craggy 
Alountains, almoft continually cover'd with 
Snow, make no good appearance to the eve ; 
alcho the fruitful Valleys, eipeeialiy near Infprug, 
ycild as great increafe here as el fe where. 

One main fign of a good and tmiztul foil is 
the multitude of inhabitants, which live of the 
fruits and commodities of a Country. And 
certainly, if from this Topic we frame an argu- 
ment to prove the riches of Tyrol-* we mav al-

• j For Riches, with number of Inhabitants and 
I j plenty of neccflary provifion, it may compare 
! j with mod Dukedoms in the Empire 5 nay, and 
excel fome confidcrable Kingdoms. Its Moun- 
tains afford good ftore of Silver and Copper 
Mines 5 especially at Braunegg, Kutzpubel, and 
Schwatz. At the place Lift mentioned, the Mines 
were rirft found out in the year 144^ 5 and 
before the year 15^0 were fo well improved 
as that thirty thoufand Alincrs, as 'tis reported, 
were employ 'd here in digging, melting, and 
refining their Metals. But foon after that num- 
ber was abated 5 infomuch that about the year 
I1600 there could not above two thoufand be 
^■eckond up. And at this time their numbers are 
iuch Iefs , fo that the Revenues of the Count 
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: pire. Not to mention the vaft numbers of 
xVliners every where to be met with, we fhall 
leave the Reader to ghefs at the whole Poffe 
Comitatus of Tyrcl from the fmall Province of 
Nanjsberg, which (CiysGrajfer) does not extend 
it fclf above twelve German miles in length and 
; three in breath, and yet contains in it no Lfs 
; then three hundred and fifty Pariihes and thirty- 
two Itrong Caftks.

Dukedom of Carinthia, and for fometime the 
Kingdom of Bohemia. This Henry left behind 
him only one Daughter, narcfd Margaret 5 who 
was divore'd from her firft Husband, John-Henry 
Marquis of Moravia and Son of John King of 
Bohemia, and married a Second time to Ludomc 
the Duke of Bavaria s Son, in the year 1342. 
This Count bchav'd himfelf fo well againft the 
Bohemian forces (who came hither to demand 
the whole County of Tyrol in Right of their 
Printe John-Henry before mention'd ) that he not 
only fecur'd the County, but added thereto the 
City and Territory of Trent 3 whofe Bifhop, with 
a great number of its Nobility, he took Pnfo- 
ners. His only Child Meinhart died without 
IfTue in the firft year of Marriage A.D. 1363. 
Whereupon, his Mother Margaret ( by the Ad- 
vice of her Council ) fetled the County of Tyrol 
upon her Coufins Rudolph, Albrecbt, and Leopold, 
Arch-Dukes of Aufiria 5 in which Family the 
Government of this Country has ever fince con- 
tinued. 
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nsprug, the Metropolis and i iIksprucI; 
ufaal Refidence of the Counts i 1 j 
of Tyrol. The old Monaftery 
of Wiltbiem, of which more 
anon, gave it its original ; and 
the River Inn, on which 'tis 
feated, its name 5 whence in Latin Authors 'tis 
ufually nam'd JErtipons, and fomecimes Enipon- 
tus. 

*Tis certain, that Otto the Firft, Duke of Me~ 
ran, firft made Infprug a City , and WalTd it 
round in the year 1 2 34, according to the tefti- 
mony of an ancient Inscription which runs thus. 
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hinceps, Cognomine Magmis, 
Infpruck. circumdat muris <T mania fundat, iyc. 
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But thefe Fortifications are long fincc decay'd 
and perifli'd 5 and little to be feen, even of their 
, ruins, five th«:ee great Gates. And the reafon 
I why the Princes of Tyrol have not thought it 
worth their while to encompafs it with any kind 
of Walls or Rampires, is becaufe 'tis feated in 
the heart of their Territories, and defended (at 
fome diftance ) by the ftrong Caftle of Ombras 
and Town of Hall 3 fo that on that fide of the City 
which looks towards the Eaft it neither has nor 
needs any Fortification. Bcfides, the outmoft 
bounds and limits of the Couney are fo well 
guarded by ftrong and impregnable Caftles, 
that 'twas thought a ftrange piece of fortune, 
for Maurice Elector of Saxony to bring an Army 
to Infprug ; as he did in the Civil Wars of Ger- 
many. However, the greater part of the Town 
is defended by a fort of Walls and Ditches, which 
feem defign'd rather for ornament then ftrength. 

The Town is generally well built ; but efpe- 
cially the Suburbs are a company of fair and 
ftatcly Houfes. The Cathedral, or chief Church, 
at the Francifcan Monaftery, is a- ftately Fabric 
of hewn ftonc, built at the charges of the Em- 
peror Ferdinand the Firft 3 who here erected a 
ftately Monument in memory of his Grandfather 
Maximilian the Firft 3 on the top whereof ftands 
a vaft portraiture of this Emperor in Alabafter, 
guarded with twenty-eight brazen Statues of fc- 

vera! 
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vera! other great Heroes and fome Princcfics. 
All of them, being of larger dimenfions then ! 
j jthofc of ordinary men, make a moft majeftic j 
jappearance. Under the Emperor's Statue you ! 
(have a character of that great Prince in golden j 
Letters upon black Marble 3 which begins thus, ] '

nilh'd. 

The Citizens have a good Armory, well 
ftock'd with all manner of Armour and Wea- 
pons for Horfe and Foot 5 from whence they 
pretend to be able to Equip an Army of thirty 
Ithoufand men. They have here two Pieces of 
Canon of a vaft wide bore 3 and each fixteen 
foot in the Barrel. Befides thefe they have fifty 
more of confiderable note 3 one whereof has 
feven Barrels, and each may be difcharg'd feve- i 
rally. 

About an Englifh mile, or little more, trom 
the Town ftands the ftrong and pleafant Fort \ 
Ombras, or Umbras 3 as they will have it call d ; 
from the defign of it, which was 
Summer-Houfe for the Arch-Dukes to divert 
themfelves in during the heat of the year. The 
Rarities and Pleafures of this place are fo many 
and great, that on this fubject a large Book was 
printed at Infyrug A. V. \6oi. In the Armorv 
things moft coniidcrablc arc, the Armour of 
Charles IX. King of France, and of the Duke 
of Parma 5 the Statue of King Francis the Firft 
on Horfeback in Plailter-work , exactly repre- 
fenting him in his Armour, and his Horfe in Ins 
Trappings, as he was taken Prifoner in the Forcft 
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near Pavia 5 the Armour of the Emperors Rw, 
pert, Maximilian the Firft and Second, and of 
Charles V. befides a great many other Kings 
and brave Princes of other Nations 5 the pour- 
traictureof each Prince, drawn to the life, hang- 
ing by Ilis Armour. A Pike made ou : of a piece 
of wood which grew near Suit 7^, which is ftill 
twenty-eight foot long, tho they tell us it has loft a 
vard of its firft length. In another Room you 
have a collection of Rarities as at Infprug 5 among 
which are, 1. A part of the trunk of an Oak 5 
in the body whereof is a Deer quite enclosM 
with wood. Of which curiofity their Philofophers 
give this account 3 that in all probability the 
Deer perifh'd in the Snow, and upon a thaw 
was hurl'd a confiderable depth into the ground 
by a torrent from the neighbouring Hills, and 
fo was firft encircled by the roots and afterwards 
by the body of the Tree. 2. Several Cafes and 
Drawers of Roman and other ancient Coins in 
Gold and Silver. 3. Several pieces of ancient 
Armour, Weapons, and other rare Antiquities. 
4. A log of Wood and wedges petrified 3 be- 
caufe ( forfooth ) the Carpenter ventur'd to 
cleave Wood on a great Holiday. Several fair 
Copies written by one Thomas Scbmeic^er of Hall 
in Schvraben with his feet. 6. A piece of Wood 
grown out of a fmall lump of Ore. This the 
Miners of Germany call an Ablajfen, or Farewel 5 
becaufe when in a vein of metal they mc^t with 
fuch a twig as this, they are fure the Ore holds 
no further. 

Not far from the Town ( crofs a pleafant 
Field on the South- fide ) ftands the famous Mo- 
nafterv Wiltbeim or Wilden, calPd bv Antonine 
in his Itenerary Veldidena 5 out of which, as we 
\ have (aid, fprang the whole City of Infprug. The 
j Monks are of the Order of St. Nortbert 3 and 
I pretend ro be of great antiquity. Their Fouru 
der is iaid to be Giant Haymon, a Prince of this 
; Country 5 who was here buried in the year S78. 
■ This Haymon, fay their Legends, was twelve foot 
! and a half long 3 and the Grave they ltill Ihew 
i for his, is fomewhat above fifteen. They report 
further, that before the building of this Mona- 
ftery this part of the Country was much infefted 
with a Dragon of a prodigious bulk; which, 
i amongft other pranks, constantly threw down 
at night as much of this Aionaftery as Haymon s 
\ workmen had built by day. This common ene- 
! my was at laft encounter cl and deftroy 'd by Prince 
Haymon; who flew him, and cut 01; t his tongue, 
which was three fpan and a half long, and is 
ftill kept in the Monaftery as a facred Rclique. 
In the Monaftery they have a large Gallery, on 
all fides dark, wherein are hung up the pictures 
of all their Abbots Cmcc their foundation. 'Tis 
icncompafs'd with a Wall of fixteen foot height 3 
over which a Hart, hotly purfu'd by the Dogs, 
isfaid to have fprung not many years ago. Be- 
fore the Gates ftands a Pillar with an Infcnption 
'informing us, that anciently the Road from Italy 
! towards Augsburg lay crofs the Field whereon 
the Monafterv now ftands 5 and that this High- 
iwav was repair'd for near one hundred miles 
1 together in die days of the Emperor Septimus 

\Severus. , . , _ „ 

' II. Br ix en" (feated in a pleafant Valley at 

; the conflux of the Rivers Eifacb and RientzJ is 
Ithe fecond Town in Tyrol. There is hardly any 
iqueftion to be made but that this is the fame 
^ place which Antoninus calls Sublabione and Sub- 
\lavione 5 both poilibly miftaken by Tranfcnbers 
linftead of Sub Savione. For there is to this day, 
jnot mam- miles from Brixen, a place call'd Seben; 
jwhencc '( as feveral Hiftonans mtorm us, who 
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the Bifhopric of j?r/x«7 was firft translated, upon 
the deftruction which the Huns brought upon 
this and the neighbouring: Towns. Now, how 
eafie is it for a carcleft and ignorant Tranfcnber 
to write Subfavione in one word, and afterwards 
corrupt it into Sublavione 5 as we find it in the 
vulgar Copies of Antoninus s Itinerary. 

The Bifliop of Brixen is reckon'd a Prince of 
: 1 the Empire 3 and accordingly has a Scat in the j 
Diets. F le has alfo Jurifcfiction in Cafes Crimi- 
•j nal and Civil within his own Diocefs 5 but yet 
H (notwithstanding thefe and fome other fmall 
I Regalia ) his power is not fo abfolute but that 
there lies an Appeal from his Court to the Earl 
of Tyrol's. 

The Wells of Mineral-water in and about this I 
City bring a confiderable number of ftrangers, 
and enrich the Citizens: but efpecially that 
which is fam'd all the Country over by the| 
name of the Virgin-Well. Befides they have 
a good income from their red Wine : which 
is hence exported to moft of the neighbouring 
I Cities and great Towns. 

: j III. Hall (for diftin&ion fake call'd Hall 
j im Inn t hall ) has its name, as well as the other 
j two in Saxony and Schwaben , from the great 
; j trade of its Inhabitants in making and vending 
i 5 of Salt. The cliief Salt-pits are about four 1 
miles from the Town in the Mountains. Out 
of thefc they dig Salt like the Ore of Copper 
or Silver in a Mine 3 and throw it afterwards 
into great Trenches. This done, they fill the 
Trenches up with fweet water : which ftands 
; for a month or longer till the lumps of Salt 
i j be difTblv'd, and the more heavy and earthy 
mparts funk to the bottom. When they find 
the water ready for fervice ( which they do by 
putting a piece of wood by them calf d Prob- 
HoltzJ it is carried off in great Fats to the 
• I Salt-pans in the City , where they boil it and 
[order it as our Salters do their Sea- water. 

In their great Salt-Houfe they have four huge j 
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ginginthe Mines, in filling the Trenches, hew- 
ing down fire-wood, in floating the fewcli ( for 
'tis here the cuftome, as in moft other Cities 
in Germany that have the like convenience, to 
bring their fewell and Timber out of the hilly 
Countries floating in great Clafters down the 
River), in feirhing and otherwife ordering the 
fait, are faid to be above a thoufand. 

IV M e r a n, formerly the Metropolis of 
the whole County of Tyrol, and fo confiderable 
as to give Title to a Duke : Hill the chief City 
in all the Territories on the Etfch. In the year 
141.9, a great flood broke in upon fome part of 
the Town and the whole Hofpital and Church 
in the Suburbs. In this inundation four hun- 
dred people are faid to have periftVdj and a child 
in a Cradle, with a cat fitting by it, taken alive I 
on the waters at Potren , above twelve Englijb \ 
miles from this place. I] 

Not farr from Meran ftands the antient and j I 
fair Caftle of Tyrol : to which is annex'd a pi- ! 
tiful Market-Town. The pleafant fituarion of 
the place doubtlefs made it fo confiderable as 
to give name to the whole County 5 for other- 
wife it neither has nor ever had any thing of 
note in it. 

To thefe might be added Stertzingen, noted Stertzin- 
for its Silver Mines 5 feated at the beginning of* 
the Pyrenean Mountains, by the modern Inha- j 
I bitants call'd die Brenner. Thefe are the hiUs l 
mention'd by Appian, Pli?iy, Dionyfeus and others j

Leander Alberti, in his Defcription of Italy, 
aflerts, that it was firft built by fome of the 
Princes of Tufcany 5 but being afterwards demo- 
lifli'd, it was rebuilt and enlag'd by the Cenomani, 
and cncompalsd with a ftout Wall of hew n 
Stone at the charges of King Theodoric of Bern. 
After the Invafion of the Goths it was fubject to 
the Princes of Lombardy 5 from whom the Govern- 
ment was tranflated to the Emperors of Rome. 
Before the great Dukedom of Bavaria ( whereof 
the County of Tyrol, with all its Dependances, 
was once a part ) was fubdivided into a great 
many lefler Principalities by the Emperor, the 
Territories of Trent had the name of a County, 
and were immediately fubject to an Earl of their 
own 5 who neverthelcfs was Vaflal to the Duke 
of Bavaria.

\ very little Grain of any fort. Their Wine (which 
j grows in great abundance, and is well tafted,

The Bifliopric of Trent was firft founded by 
S. Hermagoras 5 who made one Jcrvinus firft Pre- 
late of the See. Afterwards the Diocefs was 
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\\ confiderably enlarged by the Emperor Conrad 'II. 
. who beitow'd on it the County of Trent, with 
| the Territories of Vinfthal ( or Vol di Vsnofta, as 
I j the Italians call it ) and i 7 ^*, in the years 1 027 
Hand 1028, This Endowment was afterwards 
j ratified by the Emperors Frederic I. and II. who 
i j the more to ftrengthen the,confirmation, gave 
I j the Earl of Tyrol the Title of Protector of the 
j i Biihopric of Trent 5 thereby obliging the Princes 
j I of that County to a ready affiftance whenever 
j ! this City or Diocefs Should happen to be inva- 
j ■ ded. Since that time the Bifhops have always 
) j been reckon'd Princes of the Empire , and en- 
i j joy'd all the Priviledges and Immunities ufually 
j j granted to others of that denomination.

On the road betwixt Trent 
and Pozen the inhabitants, in all the Villages, 
fpeak Italian 5 but beyond this Town, on the 
road towards Injprng, a Traveller {hall hear no- 
thing but pure High Dutch. This City was an- 
ciently fubject to the Bifhops of Trent , but was 
taken from them by the Emperor Meinhard II.

Bavarians have two forts of Beer 5 the one white 
and very ftrong, the other pitifully fmall and of 
a brown colour. The former ( known ufually 
by the name of Kelheimer Bier, from the Town 
of Kelbeim upon Altmuhl where 'tis moil com- 
monly brew'd ) is a Liquor of that good repute 
that 'tis ufually exported as far as Vienna, being 
only made and fold by the Electors menial Ser- 
I vants 5 but the other is, by pcrmiftion, brew'd 
jby the Citizens and Country Ruftics for their 
! own ufe. The BiOiop of Paffau has of late years 
follow'd the Elector in this laft piece of tyranny 5 
and thereby considerably advane'd the incomes 
of his Diocefs. 

Under thefe fevere circumftances the poor 
I Pefants of Bavaria might ftarve, were it not that 
j their vaft Herds of Swine ( which are fatted in 
the "Woods with Acorns and Crabs ) bring them 
I in a confiderable gain. They have alfo great 
I i numbers of Bears, wild Boars, and other kinds 
I of Venifon in their Forefts 5 which ( tho ftrictly 
; forbidden to be hunted or Idll'd without the j 
I Elector's fpecial CommilTion ) often furnilh out 
j a poor Bore s Table, when his Herd of Hogs 
is hardly fufficient to purchafe Salt for his Fa- 
mily. Their Deer are generally of an extraor- 
dinary bulk and ftature $ fo that they hardly 
j reckon it a wonder, what fomc of their Hifto- 
j rians have reported as fuch, that in the year 15^2 
I there was a Hart caught in Bavaria , which 
; wcigh'd £25 pounds. j

But then the fame 
reafons engage him to beware of foregoing his 
Intereft in the French King 5 who alone is able 
to plead his Caufe, fhould the Emperor call him 
to account. Antiently the Houfe of Bavaria. 
was m firm League and Alliance with the Mar- 
quifes of Brandenburg and Dukes of Brunfwic 5 
but the Reformation firft bred Jealoufies, and the 
continuance of different opinions in matters of 
Religion widen'd the breach beyond all proba- 
bility of a reparation 5 and now its greateft con- 
fidence feems repos'd in the Dukes of Newburg.

Nay, this Dif- 
iention betwixt the two Princes is now grown 
up into a National Quarrel 5 which, 'tis to be 
fear d, will hardly be ended but with the ex- 
tinction of one of thefe Electoral Families. The 
City of Regensburg is a great eye- fore to the Elector 
of Bavaria, efpecially fince it pretends to a Re- 
gality in the Dancw? even within the precincts 
of his Territories. Hence all occafions and op- 
portunities are warch'd of picking a Quarrel - 
fince, without juft pretentions, 'twould be highly 
Criminal to attack an Imperial Citv.

! Fruxinium, ot Fruxinia ( all which names we find 
I ftill given it by Latin Authors ), which was ea- 
fily corrupted into its modern name. And fome 
Antiquaries have inform'd us, that the neigh- 
bouring Hill ( whereon now ftands St. Stephens 
Monaftery) was anciently call'd Tetmos, Tetmons, 
or Teutonifmo?2s-> from a famous Altar ( as isfup- 
pos'd ) whereon the inhabitants of this part of 
the Country us'd to facrifice to their great God 
TeuU Tho others think, that the true Etymo- 
logy of the word is Theodonis-mons 5 from fome 
of the Bavarian Prixiccs of that name. They 
further add, that King Pepi?i {Charles the Great's 
Father) kept his Court for fome years at aCaftle 
on the top of this tlai 5 which, for many Gene- 
rations before his coining hither, had been the 
Palace of other Kings and Princes. This ftory 
they confirm by certain Villages in the neigh- 
bourhood which to this day retain that Prince s 
memory in their names 3 as Piping, Pipinshaufen, 

Pipwfriedt, <3rc. 

The Town ( and efpecially the Bifhop's Palace 
with its Dependances ) is pleafantly fituated on 
the high Bank of the River Mofach, not far from 
its entrance into the Ifer$ whence you have fo 
good a. profpect of fair Fields, Park. 1 ?, <*rc. that 
Otto Frifingenfis ( of whom more hereafter ) has 
thought fit to name it Specula Venatorum. 

The Chriftian Religion is {aid to have been 
firft planted here about the year of Chrift 44.4, 
at which time, they fay, there was a Church or 
Chappel Dedicated to the Virgin Mary in the 
j place where now ftands the Cathedral. After- 
| wards, about the year 7 1 Pope Gregory IL fent 
hither one Corbinianus a Frenchman, (whom he 
made the tint Biihop of thisDiocefs) to confirm 
the newly converted Christians. This Prelate 
was follow'd by an uninterrupted Succeffion of 
Biftiops till the deft ruction of almoft the whole 
Town, in the year 1632, by the King of Swe- 
den's Forces. In the year 163.? Epifcopal Juris- 
diction was again reftor'd to this See 3 which is 
of late days commonly enjoy'd by fome Prince 
jof the Bavarian Line 5 who is bound to own 
jthe Archbifhop of Saltz.burg for his Metropoli- 
tan. 

Amongfl all the Bilhops of freyfing, none ever 
more advane'd the glory of the See then Otto 
the Firft, Son to Leopold Marquife of Auftria$ 
who from an obfeure Ciftertian Monaftery ( to 
which he had at firft condemn d himfelf ) was 
advane'd to be Abbot of Morebandt, and thence 
tranflated to this Bilhopric He prevail 'd with 
(his two Brothers ( Henry Duke of Bavaria and 
\Auflria, and Conrad Archbiftiop of Saltzburg) to 
laftift him with moneys towards the firft roun- 
ation and perfecting of the large Monaftery 
f Nevpftift near Freyfing 3 which ( with feveral 
thers of lefs note in this Diocefs ; was begun 
and completed whilft he held the See. He 
attended the Emperor Conradll. thro S yr ia,Grecia, 
and Pale (line, in his Expedition againft the Sara- 
fens in the Holy Lands and not long after his 
jreturn ( having held the Bifliopric of Freyfing 
[near twenty years ) dyed at Morebandt A-V. 1 1 58. 
-lis memory is ftill, and will be for ever, pre- 
erv'd in that accurate and learn d Work of his 

itituled , Ottonis Frifingenfis Cbronologia 3 con- 

ining a judicious Chronological Account of the 
pioft memorable Revolutions of all Empires and 
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Kingdoms of the world, from the Creation down 
to his own days. A Work which befpeaks its 
Author a man of greater Learning then could 
well be expected either from the Age he liv'd 
in, or in the midft of fo many Affairs (of a 
quite different nature ) wherein we find the 
reateft part of his time beftow'd. 
Another Prelate of this See (nam'd Waldo ot 
j Valdo ) is famous for taking care to have the 
j four Evangelifts tranflated into old Francic Rithms 
for the ufe of the common people in his Dio- 
cefs. B. Rbenamis ( having occafion to confult 
St. Corbinian's Library in this Town, when em- 
ploy 'd in his Commentary on Livy ) met acci- 
dentally with a Copy of this Tranflation, enti- 
tuled Liber Eva?igelioru?7i in Theodifcam Linguam 
verfus 3 and concluding with Waldo me fieri juffn. 
Sigefridus Presbyter fcripfi. This Waldo is rec- 
koned the ninth in the Catalogue of the Bifhops 
of this See 3 and is faid to have enter'd upon the 
Bifhopric about the 883. Rhenatus tells us the 
Book began thus:

From which Iaft line he endeavours to prove 
( with what force of argument let the Reader 
judg ) that the French Nation which fetled them- 
ielves on the Weftern fide of the Rhine , and 
gave the firft original to the now formidable 
Kingdom of France, was a true branch of the 
German 5 and that their Tongue was anciently 
High Dutch. 

III. Ingolstadt (by moft Geographers, 
but very falfely, faid to be feated in the Lower 
Bavaria ) by fome Latin Writers, miftaking the 
true Etymology of the word, is render 'd Aurea- 
turn 5 but by Munfter, Schopper, Drefer, Romanus* 
and others, 'tis call'd Engelftadt. Our learned 
Antiquary, Mv.Cambden, gives us the true origi- 
nal of the word, when ( fpeaking of the Angli 
that came into Brittain ) he tells us, Horum Anglo- 
rum pars 72 on null a in interiores Germanias traSius 
profeSli, Longobardis <& Suevis permixti, in Italiam 
penetrarunt isr fui nominis veftigia in Engelheim 
Caroli Magni P atria, Ingolltadio, Engl burg, 
Englrute Germaniaz, isr Angleria Italia?, reliquife 
creduntur. Hence fome Hiftorians have given it 
the name of Anglopolis 3 and there is to this day 
a remarkable place in the City of Ingolftadt, call'd 
Engelhof, and fuppos'd to be fome part of the 
ancient Town. P. Bertius and Cafpar Ens report, 
that before the Emperor Ludomc the Fourth's 
days Ingolftadt was no more then a Village or 
Mannour belonging to the Monaftery of Altaich^ 
and that 'twas by that Emperor firft rais'd into 
a City. P. P/enzner ( in his Reysbuch ) adds fur- 
ther, that this Town was in the year 1 3 1 2 near 
half enlarged 3 that about an hundred years after 
this Duke Ludomc firft Wall'd it round 3 that 
Duke George, furnam'dthefl/V/j, was the Founder 
of the ftrong Cattle which to this day is the i 
Towns chief Defence 3 and laftly, that Duke

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This City, having been formerly the ufual 
feat of the chief Princes of Bavaria, fhews (till a 
great many venerable pieces of Architecture 3 
the remains of the Palaces and Houfes of the 
prime Nobility of Saltz^urg, Brixen, Pafau, Frey- 
fing, Augsburg, Bamberg, and other neighbouring 
places, who ufually attended the Court. The 
Herzpgs-Hoff ( or Duke's Palace ) behind the 
great Church, in the Corn-Market, retains ftill 
its ancient name 5 tho hardly fo much as its ruins 
remain vifiblc. The Elector Palatine had for- 
merly two other fair Palaces in Regensburg (the 
one near SvEmerans Monaftery, to which 'twas 
afterwards fold for a good fum of money 5 and I 
the other by the wooden Bndg which leads to I 
the under Werth in the Vanow ) 5 but he was 
fore d to quit all pretenfions to any Hold in this 
. City, upon his difagreement with the Citizens 

I about the Royalty of the Vanow. Which is a 
Controverfie not hitherto fo well decided, as to 
ceafe in a firm Friendftiip and Alliance 3 but fug- 
gefts continual occafions of frefli quarrels and 
animofities. In one of thefe old fafhion d Houfes 
( over againft the Town-Hall ) is Hill to be feen 
a famous Monument reprefenting the Emperor 
Henry furnam'd Auceps, and a Duel betwixt one 
Zollinger, a Nobleman of this City, and a Turk - 
faid to be fought in the year 9^0. That which 
is moft confiderable in this piece of Antiquity is 
the exa<ft figure of Launces, Armour, and Ha-" 
bit of thofe times. The Saracens real Armour 
was hung up formerly in the Church of the 
Nunnery Nider-Munfter in this Town 5 and chere 
remain'd, above fix hundred years, till ( in the 
year 1542) the Emperor Charles V. beg'd it of 
the Lady Barbara of Aham, the then Abbefs. His 
Helmet is faid to have been made of Caft Brafs 
of twenty pound weight 5 hjs Harnefs was a lone 
Coat, made of an Elephant's Skin, and almoit 
cover d over with thick boffes of Iron naitd upon 
it.

two yards and a half in length, and near five 
inches broad.

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ever true or falfe ) occafion'd a grand difpute and j 
; i quarrel betwixt thele Monks and thofe of St. Den- 
I j nh in France ( both pretending to fhew the true 
i i body of this Saint ) ; which is not to this day 

• I wholly laid afide. Pope Leo the ninth, a Ger- 
! j man born, endeavour'd, but in vain, to put an 
' j end to the controverfie 5 by forbidding the Monks 

; of St. Dennis to dare any longer to impofe upon 
j j Pilgrims , by fhewing the counterfeit body of 
! j their Patron. Amongft the many Reliques here 
; ; fhew'n to Strangers and Travellers (fuch as fome 
i ; of the Virgin Mary's Hair, a piece of the Crown 
' i of Thorns, part of the Crofs, isre. ) they have , 
: three Books of a great andquity and value. The 
! firft of thefe is a Copy of the four Evangelifts 
j | in Latin, written in an old Lombardic character, 
' ; in Golden Letters, by two Brothers of this Mo- 
naftery A. D. 870, adorn'd with Boffes of Pearl, 
I and Clafps of Gold, prefented to the Emperor 
' Charles the Bald ( whofe picture ftands before 
the Book ) and given to this Monaftery by the ! 
Emperor Amolph. The fecond is another Copy 
j ( of greater age, tho not fo richly attir'd as the j 

■ former ) of the Evangclifts 5 written by an Ano- 
\ nymous Bifhop ninety years old (in a delicate and j 
! ancient character ) A. D. 754. The third is a 
' curious Regifter of the Acts and Exploits of 

Attila, the famous King of die Huns. The Abbot I 
of this Monaftery is immediately fubject, in Spi- 

: rituals, to the Pope of Rome$ to whom he yearly 
pays a Tribute, in token of Homage. The Bi- , 

. fhops of Regensburg kept their ufual Refidence j 
here for fome time ; and 'tis laftly remarkable, 
that Apollonius ftudy'd the Greek. Tongue ( of 
which he was fo great a Mailer ) in this Mona- 

; ftery, about the year 6pj. 

■ The flone Bridg crofs the Thonavo, is another 
i thing which well deferves a curious obferva- 

tion. It was begun at the equal charges of 
I Henry X. Duke of Bavaria and the Citizens of 

• Regensburg in the year n 35, and finiflfd in the 
year 115^. It confifts of fifteen large Arches, 

i fupported by fquare Pillars 5 which are defended 
from thc violence of the water, and the great i 
fholes of Ice in the Winter, by lharp three cor- ! 
ner'd Buttrefles. 'Tis 23 foot broad, and one! 
thoufand ninety and one ( or, as fome have rec- j 
kon'd it, four hundred and feventy paces ) in j 
length. On this Bridg ( befides the three fair 



Territories, herefolv'd to build himfelf a Palace; 
; and keep his refidence 5 and therefore endeavour'd I 
! to fortine it as much as by Art ( with the con-! : 
; yenaence of ks fituadon on the banks of the ' 
IJtr) was poffible. Whereupon, favs AventzA 
nus, he gave it the name of Lands-hut, i. e. Terr*\ 
Cziftodiaz, the Defence and Bulwark of hisj 
: Country. Duke Ludcveic, Otho's Son, enlarg'd'i 
; it, and added the Caftle 5 for which reafon fome! \ 
HHtonans have afcnb'd the firft foundation of 

the whole Town to this Prince, about the year ■ 
1204. 

Its Streets are generally well built, having!: 
been anciently crowded with Nobilitv that at- 
tended the Court; and of later davs* inhabited! 
• by the Duke's Officers, and others of good note.- 
St. Martins Church, the chief in the Town, is! 
famous for its Tower 5 thought by fome to beh 
the higher!: in the German Empire. The newj 
Buildings in the Duke's Palace are a neat piece! 
of Architecture, built ( after the Italian mode V 
bv Duke Albert. i ".

IIL Passaw, by Latin Authors Pafavia or! 
Patavia. Whence this great and famous City! 
fhould have its name, is net eafiJy agreed on by: 
Geographers 5 tho the two follow ing opinion's 1 
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carry moft probability along with them. - The 
firft, and moft natural, is that which makes the 
word a compound of two Dutch monofvllables, i 
Pafs znd Aw 5 the former whereof fignifies a 
Ford or Paflage over a River, the latter (in the: 
ancient Teutonic Dialect, as the Iearn'd Fr. Junius 
in his Notes on Willeramus obferves ) is the fame: 
with our Englijh Saxon ea, denoting a Water: 
or River. Which agrees well to the fituation 
of Pafavr h which by three Rivers ( the Danctr* : 
Inn, and ///) is divided into fo many leifer Towns 
or parts of the fame large City. Others fetch ; 
the name from a famous fiege it endur'd againft 
the Hollanders 5 whence ( fays thc Scholiaft on : 
Eugippius) it got the name of Batavis, corrupted i 
afterwards into Battaw, and then into PaJfawA

The City of Patfaw is on all iides fene'd with 
either Rocks or Rivers 3 and for that reafon as 
well fortified by Nature as almoft any other 
City in the Bavarian Territories can be by Art. 
The Magiftracy of the Town are fubject co the 
Biihop 5 by whofe ComtmfHon they act , and 
to whom they pay the feme Obedience which 
Landshut and' other Bavarian Cities do to the 
Elector. The Cathedral ( dedicated to SzStepben 
the Protomartyr ) was built by Pleilrudis , or 
Plutard, Daughter to Grimoaldus Duke of Gam- 
in ( who kept his Court at Paf- 
r av ) and Wife to fipin Heriftal, a French Count 
Palatine. It was afterwards much cnlarg'd and 
beautified by Biihop Urban von Trenbacb ( the fur- 
name of a very ancient and noble Family in Ba- 
varia, now extinct ) ; and is at this day a neat 
and ftately Fabric, adorn d with a great many 
fair Tombs and Monuments. This City is fa- 
mous for the Treaty of Peace concluded here 
betwixt the Emperor Charles the fifth and Dokc 
Mauri ce Elector of Saxony, in the year 1552. 

The Bifhopric of Pajfavp is bounded with Ba- 
varia, the ArchbiPnopnc of Saltzburg, the Upper 
Auftria, and Bohemia. The City of Mautem in 
Auftria? with the Market-Towns of Ebersperg 
upon the Travpn and Ambftetten, are parts of this 
Diocefs 5 as are alfo feveral large Mannours and 
Lordfaips in the Dukedom of Bavaria. Of. Scha- 
dtem ( in his continuation of Sleidans Com- 
mentaries ) tells us, that the yearly income of 
this Bifhopric amounts to 80000 Crowns. This 
See was firft founded at Ens in the Upper Auftria 
( call'd formerly Lauriacum or Lorch, as we may 
have occafion to acquaint the Reader hereafter ) 5 
but was thence tranflated to Paffaw, upon the 
deftruction of Lorch by the Huns about the year 
735. The Diocefs has commonly of late years 
been govern'd by fome Prince, or other of the 

lAuftrian Family. 

IV. Mospurg, a Town and County betwixt 

Landshut and Freyfing, fituate near the conflux 
lof the Rivers Ifar and Amber. Aventinus tells us, 
that this City next to Regensburg is the oldeft in 
Bavaria 3 but Brunner has at large confuted that 
opinion. Otto Frifingenfis calls it Mofenburga, and 
commends it for a fair and pleafant place 5 which 
is a character 'twill full bear. It was firft annex'd 
( fays Andreas Ratifponenfis in his Bavarian Chro- 
nicle ) to the Dukedom of Bavaria by Duke 
Ludowic 3 having before that time been govern'd 
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„ y Counts of its own. There is to this day kept 
here an High Court of Judicature ( very much 
refembling our County-Courts in England ) 5 to 
which the inhabitants of twenty-eight Towns of 
good rank, befides a great many fmall Villages, 
have rccourfe for Juftice. 

V. The two great and famous Monafteries 
of the Upper and Lower Altaicb 3 featcd, at 
about five German miles diftance from each other, 
on the banks of the Danovo. They have their 
names ( in Latin Authors Altaha, Altachum, or 
Altaichum ) from two great old Oaks, von Zweyen 
fehr Alten und wunder grojjen Ekhbaumen? under 
which the ancient Druids or Heathcnifh Priefts 
of Germany us'd to facrificc to their Idols. In 
which places the Bavarians, as fbon as converted 
to Chriftianity, built Churches 5 which were after- 
wards advanced into Monafteries. The Lower 
Altaich was built, at the rcqueft of St. Pirminiws 
Biftiop of Metz, by Vtel Duke of Bavaria about 
the year 741 5 about two years after he had fi- 
nifti'd the Upper. Of the Abbots of the former, 
with an account of their ancient precedency 
amongft the Bavarian Clergy, there is publifh'd 
a particular Chronicle 5 which Brunner (Annal. 

Boicorum Part 2. pag.6%8 805) calls Chronicon 

optima notee <& fidei. The Counts of Pogen were 
formerly protectors of both thefc Monafteries,and 
for that reafon were at the charges of rebuilding 
the Upper Altach-, when deftroy'd by the Hunns 
in the year 11023 but now they are immedi- 
ately fubject to the Elector, who difpofes of the 
Government and Revenues of both as he fees 
occafion. 

Places of lefs note then thefe already defcrib'd. 
are, 1. Thonawftauff, featcd (as the name inti- 
mates ) upon the Danovp, about one German mile 
from Regensburg 5 to the Bifhops whereof it an- 
ciently bclong'd, but is now w- holly at the Ele- 
ctor's fcrvice. 2. Abach, a fair Market-Town 
on the Danow, about two Germa?i miles above 
Regensburg, famous for the birth of the Emperor 
Henry II. There have formerly been digg'd up 
in and about this Town feveral pieces of Roman 
Money and other Antiquities 3 and the place is 
{till notable for a good and wholefom Bath, 
which ( being Artificially heated) is a ready cure 
for Ivlelancholy, Apoplexies, Dropfies, is'c. 3. Kel- 
heim, about a German mile from Abach 3 famous 
for the Kelheimer Beer before mention'd. 4. Er- 
ding or Aerding. 5. Dingelftng. 6. Dec^endorf. 7. 
Vilshofen ( which has its name from the River 
Vils, on the mouth whereof 'tis feated ) 3 both 

on the banks of the Vanow. 
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Comes Palatinus and 
Palatinatus we have 
already given the 
Reader an account 
in the foregoing 
Volume 3 treating 
of the German No- 
bility and the Pala- 
tinate of the Rhine. 

To wh.'ch we (hall now only add, that Cluve- 
rius is of opinion, that what the modern Ger- 
mans call Paltz^ or Pfaltz., was by their An- 
cefcors term'd Palantz, or Palans. Whicn opi- 
nion is verv much countcnanc d by ( the German 
Chaucer ) Otfrid 3 who in his old Translation of 
the Gofpels, fpcaking of Pontius Pilats Hall, or 
Court of Judicature, fays :

Now, in all probability, the word Palantz or 
Palinz ( as Otfrid bom wavs writes it ) was an- 
tientlv the ordinary appellative given to any 
Court of Judicature in the whole Empire; fo 
that 'twill be no great wonder to read ( what 
we do in the Sachfenfpiegel 3 of which in the 
Chapter treating of the Laws of the Empire 
that cverv particular Province had formerly its 
Palatinate or Pfalngrafschajft ■ and that 111 the 
finale Dukedom ot Saxony there were no lets 
thcTn five Pfaltzgraven, or Counts Pa acme, at the 
fame time. And this gives a great light to Ber- 
tius's ftorv of thirty-four Counts Palatine met 
t^ether at a Tilting in Zurich 3 which would 
otherwife fcem a little harfh and incredible. Hence 
ft come to pafs, that Hiftorians are at a great 
ofs To makeout the true ^nealogies ; of thefe 
Counts 3 becaufe in former days their Title and 
Office Verc not Hereditary nor continued in a 



peror as his own good pleafure and the merits 
of fome of his more eminent Nobility fhculd 
direct him. However, in procefs of time, the 
Title of Palatine was appropriated to the two 
Houfes of the Upper and Lower Palatinate 3 
which have now branch'd themfelves into a 
great many lefler Families ( as thofe of Newburg, 
Sultzbach, tec.) who ail Llilc themfelves Councs 
Palatine of the Rhine. 

Die Oberpfaltz^, ot Upper Palatinate, is known 
by the modern name of Nortgow, Ncrtgovia, or 
Nortgcia 3 fignitying a Country on the North 
parts ( as indeed this is the outmoft Boundary 
that way ) of the Bavarian Dukedom. It is 
bounded on the Eart with the Kingdom of Bo- 
hemia 3 on the North wich Fcitla?:dia 5 _ on the ! 
Weft with Schrraben and fome part of Franco- \ 

nia 3 and on the South feparated trom the Upper j 
and Lower Bavaria by the Da?zors?. Its length, 
from the edge of Bohemia to Haimburg, is faidl : : 
to be about eighty Engiijh miles 5 and its bredth,' : 
from Feichtelherg on the coaits of Vcitland, to] I 

the Danorp, feventy. \ \ 

Tiie Country is fomething rocky and rough,! \ 
but pleafant enough to the eye. They have aj 
tolerable plenty of Wine, but of a harih and); 
unpieafant taft 3 and in fome places grow rairj ; 
crops of Corn and ftore of Grafs. But thejj 
greatcft riches of the inhabitants proceed from i 
their Mines of S lver, Copper, and other Met- j 
tals3 and efpecially Iron, winch is hence carried ; 
in gTeat quantities into the neighbouring Cities I 
and Towns of Trade. At Freyung, in this Coun- j 
trv there were found two remarkable forts of j 
Lead -Ore in the rear 1664, and fent over ( with j 
fome more fpecimina ot other Mettals and Mi- ! 
nerals of thofe parts ) to our Royal Society, j 
One of thefe is a kind of Cryftalhne Itcne, an 
almoft all good Lead 5 the other not fo rich, an 
more farinaceous : but both of moft fingula 
ufe for Eflays upon the Coppel. Thefe two wen 
not it feems, met with in the Mines under groundj 
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but in heaps of Metallic Earth, which for many 
years ( during the Civil Wars of Germany ) had 
Iain neglected. So that thence there could not 
be had fuch quantities of this Ore as at fir ft 
•were expected 5 nor have I heard of any the like 
difcovery fince. 

On the South- Weft corner of this Province 
there are two fmall Rivers, Altmuhl and Rednitz^ 
the former whereof empties it felf into the Da- 
now, and the latter into the Main, and fo at laft 
into the Rhine. Betwixt the heads of thefe two, 
not fat diftant, Charles the Great began a Chan- 
nel intending thereby to make a pafTage out of 
the Vanorv into the Rhine. In this work he em- 
ploy 'd fome thoufands of men 5 who, upon the 
| falling of exceflive (howers, and the appearance 
of certain ftrange Speclra which affrighted them, 
j were fore'd to defift. Some parts of the intended 
I Water-courfe are ftill to be feen near Weifenburg, 
I which ftands not far from the head of the Rad- 
! nitzs 

Ludorvic the Emperor and Duke of Bavaria, 
upon the partition of the Dukedom betwixt him 
and his elder Brother Rodolph, relinquifb'd this 
Province for ever to the Houfe of the Lower 
Palatinate. But Rudolph having forfeited all his 
Territories by oppofing the Election of his Bro- 
ther and fiding with Frederic III. was fbre'd to 
quit his hold, and end his days in mifery and 
exile. However, 'twas afterwards generoufly 
beftow'd on and confirm'd to his Sons by the 
Decree of Pavia, in the year 132^. Of which, 
with a refblution of fbme controverfies between 
the two Families concerning the Title to this 
I Province, we have already given the Reader an 
I account in the Catalogue of the Bavarian Dukes 5 
j where alfo, in the ftory of Duke Maximilian, he 
may fee how the Upper Palatinate was recover'd 
to the Houfe of Bavaria. Tho it has not been 
fo peaceably enjoy'd by the Elector fince that 
recovery, but that (befides the pretentions of 
the Count Palatine of the Rhine ) both the Landt- 
j grave of Luchtenburg and the City of Nuremberg 
;have laid claim to the Country, 
j The Manners, Religion, tec. of the prefent 
|Inhabitants of the Upper Palatinate are much 
■what the fame with thofe of the Upper and 
ILower Bavarians 5 and therefore I lhall not trouble 



the Houfe of Bavaria. The great ornaments 
of the Town at this day are the Caftle and Ar- 
mory j both curious ftructures. 

The greateft Trade of the Citizens arifes from 
the Iron Works in the neighbouring Hills 5 
which employ a vaft number of Miners under 
ground, and Smiths in the City. The Iron is 
here hammer'd out into Bars, and afterwards 
made into all forts of Utenfils 5 which are hence 
conveigh'd in great quantities down the Nab, 
and vended in the neighbouring Cities ; efpe- 
cially at Regensburg. 

II. Sultzbach, feted on the top of an Hill 
not far from the banks of the Vils 5 whence you 
have a tolerable good profpect of a Woody 
Country. It was formerly govern'd by Earls 
of its own 5 the firft whereof ( Count Gebhard) 
is faid to have founded it. Erne ft Count of 
Sultzbach ( who liv'd in the days of the Empe- 
ror Henry the third ) was fo confiderable a Prince, 
that his two Daughters were married to two Em- 
perors 5 Gerthrude to Conrad the third, and Bertha 
to Emanuel Emperor of Conftantinople* The laft 
Earl of this place was Gebhard, the fifth of that 
name 3 who, in the reign of the Emperor Frideric 
the fecond, dyed of the Plague at Rome. Where- 
upon, and the failure of the IlTue male of this 
Houfe, the County of Sultzbach fell into the 
hands of the Dukes of Bavaria, and (bon after 
to the Dukes of Newburg 5 a branch of which 
Family ftill keep their Refidence in this City, 
ftiiing themfclves Counts Palatine of the Rhine, 
Dukes of Newburg, Bavaria, Gzdickji Cleves, isre. 
\ The Country round Sultzbach is fo ftony and 
j dry that the inhabitants have no water but 
j what one fmall K-ivulet affords them 5 out of 
j which they brew a ftrong and palatable Beer, 
which well fupplies the defect of Wine. The 
Dukes Palace and the Church ( for there is only 
one in the whole City ) are fair ftructures 5 and 
] indeed the Houfes are generally well built, and 
the Streets ftrait and uniform ; faving only that 
the late Civil Wars ( wherein fometime the Swede 
j and fometimes the Bavarian was Mafter of this 
Town ) have left fome ruins hardly yet repair'd. 
Sultzbach is one German mile from Amberg, feven 
from Numberg, and nine from Regensburg. 

III. Cham, upon the Rivers Champ and Regen, 
was anciently govern'd by a Marquife ot its 
j own 5 who was the Emperor's Lord Prefident 
of the Marches on the South of Bavaria and on 
the coafts of the Kingdom of Bohemia. Some 
fay 'twas once a part of Voitland , but cut off 
, from that Province by the Earls of Vochburg ( a 
j fmall Market-Town upon the Danovp, about two 
j German miles below Ingolftadt, but formerly a 
j large City ), who were defcended from Bert bold

! Andr Brunnerus ( a diligent enquirer into the

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IV. VV aldsassen, a rair ana rich MonaltU, 
of Ciftertian Monks, about a German mile from 
^gerj founded about the year 1131, fome lay 
fooner.

The many Roman Antiquities found in 
and about this City ( efpecially at Fenni?igen, a \ 
neighbouring Village ) are undeniable arguments j 
of this place's having been anciently a Roman j 
Colony 5 or at Ieaft of its being inhabited by | 
fome of their fcatter'd Troops. Of thefe Mo- 
numents Marcus Welferus ( in his Treatife De 
Rebus Auguft. Vindelic. ) has given us a large I 
Collection. Laugingen was formerly fubject to 
the Dukes of Schwaben $ but by Cottradine, the 
laft Duke of^that Country, made over to the 
Princes of Bavaria, who in the year 1505 an- 
nex'd it to the Palatinate. 

AJbertus Magnus was born, of an ancient and 
noble Family, in this Town $ whole memory 
is ftili very precious and highly honour'd by j 
the Citizens here. In his days a flout Shomaker j 
of Laugingen got the Town no fmall repute by 
the conquefl of a favage Hungarian Giant, whom 



lie flew in combat; whereupon the Emperor 
Otto the Firft ( be/ides many other favours ) 
gave the City for their Arms a Moors Head 
Crown'd, with a Golden Chain about his Neck, 
which it ftill bears. 

The Town is regularly fortified and well 
built j the Bridg crofs the Danotr, the Caftle and 
great Church are its chief Ornaments.

And indeed the nature of the Soil in this 
County well anfwers its name 5 it being every 
where plentifully water'd with Brooks and Ri- 
vulets, and almoft environ'd with three of the 
moft considerable Rivers in the Empire, i.e. the 
Rhine, which feparates it from the Palatinate on 
the Weft 3 the Neccar, which bounds it on the 
South 5 and the Mayn-> which divides it from the 
County of Hanow on the North. Hence the 
whole County abounds with fruitful Valleys, rich 
Meadows, and ftore of all forts of Grain and 
Fruit, befides plenty of good Wine 5 all which 
commodities are eafily vended either at Meydelberg\ 
on the Neccar, Francfurt on the Mayn, or Wormbs\ 
on the Rhine.

Pa/at. ) men- 
tions an old Infcription at Heppenheim, which 
aflerts that all the foremention'd Towns were 
built by the Romans under the Emperors Probus^ \ 
Gratianus, and V alentinianns 3 and it further adds i ! 
that thefe and many other neighbouring places 
had their names from the Roman Generals and 
Captains, fuch as Ncevius, Dojfenus, Siricius, Vini- 
dius, Heppius, Bafinus, Sejus, Gernicius 7 Bibitlus, i°rc* 
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Cities or Towns of Note in this and the neighbour- 
ing Provinces 3 omitted in the Defcription of 

Franconia. 




RPACH, is a Town of no great 
Trade confidering the conveni- 
ence of its £ituation5 but pro- 
bably the vicinity of Michelftadt 
and Furftenaw ( at the latter 
whereof, about two Englijh miles 
from Erpach, the fecond branch of the Family 
of Erpach is ufually refident ) may take off fome- 
what of its Traffick. Herm. Latherus tells a plea- 
fant ftory of a cuftom in this and the neigh- 
bouring Towns, of confifcating the Goods of 
any man who dyes above five and twenty years 
of Age having never earncftly attempted to 
Marry. 

II. Darmstadt, the Seat and Inheritance of 
the younger Houfe of the Landtgraves of Hef- 
\fen ; of which Family we (hall have occafion to 
fpeak at large hereafter. 'Tis a neat and well 
built City 5 feated on a Plain not far from the 
banks of the Rhine. Inthej'ear 1622, Ludowic 
Landgrave of Hejfen-Darmftadt was taken prifoner 
by Count Mansfeld, and his whole Country 
cxpos'd to fpoil and rapine 5 becaufe ( amongft 
many other ill offices ) he was the chief per- 
fwader of the Princes of the Union to disband 
their Forces, mufter'd for the defence of them- 
felves : and the Emperor. In this fudden furprize, 
the Landgrave's Palace was wholly demolifh'ds 
but it has fince been rebuilt, the Fortifications 
epair'd , the Galleries and entertaining Rooms 
painted and hung with very rich Tapeftry, isre. 
n a much more magnificent and pompous 
anner then before. 

III. Aschaffenburg upon the Mayn $ calfd 
y Drejferus Afciburgium. This fmall City was 
ncompafs'd with Ditches and Walls, and for- 
tified with a fair Caftle, by Adalbert Duke of 
orrain and the twenty-feventh Archbifhop of 
fentz^, whody'd in the year 11 37. Thefitua- 
on of the Palace or Caftle ( which ftands upon 
a higher riling then any part of the Town) 
fielps you to a full and plealant profpect. of all 
this part of the Country. Coming down from 
he Tower you are Jed thorow a vaft number 
f fpatious rooms, and at the bottom brought 
into a Wine-Cellar which goes round the Caftle. 



This is the ufual Winter Refidence of the Elector 
of Mentz^j and thought to be the ftrongeft Fort 
he has in his Dominions. And yet it gave but 
fmall proof of any fuch great ftrength in the 
year 16 % 1, wherein 'twas taken by the King of 
I Sweden without the lofs of a drop of Blood. 

IV. Geraw, Geroa, or Geravia, a fmall City 
not far from Darmftadt, built about the year 
1300, which gives name to a fmall Province or 
Wapentake, calPd from hence Das Geraver Land- 
lein. The inhabitants of this Town make great 
quantities of Wine 5 which is yearly carried off 
at five great Fairs, whereof two are held (in 
Summer) in the Fields near Geraw, and the other 
three ( in Winter ) in the City. 

V. Hanaw, a fair City on the Mayn, about 
two German miles from Franc furt 3 which gives 
a Title to a Prince or Count of the Empire as 
well as Erpach. 'Tis hard to fay, whether the 
lovely fituation of this Town or the magnificence 
of its Buildings be more admirable. The old 

[Town was firft WalFd in by Count Philip in 
the year 1528, to which the Belgic Merchants, 
who flock'd hither to furni(h themfelves with 
Wines and die other Commodities of the Coun- 
try, in a fhort time added the New Town, as 
regular and uniform a piece as mod of its Sig- 
nets in the Empire. The Swedifh General Hubald 
took Hanaw by a ftratagem, after he had for a 
long time befieg'd it in vain, in the year 1^31. 
Afterwards it was befieg'd by the Emperor's 
Forces 3 who, ha.vin^ lain almoft a whole year 
before it, were at laft fore'd to raife the liege 
and make a fhameful retreat. 'Twas a third 
time block'd up by William Landtgrave of Hejfen 
in June A, D. 1636 5 but fo bravely defended by 
the valiant and expert Swedifh General Ramfay, 
who bravely manag'd a fmafl Garrifon for fomc 
years againft the greateft part of the Imperial 
Forces, that it came not into the hands of the 

Germans before February A.J). 1^58 5 and then 
'twas treacheroufly bctray'd to the Officers of 
I the befiegers, who took Ramfay Prifoner, and 
committed him to clofe cuftody at Dillenberg, 
|reftoring the City to its own Prince. 

The Counts of Hanaw are divided into two 
diftincl: Lines or Families 3 whereof the one has 
the Title of Hanaw- Muntzen berg (from Muntzen- 
berg near Franc furt, the place of their ancient 
Refidence, -»vhich is now remov'd to Hanaw ) 
and the other from Hanaw- Leichtenberg, from 
their Seat near Strasburg. 
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is by all ancient Geo- I 
aphers ( and fome I 
modern ones) reckon'd j 
the Metropolis of the 
Upper Palatinate 3 but 
is not indeed any part 
of that County, as ha- 
ving been made aMem- 
ber of the Circle of, 
Franconia by the Emperor Maximilian, in regard 1 
that moft of its Lands and Eftates lye in that 
Country. 

That this City is exceeding ancient is beyond j 
all queftion 3 but whether it be the fame with j 
Ptolomys Segodununi ( as Reufner endeavours to ! 
prove ) fcems very difputable and hardly made j 
out. Some Hiftorians report, that 'twas for- 
merly nam'd Nahrungsberg , others fay Norses- 
berg, and a third fort alledg the teftimony of 
Antiquity for writing it Nuremberg, which comes 
nearcft to the modern name. Crnfius will have : 
the beft Orthography of the word to be 
Neroberg or Nerowerc\, i. e. the Work of Nero 5 
whom he makes to be Drufus Nero, Brother to 
the Emperor Tiberius. In the year 1 5^3 there 
was publifti'd at Numberg a Book pretending to 
give an accurate account of the ancient and 
modern ftate of that City 3 wherein the Author 
afTerts pofirively, that the old Tower in the Caftle 
here was founded by the Emperor Tiberius Nero, \ 
juft twelve years before the birth of our Savi- ■ 
our 3 when fent on an Expedition againft the 
King of Thuringen by the Emperor Auguftus. But i 
this fancv ( tho it once feem'd fo credible to ! 
Bertius as to procure his aflcnt) is now exploded 5 j 
and all fobcr Geographers agree, that this Town j 
had its name from the Norici, the ancient inha- j 
bitants of thefc parts* ] 
Thefe Norici firft inhabited that part of Ger- j 
many which is now divided into Aujhia, Styria^\ 
Carinthia, and the Bi(hopric of Saitzburg 3 but j 
were driven out of thofe Scats by the Huns* who \ 



overran all the belt and wealthielt Provinces near 
them. Whereupon they fled into the Hercy- 
nian Foreft 3 and having here met with a piece 
of ground, on the banks of the two Rivers- 
Pegnitz^ and Rednit^ capable of improvement, 
and out of the reach of their perfecutors the 
Huns, they refolv'd to fettle themfelves once '. 
more. Here therefore they rhrew down their 
Anvils and Hammers ( being moft of them ; 
Smiths, and notably skilTd in the Art of Refining 
of Iron and other Metals ) 5 and for their further 
fecurity, chcy foon after built a Caftle on the 
top of an adjoining Hill 5 intending thercbv both 
to difcover their Enemies at fomc diflance, and 
likewifo to put themfelves in a better pofturc 
of defence , if they fhould chance to be attack'd. ! 
So that molt of the principal men among them ; 
began to creep as near this Bulwark of their 
Country as they could, and to build Tents and 
Cottages under its fheltcr 5 which lay the 6r(t 
foundations of this vaft and populous City.; 
Alultitudes of inhabitants being thus by degrees 
drawn together, we may cafily imagine "they" 
would generally contribute towards the im- 
provement of thefe rude draughts of a Fort 5 
whereon depended die univerfal fafety in cafc ; 
of any aflault. Accordingly we find in ancient 
Records ( written about the time of Charles the 
Great's coming into thefe parts) mention mader 
of Caftrum Noricum 5 as a Fortrcls which gave the 
grcatcft check to the (till then) uninterrupted pro-: 
grefs of that Emperors Victories. After his days! 
'twas a notable receptacle of profefs'd Robbcrsj 
who itrangcly inferred aU the neighbouring Pro-J 
vinccs, and hVd upon pillage 5 which occafion'dl 
the fiege and almoft utter deftruction , morcj 
then once, of this Caftle by the Forces of the] 
Emperors Conrad and Henry. But yet dicfc mc-i 
thods did not prove fo fuccefsful as wholly tdi 
reclaim the Norimbergers,too much accuftomM t< 
thefe practices to quit them upon the Emperor* 
difpleafure 5 and therefore 'twas ncceflarv r 
take other meafurcs. The moft effectual 
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whollv to fupprefs thefe outrages were at laft 
I thought to be the placing of a ftrong Garrifon 
! in theCaflle ; who, being pofTefs'd of their chief 
I Fort, might be a conftant and lading tetror 
I to the forward Aggreffors of any Villany for 
the future. Thefe Forces were commanded by 
a Burggrave, or Governor of the City 5 who, 
upon the flrft information of any Robbery com- 
mitted , was immediately to fally out with his 
Guards and endeavour the feizure of the Delin- 
1 1 quent. This Edict of the Emperor gave occa- 
f fion to the Cuftom ( mil continu'd in the City 
i of Numberg ) of maintaining a Troop of Horfe 
| and two or three Companies of Foot, who re- 
ceive pay out of the public Mock, to fecurc Tra- 
vellers in the Woods and High-ways within the 
Territories and Liberties of this City. 

Thefe were the flrft beginnings of the noble 
City of Numberg ; which may now be call'd the 
, i Glory of the German Empire, and ( confidering 
| j its {ituation at fo great a diitance from the Sea 
or any River of note ) the wonder of Europe for 
Traffic and multitude of Inhabitants. No City 
in the world has a greater number of curious 
Artificers in Steel, Brais, Ivory, Wood, is'c. then 
this 5 nor does any Mart-Town afford fo good 
a peny worth in all forts of Artificial Commodi- 
ties. So that Fabrieius's character of the Town is | 
no Panegyric, when he (ays :

to Nurnberg j fo ilir prizing and extraordinary 
to what he has elfewhere met with, will feem 
the fairnefs of the Streets, uniformity of Build- 
ings, difference of Habit, induftry of the Inha- 
bitants,and neatnels in all things. They have near 
five hundred and fifty Streets and Allyes $ where- 
in moft of the Houfes are of Free-ftone, and 
many of them fix or (even ftorics high. There 
are ten feveral Market-places in the Town 5 
thirteen public Bathes, and a vaft number of 
Conduits and Draw- Wells. Their chief Foun- 
tain was finifli'd within thefe few years 5 being 
adorn'd with a great many Statues in Brafs. 
The Sea-Horfes about it arc very large 5 the 
Sea -Nymphs much bigger then the life 5 and 
Neptune, who Rands on the top, above three 
yards and an half high. Upon the Pegnit^, 
within the Walls, ftand above threefcore Mills 5 
many whereof are Corn-Mills, and fufrTcient to 
grind for the whole Town in cafe of a Siege. 

That threefcore thoufands Inhabitants ( for 
Dreffer could long fince reckon up 52000 Citi- 
zens in Nurnberg ) fhould make up no more then 
two Farifhes, feems ftrange 5 and yet St. SebaltTs 
and St. Lawrence's are the only Mother or Pa- 
rochial Churches in this great City. St. Sebald, 
to whom the chief Church in the Town is dedi- 
cated, is faid to have been defcended of a branch 
of the Blood- Royal of fome of our Englijh-Saxon 
Kings 5 and to have travell'd out of the Iflc of 
Great Brittain , on purpofe to bring over his 
Countrymen in thefe parts to the Chriftian Re- 
ligion. In gratitude to this good man, for his 
extraordinary performances, the Norimbergers 
caus'd his dead Body to be carried in proceflion 
on a Cart drawn by Oxen 5 and in that place 
where the Oxen flrft flood ftill they buried the 
Body, and erected this Church to his Memory. 
The Sextons here pretend to have in their cuftody 
a rare Collection of Reliques and rich Church- 
Ornaments 5 which, they fay, are only fhown 
to Princes and Travellers of an extraordinary 
rank. The Crucifix without the Church is very 
large, and of a black colour ; and fome fancy 
that the Raht-Herrn\ and Magiftrates of the 
Town, have rcpofited a great Treafure in it

or four Doctors or Licentiats in the Civil Law 
to their affiftance ; who are permitted to give 
advice in Court as Af&fTors, but may not pre- 
fume to give a definitive fentenc.c as Commit- 
donated Judges. For by the ancient Munici- 
pal Laws of their Commonwealth, all Civilians 
arc prohibited to fhare in the adminiftration of 
Jufticc 5 and therefore have Salaries appointed 
them upon any emergent occafion which re- 
quires their attendance. 

Thefe are their two ordinary Courts of Judi- 
cature 5 but befides them they have one more 
that takes place in cafes extraordinary.

The chief Nobility and Gentry of the Town | 
confifts of twentv-eight Families 5 out of which; 
are conftantly chofen the fupreme Magiftratesj j 
and Governors of the City. Their Common-, j 
Council , or whole Body of their Magiftracy,, 1 
is made up of Forty-two Members 5 whereof 1 1 
thirteen are Burgomafters , as many Schopffen, 
ufually render d by the Latin word Scabim, and 
of the fame nature with our Aldermen 5 the 
other fixtecn are onlv tcrm'd Vie Alte, the El- 
ders or Sages of the People. One Bureomafter 
and one Alderman have, by turns, the fupe- 
riority and rule over the reft 5 and their couries 
are fo order'd that each Member of thefe two 
Thirteens is Regent for the fpaceof one Lunar 
month yearly.

Its name feems to import no! \ 
more then that it has been many \ 
years inhabited 5 tho it has not long pretended' j 
to the repute of a City any more then it has yet , j 
forgot the name of a Village. But fonac will; i 
have its true name to be Adolphsdorf h fetching! : 
its Etymology from one Adolph , a Count ofl i 
Naff aw, its pretended founder. Irenicus fancies j ( 
that it might poflibly have its name from thej ■ 
Emperour Adolph : who, he faies, was the firftj \ 
that granted this place any pnviledges which; \ 
could render it confiderable. The moft proba- j ; 
ble account we have of it in Hiftory is 5 That \ \ 
'twas anticntly a Mannour of the Upper Pala- \ > 
tinate, and at laft bought of fome of the Counts; ! 
Palatine by the Citizens of Nurnberg : who, be- j ! 
fore their money made them Mafters of it, had j ; 
often vainly endervour d to take it by force. ! j 
One fignal defeat it gave them in the year 1445?, | j 
When they beficged it hotly for fome months, j j 
3 nd burnt down near half of it j but were at ; 
laft forced by Marquife Albert's Souldiers (who' | 
kept the Town) to raife the Siege , and make a j j 
difhonourable Retreat. jj 
In the year 1 578 , the Nurnbergers ( finding ; j 
their own populous and trading Town very in- j 
convenient for the ftudy of Liberal Arts and fci- ! 
ences) founded here an Academia 5 or Narfery ! 
for young Students. This was afterwards ( in 
the year 1^23) advanced into a compleat Uni- 
verfity ^ fave only that the Faculties of Law and 

C c c Pfyfic 
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Thyfic were onlv allowed to be profe&VJ, and no 
provifion made for any public Readers of Divi- 
nitv. But foon after, upon more mature De- 
liberation, 'twas order d that there fiiould be 
ProfelTours of Divinity as well as Arts^ Yet fuch 
as fhould be promoted to their Doctor's Degree, 
if ever they advanc'd fo high , in fome other 
more celebrated Univerfity of the Empire. The 
Emperour Ferdinand the Second , with a great 
deal of Pomp and Ceremony confirmed its pri- 
viledges 5 a large account whereof is given us 
by Limn<tus, in his feventh book de Jure Publico. 
The Univerfity lias got credit enough by the E- 

ducation of Hugo Vonellus, Obertus Gryphanius , j 
Petrus Wefembeczus? Scipio Gentilis, Conradus Rit- 
terjhufius, Matbias Hubnerus? Nicolaus Taurellus? i

merits a Strangers view 3 being well ftock'd with 
plants, to the number of about two thoufand. 
Their Anatomy-Theater is not large : but re- 
markable enough, becaufc the only thing in that 
kind in thcfe parts of the Empire. In this they 
have feveral Skeletons and fome other curiofities 
of good note : and in their Library they ftiow 
you a fair Hortus Eyftetenfis and Toungermans 
collection of Plants by his own hand.

For, we find that the whole Em- j 
pirc of Germany was antiently divided into Oeften- 
ryc£znd Weftenreyck., and thcfe two fubdivided in- 
to a great manv kffer Provinces : tho now the 
former is dwindled into the fmali compafs of this 
Arch-Dukedome, and no marks of the latter left 
but in the name of Weftfhalia. So chat the Latin 
Hiftorians, and others that mention this Coun- 
try, ought inftead of their ordinary wotds Au- 
flria and Aufirafia to write Gjbia and Oftrafia 5 for 
the fame reafons that pcrfwadc them to read 
OJlrogothia and Oftrofrancia, and mat have indu- 
ced the Greek. Authors to name this Countrey

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which they call Hafeubendal or Gallina Corilorum^ ( 
and this they reckon one of their choiceft Deli- j 
cacies. The Danctv, and fome others of their ' 
Rivers, afford them two forts of fifh not known 
in England. The one iscall'd in their Language 
a Scbeiden (Gefner calls it Silurus)$ and is bigger 
then either a Pike or Salmon. The other they 
call Haufons (Jobnfton names them Hufones) 3 and 
thefe are much larger then the former , many 
of them being twenty foot long. This by fome 
is thought to be the fame fort of Fifh which is 
nam'd Antacetus by JElian $ who gives a large 
account of the fifhing for them in the Iftber. It 
is a kind of a cartilaginous fife , full of griftles 5 
and has a hollow nervous chord down the back, 
which being dry'd ferves for a whip. At the 
catching of thefe Haufons the Fifhermen ufually 
blow a trumpet or horn 5 the noifc whereof they 
follow in great fhoals. 

Such ftore, as we have mentioned, of what- 
ever good things the neceffities or Luxury of 
life can call for, creates a more then ordinary 
briskneft in the difpofitions of the Inhabitants of 
this Countrey : who are obferv'd to live at a 
much more jovial rate then any of their neigh- 
bours , and have thence got the Nicknames of 
Pafcbcaler and Flafcbeltrager 5 which we may ren- 
, der Ranters and Flaggoneers. And indeed there

this way. Many years fince a Defcriber of Au- 
ftria could give an account of no lefs then an hun- 
dred diftinct Families of Counts and Barons in 
this Countrey 5 befides an hundred and eighty 
Knights who had votes in the Aflembly of the 
States of that Province.

ujtrian Family defcended in a di- 

rect- line from Julius C<*far 5 whilft others con- 
fidently aftert that it ows its original to one of 
the Roman Scipio's. John Seifrid, Abbot of The- 
tal in Auftria, publifh'd a large Treatife in Folio 
in the year 1^13, wherein he endeavours to per- 
fwade his Reader to believe that the Counts of 
Hapsburg (who were afterwards made Dukes of 
Auftria ) are defcended from the AnicU Prcbi, 0- 
lybri and other Roman families 5 all which as he 
afterwards makes out, came from Troy with M- 
neas into Italy. Aventinus fleers another courier 

imperour Maximilian the Firft's 
Pedigree from Vfj/ris King of Egypt. Moft of the 
antient Hiftorians of credit (as Tritbemius, Man- 
lius, Stabius, Sundeemius , Gerardus de Roo , isrc , ) 
fetch the Family from Sigebert King of France ; 
and this opinion has been advane'd by the 
more modern endeavours of Wolfgangus La- 
Z$us and EHas Reufnerus, two learned Writers. 
But, notwithftanding the Authority of thefe 
mens Arguments, there was an ingenious Book 
printed at Maylund in the year 1605, and (by 
its Author, Francifcus Guillimannus) dedicated to 
the Emperour Rudolph the Second 5 wherein is 
prov'd that the Hapsburgian Family had its ori- 
ginal at Vindonijfa an antient City in Switzerland^ 
and that thence it borrow'd its firft Title of Ho- 
inour. Afterwards, (aies the Author of that 
, piece, the Lords of Vindonijfa were made Counts 
1 of Altenburg-j and laft of all, upon the removeal 
of their feat, Earls of Hapsburg. This Vindonifa 
is mention'd by Tacitus 5 and we find in other Hi- 
ftorians that it endur'd feveral fieges in the days 
of the Emperours Diocletian and Maximilian 9 
and that 'twas contracted into one (ingle Fort 
by Conftantius. Antoninus al(b fpeaks fome thing 
of it: and B. Rbenanus fancies its true Dutch 
name was Windifcb. The foremention'd Guilli- 
man proves plainly that the fame Fort did, upon 
fome alterations, change its name into Alten- 
burg : and that many years after Habsburg was 
built by Rathbod Count of Altenburg, on a piece 

of ground which he had beg'd of his Brother 

Werner Bifhop of Strasburg 5 which was done in 
the year 1027. And this account is exactly fol- 
lowed by Cafpar Dornavius in his Rudolf bus Habs- 
burgicus. 

This Ratdbod was fucceeded by his Son Werner 
the firft : who left the Earldom to his Son Otho, 
Othos Son, Werner the fecond, fucceeded his Fa- 
ther : as Albert did him. This Count left his 
Eltate and Title to his Son Rudolph the Elder - 
who (dying in the year 1232) left behind him' 
£?? rt > Father to the Emperour Rudolph the firft. 
This Rudolph being advanced to the Imperial 
inrone, amongft many other brave actions 
tending to the eternal glory of his Family (where- 
ot we nave a large account given us by Cufpinian, 
Gerard de Roo, Cafpar Dornavius and othersf rais'd

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third in the year 1440. This Emperour, haveing 
rcign'd fifty four years, lefc the Empire to his 
Son Maximilian the firft : whom he procured to 
be elected whilft himfelf liv'd. To Maximilian 
fucceeded Charles V. his grandchild ; and to 
Charles, his Brother Ferdinand the firft: from 
whom are defcended in a right line of males all 
the Emperours that have reign'd ever fince his 
death, and ftill reign happily to this day. 

The prefent Emperour and Arch-Duke of 
Auftria Leopold was born in the year 1638 and 
baptized by the names of Leopoldus-Jgnatius- 
Francifcus-Balthazar-Jofephus-Felicianus His el- 
deft Brother Ferdinand, King of the Romans, 
dyed of die {mail pox in his Father's time : and 
his Brother Carolus-Jofephus, Matter of the Teu- 
tonic Order, dyed in the year 1662. He is a 
vetuous, affable, grave and worthy Prince 5 and 
enjoys happily the love and honour of hisfub- 
jecrs. He (peaks accurately four Languages, 
German, Italian, Spanifh and Latin 5 is a great 
countenancer of Learn'd men 5 and, when the 
more important concerns of State will permit, 
will ufually pafs fome hours at his fludy. He 
has alio good skill in Mufick, and feems much 
delighted in it both at his Palace and the Church; 
which may be one good reafbn why in Vienna 
you (hall meet with more Mufitians then any 
other City in Europe. He is a great Huntfman 
and good Horfeman ; and therefore 'tis no won- 
der to find at his Palace a noble Stable of Horfes 
procured from all parts, Turkifh, Tartarian, Polo- 

man, Tranfylvanian, Saxon, Bohemian, Hungarian? 

isre. He is fanci'd to carry in his face the line- 
aments of four of his PredecefTours 5 that is, of 
Rudolph the firft, of Maximilian the firft, of 
Charles the fifth, and Ferdinand the firft. 'Twas 
a late infolcnt obfervation of a French Author 
of the prefent Emperour of Germany that he is a 

Prince affer bien fait, mais qui a de grojjes leures. 

i. e. That he is a Prince of a tolerable fhape, 
baiteing the bulk of his lips.' Whereas this is 
reckon'd as one of the grand natural advantages 
of the houfe of Aujiria, that they have generally 
long chins and thick Iips 5 which are look'd up- 
on as Phyfiognomical marks ot their Piety, Con- 
ftancy and Integrity. 

Another extraordinary and fignal mercy which 
God and Nature have beftow'd on this Houfe, 
is the Arch-Duke's curing of any Wens or other 
extuberances on the neck or other pares of the 
body 5 by giveing a glafs of cold water, with 
his own hand, to the party difeas'd. They have 
bin alfo known to loofe the tongues of feyeral 
who have not bin able to fpeak plain, with a 
kifs. 

The priviledges which the Auftrian Family 
has receiv'd from the many Emperours that 
have bin of that Houfe arc innumerable. They 
can create Gentlemen, Barons and Counts thro- 
out the whole Empire; and the Emperour him- 
felf cannot take from them the Lands they are 
fiezed on, to give them to another. The Arch- 
Duke is the firft and moft intimate Privy Coun- 
fellour of the Empire ; and his Principality is 
not fubjedt' to contributions. Thefe Princes , 
when they receive the Lands they hold in Fee, 
are in Royal Habit 5 wear an Arch-Duke's Cap 
upon their Head 5 pay nothing for their Inve- 
ftiture 5 and are not fubject to the Juftice of the 
Empire. In Aftemblies and Diets- of the Em- 
pire, they take their place on the right hand of 
the Emperour; after the Electors, but before 
the Ecclefiaftical Princes. If any of them be 
challcng'd to a Duel, he may fend a Champion ; 
tho that priviledge be deny'd his Adverfary. 
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Laftly, not to infift on any more inconfiderablcT 
particulars, if all the Princes of this Houfe ihouldj 
happen to fail, the Eldeft Dauhhter fhall inhe- 
rit all their Eftates ; and, with the Title and Dig- 
nity of Arch-Duke, bring all thefe priviledges j 
to her Husband: j 
Whilft Auftria was a part of the large Duke-; 
dome of Bavaria, as before is hinted, we can- 
not imagine the Princes of this Count rev any 
wayes potent 5 or more confiderable then fome 
of the modern French Marqu ifes. Some fmall 
command they had over a few fhatter'd troops 
and Garrifons5 whom they were commiftiona- 
ted to Mufter and Head in cafe any of the neigh- 
bouring Nations fhould invade thefe outmoft 
and unfrequented Limits of the Bavarian Prince's 
Territories. This was all the power they had. 
Here their Commiflion ended. But fince this 
Marqu ifate had bin chang'd into an Arch-j 
Dukedome, thecafe is alter 'd : the Auftrian Princes 
are now as great and formidable as before they 
were mean and contemptible. For this Houfe 
being firft advane'd in power and greatnefs by 
the acquifition of the Countries of Carinthia , 
Styria, Tyrol and Alfatia, was rais'd to a prodi- 
gious grandeur by the Marriage of Maximilian 

of Auftria with Mary of Burgundy ; who brought 

him in Dowry the Seventeen Provinces of the 
Low- Countries, with the Franche-County. Not 
long after the Auftrian Princes became Lords of] 
a great part of the World : by the Marriage or 
Jane of Spain with Philip the foremcntion'd Max- 
imilians Son. For by the death of her Eldeft 
Sifter the Queen of Portugal, Jane became Hei- 
refs of all that her Father and Mother had in 
Spain ; as alfo of the Kingdomes of Naples, Si- 
cily , Majorca , Minorca, Sardinia and the new 
found World of America. Whereupon, Charles 
the V- feeing he had enough to fatisfy the two 
branches feverally, quitted all that he had in 
Germany to his Brother Ferdinand ( referving no- 
thing thereof to himfelf, but the Title of Auftria) $ 
and gave to his Son all his Brothers Dominions: 
which are fb large, that the Sun never fets upon 
them. Afterwards Philip the fecond, Son to 
Charles the fifth, got poueliion of the King- 
dome of Portugal (partly by right partly byj 
force ) upon the death of the King and Cardi- j 
nal Henry 5 Uncle by the Father's fide to Sebaftian, 
who was unfortunately loft in Africa in the year 
1578. In fhort, this fingle Family has (within 
the fpace of three hundred years) produe'd 
thirteen Emperours, fix Kings of Spain, and a- 
bove forty other Kings, Cardinals, Arch-Dukes 
and Dukes 5 amongit all which, it has- bin ob- 
(erv'd, there was never yet a Tyrant. |i 

The antient Arms of this Family were five j j Arms. 
Larks Or, in a Sky-colour'd Field. But upon the j j 
brave and gallant behaviour of Leopold Mar- j j 
puifsof Auftria atthefiegeof Ptolemais (where 
he is faid to have bin all dy'd in blood, fave 
only his belt which was white ) the Emperour 
gave them a new Coat 5 being a Fejfe Argent in 
a Field Gules, which they bear to this day. 
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A Defcription of the Famous City of Vienna ; the 
Metropolis c/~Auftria and the German Empire. 



O fumm up all the particular De- 
fcriptions which have bin given 
of this antient City, and to trou- 
ble the Reader with every fbol- 
ifh conjecture about the original 
of its name, firft foundation, isre. 
would be a task too tedious and impertinent : 
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fo that I {hall at prefcnt content my felf with 
fome few of the beft remarks that have bin made 
by Larius, M. Merian in his The atrum Europium, 
Cyr. Spangenberg, Mart. Stella, M. Zeiller, P- Lam- 
becius, with fome others of the moft creditable 
German Writers : and for the more modern part, 
rely wholly on the unqueftionable credit and cu- 
rious obfervations of our ingenious Countrey- 
man Dr. Edward Brown, a. fignal encourager of 

this work. , . _ _ _ 

This City (fituated in that part of Germany, 

which was known to the old Romans by the 
name of Pannonina Superior ) is faid to have bin 
antiently nam'd Vendum and Vindomina-, which 
was afterwards, from the Roman General Fabia- 
nus, who headed a Colony in thefe parts, changed 
into Fabiana. This name the Dutch Idiom foon 
turnd into Bian otBien; and at laft into Vien or 
Wien, as they now call it. The fame word, fay 
fome, was turn'd by the Wendifh into Wydme 5 
and by the Turks into Ber, the ordinary name 
of Vienna in that Language. Some of thefe con- 
jectures are difallow'd by the Learn'd Lambecius : 
who proves , from undeniable teftimonies of 
Antiquity, that the Romans nam'd this place Vin- 
dobona, and that their Clajfis Iftrica lay here un- 
der the wing of their tenth German Legion. The 
ftory of its being call'd Fabiana is, I think, Otbo 
Frifingenfis s peculiar fancy : but both Antoninus 
and the Notitia Imperij favour the relation of its 
being once nam'd Vindomina. Ptolomys Juliobona 
comes nearer .Lambecius's opinion then what 
Cluverius has deliver d On this fubjedt : and there- 
fore, for once, wc may venture to recede from 
the judgment of this great Antiquary. The 
Southern bank of the Danow , whereon Vienna 
is fcated, is known to have bin famous for the 
actions of feveral Roman Emperours againft the 
\Marcomanni and Qiiadi 3 and efpecially for the 
|wars of Marcus Aurelius Antoninus Philofophus, 
who notably defeated thofe Nations, and whom 
Aurelius Vitlor ( who himfelf was Governour of 
Sirmium in Tannonina Inferior , in the dayes of 
Conftantius) affirms to have fall'n fick at Car- 
nuntum, now call'd Petronel, and to have dyed 
at Vindobona. 

It appears therefore that the Romans lay the 
firft foundation of a City in this place by pitch- 
ing here Tents for their Soldiers : but that there 
has ever fince continu'd fomcthing of the re- 
liques at Ieaft of that antient Vindobona we cannot 
affirm. For, after the fuppos'd deftru<5tion of 
this Roman Fort, wc hear nothing of any new 
Structures in its room for about four hundred 
years : after which, in the year 1 1 5 8. Henry 
the firft, Prince of Auftria, is faid to have rebuilt 
Vienna. But it had hardly the form of a City 
i before it was beautify d and Wali'd round with 
the ranfome of Richard the fir ft King of England $ 
who, in his return from the Holy Land, was de- 
tain'd Prifoner by the Marquifs of Auftria on the 
i twentieth of December in the year 11^2. The 
jMarquifs pretended he had receiv'd a confide- 
jrable affront from the King at Joppa 3 where he 
[had contemptuoufly taken down the Auftrian 
oanner, and thrown it into an Houfe of Office. 
Whatever his crimes were, 'tis certain he was 
kept clofe Prifoner, till ranfom'd with an hun- 
dred and forty thoufand Marks of Silver, Collen 
I weight : a fumm fo prodigious in thofe dayes, be- 

£ fC n difcover y of the Indian Mines, that our 
Englijb were fore d to part with their Chalices 
and other Church-Plate to redeem their Mo- 
narch. With this money, befides the vaft en- 
largement of Vienna, were built the Walls round 
c*ns, Haimhurg and Neuftatt. 




The Town is feated upon a branch of the 
Danow 3 which, pafling here thro an even and 
low Countrey, divides it felf into a great many 
leffer Streams and Rivulets. On the South-eaft 
of the City there runs a fmall River call'd Wien 5 
which divides it from fome part of the Suburbs, 
and foon after empties it fclf into the Danow. 
It is fortify 'd a la moderna-, with ten baftions to- 
wards the Land and a very deep Ditch 3 and with 
two other baftions towards the water. Tho 
they can let the Danow into the Town-Ditch $ 
yet they commonly keep it dry, for fear of in- 
commodeing their Cellars. The whole com- 
pafs, takeing in the Suburbs, makes a very large 
circuit: but the City it felf, which is WalTd in, 
is not above three Englijh miles in Circumfe- 
rence. 'Tis very populous 3 and you may here 
meet with moft European Nations , as Turks , 
Tartars, Grecians, Tranfyluanians, Sclauonians , 
Hungarians, Croatians, Spaniards, Italians, French*, 
Germans, Polanders, is'c. in their proper habits. 

J&neas Sylvius, fpeaking of the ftately Fa bricks 
in Vienna above two hundred years agoe, could 
lay of them? Vbi Palatia digna Regibus <& Tern- 
4a qu<e mirari Italia poffit, and certainly the Eu- 
ogy may now be given them with greater rea- 
fon. Moft of their Houfes arc fix ftories high 3 
and are commonly flat roof'd, after the Italian 
mode. Their Streets are not narrow 5 tho the 
compafs of the ground will not allow them to 
be very fpatious. But, their Houfes are as re- 
markable below as above ground 5 fome of them 
ftanding upon four Cellars one under another. 

Many of thefe Cellars have an open fpace in the 

middle of each arch'd roof to let the air out of 
one into anothtr3 and from the loweft there is 
ufually an Adit or Tube to the top, to ler the 
air in from the Streets. 

The Cathedral Church, dedicated to St. Ste- 
phen, is a fair and ftately Fabrick 5 but fome- 
thing dark, by reafon of the thick painted glafs 
in the windows. Its firft foundations were laid 
by Henry the firft Marquifs of Auftria-, and fi- 
nifh'd by Henry the fecond, who was the firft 
Prince of this Countrey that had the tide of Duke 
conferr'd on him 5 which was done by the Empc- 
rour Frederic Barbarojfa in the year 1 1 5 8. The 
fteeple andfpireis rcckon'd one of the ftatclicft. 
pieces of its kind in the Empire 3 as being much 
ftronger then that at Strasburg, tho not fo fair 
to the eye. On the top of the fpire ftands a Crofs 
under a Star and half Moon 3 according to the 
cuftome obferved in Mahometan Countries and 
the TurkiSh Dominions. How thefe Pagan En- 
figns came firft to be fett up in this place, they 
give us the following account: " When Solyman 
cC the magnificen t befieged Vienna, perceiving the 
Forces in the City to be obftinate, he had once 
tt a defign to batter down the fteeple about their 
" ears. But fome of his Bajfaes and great Com- 
" t manders immediately alter'd his refolutions 5 
" by telling him how little advantage fiich a 
project was like to bring him, and by defiring 
him to confider what an honour 'twould be to 
have fo Noble a Pyramid in his Dominions , 

« a ? foon - as hc ^"k* malce himfelf Mafter of| 
" this City. Whereupon he prcfendy fends 
" word into the Town, That he was willing to 
" fpare the fteeple 3 provided they would fet up 
the half Moon and Star ( the Turkifb Arms ) 
on the top thereof. They return 'd him this 
anfwer : That they would readily comply wit 
his requeft, if he would fend them his Arms 
which he did, and they were accordingly, fe 
in the place where they now ftand. The heigt 
of this fteeple is faid to be four hundred an 
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eighty foot high : which neverthelefs falls much 
(hort of that at Lanjhut in Bavaria. In the 
Tower hang a cafe of wooden Hammers, by 
the beating whereof they call the people to 
Church from good Friday till Eafter-day-, not 
fuffering any Bells to ring out dureing the time 
that our Saviour was in the grave. At your 
entrance into the Church there is a ftone placed 
in the wall 3 which is generally believd to be 
one of thofe wherewith St. Stephen was fton'd. 
It is much polifh'd and worn by the touch of 
mens hands : hardly any entering in at this door

Manufcripts arc not mix'd with the Printed; 
Books, but make a diftinA Library of themfelves^ 
being rank'd according to their Languages, and 
divided into fix Claftes, Theological, Juridical^ 
Medical, Philological, Hiftorical, and PhtlofopbicaL 
In the firft Chamber you have Oriental Manu-j 
fcripts, mark'd by their Tongues, Hebrew, Syriac± 
Arabic, Turkijh, Athiopic, Perfian, and Chine fe\ 
This Collection was begun by the Emperor 
Maximilian the Firft, but has been fince ftrangely 
augmented bv fuccceding Emperors 3 moft of 
them having Ihew'n themfelves great Patriots of 
Learning, and have made it dieir bufinefs td 
buy up the choiceft Libraries they could meec 
with. The famous Library at Buda, collectecl 
by the learned Kings ot Hungary, Matthias Cor^ 
■vinus and his Father Huniades, were remove* 
hither, upon the Emperor's taking of that City 5- 
ro which was foon after added, the Library ot 
Wolfoangus Latins (the Emperors Library-keeper)j 
and three thoufand Volumes out of the Study] 
of Job. Sambucus. Another conftdcrable Addi- 
tion was given it by Auger ius Bufbe quius, fome-j 
time Librarian here 5 who, in his two T urtyto 
Embaffies, procur'd a vaft number of noble; 
Greek. Manufcripts at Conftantznople 5 which are 
all inferiba with his own hand thus, Aug. de 
Bufbeck.- emit ConftantinopolU A great many more 
Books were added from the Library of the lear- 
ned JohXufpinianus, Library-keeper and Coun-j 
fcllor to the Emperor 5 and the noble Maga-i 
zines of Mathematical Books and Inftrumcntsj 
collected by Tycho Brake, Kepler, and Gafendus 9 \ 
were purchas'd for it. But the largeft acceflion j 
was made by the noble Library ot Count Fug- j 
cer 5 which, confifting of fixteen thoufand Vo- j 
fumes, was purchased by the Emperor Ferdinand

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A great many curious Volumes 
kvere brought, not many years ago, from the 
Ambrafian Library at Infpruck by Pet. Lambecius 5 
who himfelf lately bequeath d to it a good col- 
kaion of his own. In the Commentaries be- 
fore mention d, the Reader may have an accu- 
rate and large account of many choice Manu- 
fcripts, and other Rarities of this Library; to 
which we will only add - thefe few following 
pieces of Curiofity and Antiquity out of the 
Observations lately made by the ingenious Dr. 
Brown, i. A Letter from the Emperor of China, 
in the Chinefe and Tartarian Languages, unto 
the prefent Emperor of Germany ; woven in a 
very fine Roll. 2. An excellent Copy of Livys 
Works in large fquare Letters,without diftindtion 
or fentences , very eafie to be read 5 above a 
thoufand years old ; brought from the Library 
near Infpruck 3. An old fair Greek Manufcript 
of Diofcorides 5 written eleven hundred years ago, 
in large characters, without diftance of words 
or accents 5 wherein all the Plants are lively 
f>ainted. 4. A Book of Geometrical Proposi- 
tions; demonftrated in the Chinefe Language. 
5. An ancient Greek Manufcript of the Book of 
Genefis, in large Letters widiout Accents $ writ- 
ten thirteen hundred years ago ; wherein 
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Trent, all Italy, with other Provinces beyond the 
Mountains. 2. The Rhine 3 to which are re- 
ferred Suevians, Alfatians, Franconians,Hs/fians 7 i?c. 
with all the Kingdoms and Nations to the South- 
Weft of Europe, as France^ Spain, Navar, Hol- 
land, and Brabant. 3. Hungary 5 under which 
are alfb contain'd the Bohemians, Polonians, Mo- 
ravians, Sclavo7iians , and all others that fpeak 
the Sclavonian Tongue.

Amongft fomc other Manufcripts of note, 
not here mention'd, the learned Doctor tells 
us he met with one in the Runic characters 5 

which, if of any confHerable age, is a Monu- 

jment of great value. For 01. Wormius ( in the 
twenty-fifth Chapter of his Literatura Runic a) 
fays the old Run* ufed to write their characters 
upon Stones, Wood, Bones, and Horn; £>ut 
that they ever made ufe of Paper or Parch- 
ment he could not learn. He fays, indeed, he 
has feen fome fcraps or fragments of thofe cha- 
racters in old Copies of the Danifb and Nor- 
wegian Laws, and in the ancient Manufcript Edda 
and Skialdi 5 but that he ever met with any en- 
tire Tract in the Runic character (lave only 
fome late counterfeit pieces, common in Sweden) 
he will not affirm. So that it appears, that the 
Genealogies of the Danifh Kings, with other Hi- 
storical Remains, publifti'd at the end of his 
Monumenta Danica, were written in fome old 
Latin-Gothic Letter, and by himfelf only tran- 
fcrit/d into a Runic character. 

The Univerfity at Vienna is alio remarkable 
nough both for its Antiquity and number of 
holars, as alio for the Priviledges and Accom- 
odations of its Students. 'Tis faid to have 
ecn founded by Albert the Third, Duke of Au- 
ria, about three hundred years ago; and to 
ave borrow'd' its Statutes and Orders from die 
niverfity of Paris. Tho others make it much 
Ider ; telling us its firft foundation was laid by 
e Emperor Frederic the Second 5 who, in the 
ear 1237, endow'd it with a fair Revenue, and 
eftow'd on it many and great Priviledges. 'Twas 
fter wards enlarg'd by Ottacar King of Bohemia $ 
completed by the forcmention'd Albert 5 and 
the year 1384 had all his Priviledges confirm'd 
y the Pope, at the intercembn and requeft of 
[Albert die Third. This Univerfity ( as that at 
Leipfic ) is divided into four Nations or ClafTes 5 
which are thefe : 1. Auftria$ under which are

year. Into this latter Society are admitted fuch 
Lutherans, and others of the Reform'd Religion, 
as are pieas'd to matriculate themfelves in the 
Univerfity of Vienna 5 tho they are excluded the 
former. 

Wolfgangus Lazjus ( in the large Defcription j "Govern- 
ed this City given us in the twelfth Book of his 
Commentaries De Repub. Rom.) tells us, that 
there are in Vienna twelve feveral Courts of Ju- 
dicature 5 whereof four, he fays, are Ecclefiafti- 
cal, and the other eight Civil. In the Eccle- 
fiaftical Courts prefidc the two Bifiiops of Pafaw 
and Vienna, the Rector of the Univerfity, and 
the Dean of St.Stephens. The Rector is allow'd 
fixtcen Afliftantsj and has a very large Jurifoict ion 
and great power, having the power of Life and 
Death granted him by feveral ancient and later 
Charters from many Emperors and Arch-Dukes. 
Caufcs in the Civil Courts are determind by 

1. The Chancellor of the Arch-Dutchy of Aufiria. 

2. ThePrefident of the Council- Chamber. 3. The 
two Land-Marfchals (who in other Cities of the 
Empire are ftyTd Landshauptleut , or Sheriffs) 
and their AfTeffors. 4. The Hansgraff 5 of whofe 
Name and Office we have given the Reader fome 
account in the 47 th page of the foregoing Vo- 
lume, which needs not here be repeated. 5. The 
Burgomafters and Court of Aldermen. 6. The 
Statt-Richter 5 fomething refembling the Office 
of a Recorder in one of our Engli/h Corpora- 
tions. 7. The Mautner , or Cuftom-Mafter. 
8. The Chief Ranger 5 who takes cognizance of 
all mifdemeanors in and about die Foreft of 
Vienna. 

No Religion is here publicly tolerated but the 
Confefilon of the Roman Church 5 and therefore 
the Proteflants are glad to go as far as Edinburg 
or Presburg ( forty Engli/h miles from Vienna ) 
to receive the Sacrament. This were an infup- 
portable trouble, had they not the convenience 
of the Vanow, and of Coaches which daily pais 
betwixt Vienna and Presburg. Maximilian the 
Second allow'd the Lutherans the exercifc of their 
Religion in the Church of the Holy Crofs b but 
that privilege was afterwards taken from them 
by Rodqlphus II.

From 
this Town a good part of the adjoining ^ Coun- 
trv has sot the name of Tulner-feldt ■ wlncn is 
Skon'd one of the richeft and hcalthieft parts 
of AMa. Thro the middle of this Country 
runs the River Trafam ( whence Trafamaur , a 
Market-Town not far from Tuln has its name ) 5 
which, fays Lazius, is nothing but a corruption 
of the Latin words Terra fana h a name the an- 
cient Romans thought fit to beftow on this healthy 
Countrv. But notwithstanding the compliment 
ufually pafc'd upon thisplace as plentifully ftock d 
with all manner of provifions, a Travellor will 
hardly meet with worfe ufage in any part of the 
Emperor s Dominions then at an Inn in Tuln. 
Near this place forty thoufand Huns perifh'd in 
a Battel againft the Roman Lieutenant Matrinus, 
who himfelf was (lain in the conflict 5 which 
ended, Attila was chofen King of the Huns. 

IV. Krembs, Cremefia 5 has its name from the 
fmall River Crembs, which ( not far from this 
Town ) empties it felf into the Dancvp. 'Tis a 
a well built and neat Town 5 fancied to be lar- 
ger then Presburg in Hungary. The Citizens have 
a great Trade, efpecially at two Fairs 5 whereof 
the one begins on St. James' s-day and the other 
on St. Simon and Judes, and each of them laft 
fourteen days 5 during which time the ftreets 
are continually crowded with Merchants and 
Tradesmen out of all parts of Germany, Bohe- 
mia, Moravia, Hungary, and Poland. Over one 
of the great Gates of this City is writ in large 
Letters this fentence,

V. Melck 5 a plealant Town on the banks 
f the Danorp, above Crembs. Some will have 
t to have been an ancient Roman Colony, and 
0 have been formerly nam'd Claudionum.

I contracted into Melck- And to make the ftory 
I (formal, he further tells us, that the faid Empe- 
or built three Forts in this Country 5 the firft 
[hereof was this Medelick', thefecondhenam'd 
mis Mirabilis or Wunderburg 5 and the third 
aftrum Ferreum, Eyfenburg. And one main ar- 
gument, whereby they endeavour to evince 
hat this place was undoubtedly once a Roman 
Colony, is founded on the pictures of Romulus 
nd Remus fucking a Wolf, cut in the Wall of 
he great Church. 

In the Monaftery are preferv'd feveral Reliques 
f St. Colman, defcended of the Royal Blood of 
Scotland 5 who, in his paffage thro this Country 



towards Jerufalem, was barbaroufly murder d by 
the Bores of Stockerau, four German miles rrom 
Vienna, in the year 101 2. His Body was hung 
on a Tree 5 but having for the fpace or a year 
and half endur'd the weather uncorrupted, was 
at laft taken notice of as attended by an extra- 
ordinary providence, and conceiv d able to cure 
Difeafes and work other Miracles. The nrit 
that try'd the experiment was one Rumaldus^ 
who having a Son tormented with the Gout, 
cut a piece of St. Colman s flefh from the Tree 
( whereupon a frefli ftream of Blood is faid to 
have iflued out ) and applying it to the place 
griev'd, found prefent remedy. The noife of 
this Cure immediately retriev'd the Saint's re- 
putation, who had been executed as a vagabond 
and fpy 5 and procured an honourable interment 
for his Corps near Stockerau. About a year 
after this, the Vane* ( they fay ) overflowed its 
I banks, and deftroy'd mod of the Churches in 
! this Country 5 only this fmall Church was mi- 
! raculoufly preferv'd in the midit ot the inunda- 
ition. Upon this the Body was translated by 

I Meginhard Biihop of Rich 'ft ait to Melck > from 

whence 'twas afterwards convey 'd into Hungary, 
his Head being kept for fome at Stzrfrveifenburg 
or Alba Regalis. 

j VI. Neustatt, or Neapolis Auflrice, is ano- 
| ther principal Town of this Country 3 featcd 
I about eight German miles from Vienna, on the 
! Road into Styrza. 'Tis feated in a Bog, near the 
I middle of a large Plain 5 fo that it may be feen 
j every way at a good diftance. It is encompafs'd 
: with a Ditch and two Walls ; which render the 
■ place fo impregnable diat thcTzzrks-, having long 
befieg'd it with the main force of their Army, 
j were at laft fore d to retreat on this condition, 
that fomerhing might be given them to carry 
I from the Town to Co?iftantinople as a falfe Tro- 
phy - y which was agreed to by the befieg'd, who 
\ fent them their Whipping-poft. Over the chief 
i Gate of Neuftatt are fet the five Capital Vowels, 
j as over the Imperial Palace in Vienna 5 but here 
they have an interpretation different from that 
j before mention'd, uzz^ Aquila Electa Jufte Omnia 
\Vincit. * 
j VII. S. Polten ( by Latin Writers Oppidum \ j 
i Sampoltanum , and fometimes S. Hippolyti ) a 
\ pretty compact: Town on the banks of the t>ra- 
\ Jam j having its name from the Monaftery and 
j Church of St. Hippolytus, which firft gave occa- 
I fion to the founding of a City in this place. 
The Monaftery was built and endow'd by two 
of the ancient Counts of Boilfteyn ( Occarzus and 
Albert ) under the Reign of King Pepin 5 and 
'twas afterwards -enrich'd by Pope Zachary with 
the Holy Reliques of St- Hippolytus and St. Qui- 
rinus, in recom pence for the afliftance they had 
given his Holincfs in an Expedition againft 
the Saracens. But the Town it (elf cannot pre- 
: tend to any fuch age 5 fince ( as Hundius tells 
us in his Metrop. Salisb. Tom. 3. ) the Emperor Ru- 
; dolph the firft, in the year 1 27^, granted to Peter 
Bilhop of Pajfaw a Licence to Wall in his Vil- 
; lages of St. Polten, Everdir.g, and Amb(ietten, and 
• to f ortifie them as he fhould think good. Be- 
'fides the Abbey, Church, and Town- Hall ( and 
none of thefe very remarkable ) there is nothing 
here worth the feeing. 

VIII. Pechlarn, the venerable Reliques of 
an once famous Town and Fort on the Danow 5 
betwixt Melck and Ips. Cluverius fays this place 
was anciently call'd Arlape (or Ara Lapidea ) 5 
whence probably the River, which here empties 
it felf into the T>anovp, has to this day retain'd 
the name of Erlaph. Here the Roman Navy 
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harbourd 5 as has, by Lazjus and others, been 
prov'd from feveral old Monuments and In- 
fcriptions found near this Town. 'Tis faid to 
have been the Metropolis and Seat of the firft 
Marquifes of Auftria, and (next to Melck) a 
City of the greateft ftrength in their Territo- 
ries 5 whence 'twas by the Remans, or Francs, 
nam'd Pr*clara 5 which was afterwards corrupt- 
ed into Pechlarn. At this day the Town is only 
famous for Potters 5 who, having the conveni- 
ence of the Danow, fend off their Earthen Ware 



and well built Town on the River Enfs $ which \ 
gives it its name. 'Tis only a fmall remnant off ; 
the formerly large and famous City Lauriacum, j 
as Antoninus and the Notitia Imperii names it 5 
call'd by others Colonia Aureliana Laureacenfisl , 
And to juftihe the later, Lazjus fiys this ancicnq 
Town ( which he makes the Metropolis of No* ■ 

ricum Ripenfe) was firft built by Ma; c::s Aurelhvs, \ 
Antoninus, in his expedition againft the Marco-\\ 
manni. Adding, that it had the name Lauriacuni: 
a Uteris laureatis. But what he means bv thej

Town, at 
the conflux of the Steyer and Ens 3 . from wiiich 
two Rivers its Suburbs have got the names c£ 
Steyerdorf and Enfsdcrf. The Town is chieny 
inhabited bv Cuders, Smiths, and otiier Iron- 
mongers 5 who enrich themfelves by exporting 
their^Ware up and down the Dancv?. Lazius 
tells us, the Gefat* were the ancient Inhabitants 
of this' part of the Country 5 and that Steyer 
ftands upon the fame ground with Ptclomy s Ge- 
(odunumi whence, fays he, that pLaiant Valley 
1 £ce 2 which 
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which reaches from this Town as far as the 
borders of Styria, retains to this day the name 
ofGa/iemhal. Not far from this Town ftands 
the rich Monafterv of Garften, well worth a Tra- 
veller 's view 5 which, in feveral old Records and 
Inftruments quoted by Lazius, is ufually nam d 
Monafterium Gaftenfe 5 from the Valley before- 

mention'd. ' 
IV. Wels, on the Vraun 5 a neat Town about 

four German miles from Lintz^ C/uz>erius fays, 
that the Norici, the old Matters of this Coun- 
try, nam'd this place Willabs; which word, found- 
ing' a little too harih for a Roman to pronounce, 
was melted into Ovilaba or Ovilara. In Antonine's 
Tables 'tis nam'd Ovilabis 3 -and in an old Infcrip- 
tion, quoted by Cluverius, Colonza Aure liana An- 
toniana Ovil. Lazjus having obferv'd that S co- 
tus ( in his Codex Pr&feElurar. Romanarzem) men- 
tions fuch a place as Falfiana, fancies 'tis the 
fame with Welfs 5 altho the fituation of Scotus's 
Town is not fo agreeable as the name. 

V. Everding, or Eferding, about three Ger- 
man miles from Lintz 5 not far from the banks of 
the Danofp. 'Tis fortified and defended with one 
ftrong Cattle within the Walls and another with- 
out. The latter of thefe is call'd Schaumhcrg, 
and gave Titles formerly to Counts of that name 5 
a branch of the Family of Julbach. To thefe 
Counts belong'd anciently the Town of Ever* 
dzngt with all its dependances 5 till, in the year 
1 367, 'twas Ibid by Ulric and Henry ( two Bro- 
thers and Coheirs ) to the Bilhop of Pajfau for 
four thoufand Gilders. But it feems it fell again 
afterwards into the hands of fome of the fuc- 
ceeding Counts of this Houfe. For Wolfgang 
the laft Count of Schaumburg of the Line of Jul- 
bach ( who was alive in the year 1 5 5 1 ) left all 
his pofleflions and goods to his two Daughters 5 
the elder whereof was married to Erafmus Count 
of Stahrenberg, and the younger to a Baron of 



Scbtranberg in Bohemia. - : Whereupon, fays La* 
zjzzs, both Everding and Schaumburg came into the 
hands of the Counts of Stahrenberg h who are 
Lords of both places to this day. 

VI. Gemund, calFd ufually Jby its Inhabi- 
tants Gemundtenhas its name from its fituation 
at the mouth of the Draun, as it falls into the 
Gemzinder Sea or Lake ; Gmund or Mztnd fignify- 
ing the fame as Os or Oftium in the Latin. Hence 
we meet with feveral other Towns o£ this name 
in the Empire 5 one in Frar^onia, another mHef> 
fen, a thira in Schwaben , ^and a fourth "on <hc 
Nectar, not far from Heydelberg 5 all which are- 
fo nam'd from the mouth of fome River or bther 
whereon they are feated. The Trade cf this 
fmall Town is very confiderabJe 5 efpccially in 
Salt, which is digg'd, boil'd 1 , a«d exported into 
moft of the Vanow as far as Vienna. 

VII. The laft Town of note in the Upper Au- 
ftria is Freyftatt, on the borders of the Kingdom 
of Bohemia 5 a place of no great ftreagth ( as 
appear'd in the Civil wars of Germany, wherein 
a handful of Country Ruftics took it at the firft 
aflault, and loft it as fpeedily ) but tolerably 
well built. The Burgers oiFreyftatt are famous 
for a' palatable, fort of Beer 5 brew'd here and 
carried off by moft of their neighbours. But 
the great eft advantage and reputation of the 
Town arifes from the Fair 3 which begins at the 
Converfion of -St. Paul and -Lifts fourteen days 5 
during which time there is a wonderful concourfe 
of people, Bohemians, Germans, ifrc. 

The Country round. Freyfiatt is nam'd Mach- 
fand-y and belong'd anciently to the Counts of 
Burckhaufen and Machland.

It is made 
iof fquarc Stones fct together in form of two 
Elbow Chairs turn'd back to back : upon three 
iof thefe there are mil to be read old Roman 
Infcriptions, which favour of greater Antiquity 
then the Chair it felf At the Inftalment the 
Emperour or other Duke of Carinthia, either in 
Perfon or by his fubflitutc, fits in one part of 
the Chair towards the Eaft 5 and a Bore , or 
Country Ruftic, in the other, Weft ward. A- 
mongft other Ceremonies, the Bore rites up and

The Hungarians call themfclves Magyar 
or Magyars, that is, Semen or Profapia jirewo- 

rum, which confirms the former Etymology. 

This valorous and warlike people ( for fo 
much their name imports) having made them- 
felves Lord of Panmia, and finding the Land 
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plentifully ftock'd with whatever might rccom- i 
r.iend it to an hungry Conqueror, began gree- 
dily to (hatch at whatfoever fatt Province lay 
ncxtchem : till they had enlarg'd their Domi- ; 
nions from tne Euxine Sea as farr as Auftria*, and 
from the Adriatic as wide as the Coaftsof Poland. 
Hence thefe nine large Provinces Dalmatia, Croa- 
tia, Schlavonia, Bofnia, Seruia, Bulgaria, Halitia, 
Lodomeria and Curiiania ( not to mention Tran- 
sylvania and others ) have bin pictur'd as fo ma- 
: ny pearls in the Crown of Hungary • tho each of 
chem feverally be fufficient to give Title to a 
Monarch. Some part of Schlavonia Major being 
fhil a dependant on the Crown of Hungary is a 
fufficient argument that the whole was lo anti- 
ently 5 and 'tis well known to Hiftorians when 
the County of Zara or Jader was fold by the 
Hungarian King to the Republic of Venice. Ser- 
via and Bofnia have chang'd the Hungarian yoke : 
for a more fevcre one of the Ottoman Emperor : ■ 
but their language and manners do foil befpeak 
them a branch of old Pannonia. The Bulgarians 
indeed have often ( but in vain) endeavoured 
to free thcmfclves from the foandal of being a 
tributary Province; nor have the Polanders bin 
able to vindicate Tranfylvania and Walachia from 
the like imputation. 

That fmall Portion of the foremention'd large 
Territories which at this day is ftrictly compre- 
hended under the name of Hungary is bounded 
on the South with the River Savus (inftead 
whereof the Author of Ortelius Redivivus, printed 
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. is mainly to be afcrib'd to the frequency of 
: ; Springs and Rivers which water and refre/h eve- 
: ry corner of the Country. Bertius makes this 
an undeniable argument of the general fertility 
ot the Hungarian foil, That within five rears 
after the whole Kingdom had bin kid waft by 
the Turks (and their whole flock of Corn Hay 
and other provifions, eaten up and deftrov'd ) 
the Nation was rcftor'd to its former profperity- 
and no appearance of anv fuch difafter. And' 
his argument may be further enforced from the 
vaft number of Turks and Rebells, befides the 
Emperor s forces, which have bin for fome years 
iaft paft ( and ftill continue to be ) maintained 
and provided for out of this one Kingdom - 
notwithftanding that the prefent ill pofture of 
aftairs give but fmall encouragement to the few 

Farmers that are left to look after their pafturaee 
and tilling. *- 

In the days of peace and plenty the Hxirzari- Cattle, 
ans feed the moft of their neighbours With vaft 
herds of Cattle, ready for the daughter: and 
theieare every where fo numerous that in one 
year forty thoufand yoke of Oxen have bin 
known to pafs the road betwixt Hungary and 
Vienna 5 befides the many thoufands we may 
hence eafily conclude to have bin driven into 
Italy and other neighbouring Countries. In 
the year i6€'y. was concluded a Treaty of Com- 
merce betwixt his Imperial Majefty and the 
grand Signiour; wherein 'twas agreed on by 

eftab!ifh : 
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Draab or Dravus ) and the Dukedomcs of Servia 
' and Croatia 5 on the Eaft with Tranfylvania 5 on 
• the North with the Carpathian Mountains, which 
; feparate it from Poland and Moravia 5 and on the 
Weft with the Archdukedom of Auftria and 
: Dukedom of Stjria. So that its greater! length, 
from the head of Tibifcus or the Teife to the 
; mouth of the Muer, will amount to about fixty 
; German miles $ and its breadth to near as much* 

Tho the air of Hungary is grown by cuftom 
; pretty agreable to the difpolitions of the Na- 
tives 5 yet few ftrangers find it wholefbrne, or 
indeed tolerable. In the middle of the day the 
weather is ufually (in Summer) unfurTerablv 
hot and foultry, and at midnight as intolerably 
: cold and piercing. This intemperance of the 
air and weather is efpecially noxious to the Po- 
lonian and German Soldiers 5 who are forced to 
fliift their Tents, at lea ft, monthly, or arc other- 
wife apt to fall into malignant and infectious 
diftempers. Hence Hungary has bin term'd C<e- 
miterium Germanic 5 from the great mor tall ity 
which commonly befalls the Dutch forces in thefe 
parts. The great caufe of diis unhealthinefs, 
and the continual mifts that Jiang over the Coun- 
try , is thought to be the naufcous vapours 
which afcend out of a foggy (and withal ful- 
phureous ) foil : and thefe, in fome parts of the 
Kingdom, fo fenfibly affect the body that ( on ; 
the banks of the Vanow and Draab ) 'tis very or- ! 
dinary for the Country people to digg pitts in : 
the Earthy which without any further trouble s 
readily fupply the defects of a fwcating-tub or i 
Bath. But thefe noxious exhalations are not > 
every where fb common 5 for Northwards, and 
all along the banks of the Teife, the air is much 
more temperate and healthy.* fo that Europe 
hardly affords richer Wines^ or more delicate 
fruits, then grow about Tockay and many Cities

: difcretion , any more then the beft of the No- 
'. = bility. Cufpinian tells us that himfdf was prc- 
; fent at the killing of one hundred and twenty 
: Harts at one hunting match 5 a (laughter fuffi- . 
cient to have fpoil'd an ordinary Province. By 
this account a man would guefs the Deer of this 
, Country were but fmall and fell farr Ihort of the 
bulk of thofe that are bred in other Northern 
Forefts: and yet Busbequius gives another fort

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The Hungarians ow their Vineyards to the 
Emperor Probus^ who, obferving the ftrangc 
fertility of a great part of the Country, began 
to plant Vines, and founc^the fuccefs anfwera- 
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i[ waters whereof if cither Beaft or Bird chance to 
tall they immediately fall down dead .• and not 
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ble* to his expectation. The Sirmian and To- 
kaian Wines arc reckon d the richeft $ and, at 
Vienna, valu'd as high as the ftrongeft Spanifb 
or Malaga. So that the Poet Claudian had good 
reafon to commend his Stilico for reftoring the 
Pannonians to their Vineyards and Wine-preffcs. 
Suidas relaxes a ftory of one Crem, a Prince of 
the Bulgarians, who, enquiring of fome of the 

Avares whom he had taken prifoncrs if they 
could give him any rcafon why his Bulgarians 
prov'd too hard for them, received this anfwer : 
That one great reafon was their own intempe- 
rance, and their haveing bin educated in a Coun- 
try too well provided for with all manner of 
rich Wines. Whereupon, Crem ftrictly forbad 
the planting of any Vineyard in Bulgaria for the 
: future : lealt haply his men fhould not be long 
able to keep their ground or maintain their new 
: Conquefh. 

The mo ft considerable Mountain in the King- 
dom of Hungary is Carpatbu* - y under which ge-

that tis no great difficulty to meet with antient 
Coins in this Country that give us the true 
pourtraiclures of Lyfimachus, Alexander the Great, 
of Macedonia, Darius, Pergamus, Hercules, 
. M J l ° and other antient Heroes. Near the Town 
of Deva ( Natales Comes, or his Printer, caJIs it 
Delta ) the Peafants found a migiity treafure of 
thefe antient Medals in Gold : which were dif- 
cover'd by a fuddain ruling torrent, the effect of 
a great fhowcr. Each of thefe, to the number 
of many thoufands,weigh'd two or three Crowns- 
having on the one fide the image of Lyfimachus 
and on the Reverfe Victoria. With the Medals 
was alfo found a Golden Serpent : it being a 
, cuftome amongft the antients to burv a Serpent 
with their hid Treafure, in token of a faithful 
keeper. This Serpent, with a great many of 
the Medals, was prefented to the Emperor by 
C a/ialde, his General in the Tranfylvanian wars. 
Our ingenious Dr. Brown ( to whom the World 
is beholden^ for the accurate account he has 
given us of his Travails through a great part of 
this Kingdom) has brought over a choice col- 
lection of Roman Coins and Medals found in 
Servia, Bofnia and other Hungarian Provinces: 
which will be generoully communicated to the 
curious Reader, if any further inquiiitive after 
the Antiquities of this Country. 

Before Chriftianity was planted in thefe parts 
the Hunns were a ftrangtly barbarous and un- 
toward Generation 5 of whom the Poet Clau- 
dian gives a true character 
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oofcrvours of their prom*,, and Leagues 
with foreign Nations. Nay, fo little of Huma- 
nity had they tnat they were never obferv'd to 
exercifc any manner of religious Act 5 or to r.c- 

whatever f t ve th.ir Swords and other Engines 
of war. Of winch more anon. 

But the modern Hungarians arc mud- dif- 
ferent in temper and manners from their 
barbarous Anchors. Tins laft age has given 
Efficient proor ot their being a warlike and po- 
litic people ; and zealous affcrtors of the Reli- 
gion they profefs Brietius commends them 

fofJA ? T X : £ at , taxes them WIth A- 

fulnefs and breach of Leagues. Thev are ge- 
nerally a lazy lort of people : as idlenefs is too 
commonly the unhappy product of a rich Coun- 
try and fruitful foil. They are great gluttons : 
Wfience the Germans fay proverbially of them 
That an Army of Hungarians brings a Famine! 
The Nobility are commonly pcrfons of great 
Humanity, Gravity and parts: but withal am- 
bitious and popular. Before the thirteenth 
Century they, like the Afians their neighbours, 
were of a fervile difpofiuon and not too fond 
ot liberty : butfince that time thev have bin 
continually fretting on the bice, and extremely 
uneafv under the Government of their Monarchs. 
Ine hunganan writers themfelvcs (whom the 
law ot nature obliges ro be tender as is portable 
of the reputation of their own native Coun- 
try; are not able to draw a veil over the Epi- 
demical vice of rebellion in this Kingdom. Job. 
Ferd. Behamb (a late ingenious Commentator 
on the Notitia Hun gar i* Berneggeriana) compares 

this National Diltcmper to the Gowt 5 which, 

fays he, feldom takes up with the mean difpen- 

fations of a Beggars Cottage, but is ufuallv con- 

yerfant in the Palaces of great Princes and No- 
blemen. 

The ordinary Habit of an Hungarian in time 
of Peace is much more convenient for all forts 
of bodily exercifc then what is worn in the We- 
stern Countries of Europe: where ufuallv the fa- 
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Ammianus Marcellinus and Juftin have given us 
a pretty large account of the manners and hu- 
mours of this favagc people 5 wholly Grangers 
to the commerce and conversation of the more 
civihVd parts of the world. 'Twas their cuftom, 
we are told, to flafh the checks of cheir young 
infants, for fear they might have fome lineaments 
in their countenances not terrible : fo that when 
they were grown up to man's Eifate Ammianus 
fays they had no more of the features of other 
humane Creatures then the antique Statues and 
rude draughts of Faces carv'd on the fides of 
Bridges and other public Buildings. Afterwards 
they were bred up at that hardy rate as not to 
ftand in need of fire, cither to warm thcmfelves 
or cook their meat 5 for all their food was eaten 
either wholly raw, or other wife fleightly itew'd 
betwixt the Riders buttocks and his Horfe's 
back. They never made ufe of Houfes, not fo 
much as a (lender Cottage or Hut of Wood 
or Rufhes : but were from their Cradles bred up 
in the Forefts and Mountains. Their Clothing 
was ufually the skins of wild-beafts 5 which they 
never put of£ till they fell away in rags. They 
never ituck to any conftant feat 5 and therefore 
never troubled themlelves to till and improve 
their ground- They had no fence of morallity 
or the nature of i^ood and evil actions; and 



fhion changes every half year , and too often 
for the worfe. Indeed in the Winter their fhort 
clofe-body'd Coats would be too Height a co- 
vering for the more effeminate Europeans 5 were 
not this defect in fome meafure recompensed by 
a loofe Cloak button d or chfp d over their lefc 
fhoulder and under their right pap : fo as that 
they have their right hand at liberty. This fort 
of Habit exceedingly agrees ( if it be not cxactlv 
the fame) with that which /the antient Roman 
Soldiers made ufe orf, as fitteit for militarv ex- 
ercifc: whereof Plautzis, in his Miles Gloricfus, 
gives us this hint

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ftorians fetch from the fortunate efcapeof Zingi-\ 
han {whom Latin Hiftorians corruptly call 
. Changium ) purfu'd by his Enemies into a thicket 5 
upon which fate an Owl, which gave the pur- 
fuers reafon to believe there could be no body 
hid in that place. Hereupon it grew fafhiona- 
ble in Tartary to wear that Birds feathers in re- 
membrance of the great delivery of their Prince: 
tho 'afterwards the Plumes of any other large 
Fowl were thought as graceful as thefe. 

The Women of Hungary begin, to ape the 
Germans and other Europeans in their apparel 5 
excepting only a fhort Cloak or Mantle thrown 
over their fiioulder, which they ftill retain how 
often foevcr the fafhion of their other clothing 
chance to vary. They generally wear a VeH 
over their Mouth and Nofc. A cuftom bor- 
rowed probably from the Roman Nations 5 who, 
as their Statues and Monuments may teach us, 
were great admirers of this fafhion. Tacitus 
(in the thirteen di Book of his Annals) gives 
this reafon for it 5 'twas done, he fays, in fignum 
pudicitia, ne afpetlum fatient Amatoribus. But 
the Hungarians give another account of their 
Matrons: who, fay they, go thus attir'd to avoid 
the inconveniences which otherwife an unwhole- ; 
fome air might bring upon them. 

This notable chftinction has bin obferv'd be- ! 
twixt the Eaftern and Weftern Europeans 5 that \ 
the latter generally fhave their beards, but let ! 
the reft of their hair grow to a great length : \ 
whereas (on the contrary) the former as con- • 
ftantly fliave their heads, but nourilh the growth I 
of their beards. Shaving or fhearing the head j 
was fjrft brought into Hungary by Vlatiflaus the I 
Sarmatian 5 who lookt upon this -as a fafhion i 
moft convenient for the warriors of thofc times. I

ung thcmfclves in the Latin tongue. Whence, I 
in fomc places, the moft inconfiderable Mechanic ; 
or Pcafant ( tho neither able to write nor read his i 
own mother-tongue ) will be ready enough to ! 
return you an intelligible anfwer to a queftion \ 
m Latin : which language is of more conftant I 
ufe to a Traveller in 'Hungary and Tranfylvania \ 
then in any other Country of the World. You i 
may travel from Hamburg to the Borders of ! 
T trtary and to Confia?jtinopIe without making 
ufe of any other language then the High Dutch i 
and Schlavoman 5 which latter enters about Bel- i 
grade and is fpoken in Semuia, Bulgaria, Romania ■■ 
and a great part of Macedonia. Purchas would i 
have us to believe that 'tis underftood from the 
Adriatic fhore of Valmatia as farr as the Tarta- 
rian Ocean : becaufe that when the Hollanders ' 



hereby they became the more terrible to their 
Enemies, and carry'd fbmething more then 
humane in their countenances : as the Senones \ 
fancy 'd the Roman Senators fo many gods, when * ! 
. they appeard with their beards comb'd out and j 
fett off to the beft advantage. Hence Parme- \ 
nio ( Alexander the Great's chief General ) was I 
fo itartled at the rough countenances of the ! 
Scythians and BaSirians 5 that he durft not I 
venture to engage with them in the day-time, ! 
for fear of having his Army routed with their ! 
looks. The Hungarian Hiftorians tell us of one ! 
of their Countrymen, who had a beard of that 
prodigious length that (in the wars againft the ; 
T urks ) it ferv'd him for a girdle by day, and 



at night ferv'd inftead of a Coverlet for his 
whole body. During his fervice the Colonel 
commanded the whole Regiment to be fhav'd : I 
but was, at lair, perfwaded to except this Hun- I 
garian 5 who proffer 'd to lay down his life rather J 
then part with this venerable ornament* Young !

Emperor Henry, fur nam' d the Holy, who (as 1 
we have jnform'd the Reader in the Catalogue 
of the German Emperors ) is fometimes ftyl'd 
the Apoitle of Hungary, for the manv good 
omces he aid in the Evil convedion* ot this 
Kingdom. This Monarch ( of whom we 
lhall have occafion to fpeak more hereafter ) 
founded feveral Buhopvics and Monafleries 
by the advice and aiiiltance of his Queen I 
and having reign d thirty and nine years, dv'd 
of a Feaverin the year 1035. 

Peter King Stephens fitters Son , fucceeded 
his Uncle : but tell far fhort of him in theEx- 
ercife of Vertue and Religion. He was de- 
posed by his fubjects , for his Tyranny and 
Perfecution of the Chrilhans 5 having reign- 
ed only four years. 

Aba, elected into Peters place, prov'd no bet- 
ter then his Predeceflbur : whereupon his No- 
bles, manv whereof he had unjuftlv and ty- 
ranically murder'd, rebel! 'd againft him and 
Hew him at a fmall village upon the Teijje 5 
after he had reigned three years. Whereup- 
on his Predeceflbur Peter was ( by the Aiiilt- 
ance of the Emperour Henry the Third) re- 
ftor'd to his Throne 5 but could not long en- 
joy it. For by his renewed Opprelllon and 
Cruelty to the Chrithans , he became again 
uncafy to his Subjects 5 and ended his dayes 
in Mifery, A. D. 1 047. 

Andrew King Stephens Brother, fucceeded 
Peter, upon his feeond Removal i and re- 
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ftor'd Christianity and the Churches which j 
his two Pagan Prcdeceflburs had laid wafr.j 
For rhefe good Services to the Church of : 
CHRIST he was blcft in his old Age with ; 
two Sons , Solomon and David. Henry the 
Third , being incenFd at the Hungarians for 
offering to choofe a King without his confent, 
invaded the Kingdom with a great Army : \ i 
but found their Monarch , tho Elected with- 
out his Privity, fo agreeable to his wifhes, that 
immediately he concluded an honourable 
Peace with him 5 giving his Daughter Sophia/ 
in Marriage to Prince Solomon , whom he 
caufd to be proclaim'd King after his Fathers i 
Difeafc. This fo highly enrag'd Be la , King; 
Andrew's Brother, who thought himfclf near- - ; 
er the Throne then his Nephew Solomon in \ 
cafe of a fair Election 5 that he forthwith re- ; 
belled againft his Brother 5 and at laft flew -j 
him in the year 1058. and took poftefTion of j 
his Throne. Whereupon Solomon, not able of j 
himfclf to make Head againft the Ufurper, fled; : 
to the Empcrours Court 5 defiring his Uncle 
to make good the Crown he had proffer 'd • 
him. ; ' 

Bela, having flain his Brother , and put the!! 
Emperour and his Forces to flight , thought! : 
himfclf fecurely rix'd in the Hungarian Throne :; i 
whereupon he calls a National Synod of the ; ! 
whole Clergy of his Kingdom , wherein (e- 
vere Meafures were taken for the through 
Eftablifhment of Chriftianity and Overthrow 
of Heathenifm. But thefe fpecious Acts of Re- 
ligion were not fuffrcient to atone for the in- 
nocent Blood of his Brother. Vengeance na- 
turally awaits Parricide 5 and Bela finds it too; I 
difficult a Task to bribe Divine Juftice. For ! 
fitting in ftatc in the City Hemes , the Room : ! 
fell fuddenly upon him and his Attendance • I 
and crufli'd him fo that in few dayes after he ' 
dy'd , having reigned little more then three •' I 
years. 

Solomon, after his Uncles death, was fet in the : ' 
Throne 5 but with this Limitation of his Pow- ! 
er, thatGeyfa and Ladiflaus (Bela's fons) fhould 1 
at the fame time be Independent Princes, and - 
bear Rule over their fcvcral Provinces under ! 
the Title of Dukes. This parcelling of the : 
Supreme Power bred Jealoufies and Di vifions 
amongft the three Rulers: who foon broke ; :

'Tis a free Regal Town, imme- 
diately fubjeel: to the Emperor and Govern'd 
by his Deputy : -which brings a great refbrt of 
people of quality to the Town, and has ren- 
der d it one of the beft built Towns in the King- 
dom. The great Church is fupply'd by an Hun- 
garian and a Dutch Minifter, who officiate by 
turns in their own languages: both which arc 
perfectly understood and ordinarily fpoken arJ 
Cajchaw. The air about this City is as peftilcn- 
tial and noxious as in any part of Hungary : fo 
that Grangers are more fubject to diltempers 
here then in any of the neighbouring Towns. 
Another caufe of difeafes more frequent here 
then elfewhere is the badnefs -of their Wine 5

'Twas in vain befieg'd by Haly 
the Bafla of Buda, in the year 1552. with an 
Army of thirty-fix thoufand Turks: but was af- 
terward taken by Mahomet the Third, himfelf 
lying fiegc in perfon, in the year 1578. Im- 
mediately after the furrendcr of this place Ma- 
homet gave the Chriftians fb great an overthrow, 
that (had he purfued his victory) 'tis thought he 
might at that one blow have finiaYd the Conqueft 
of Hungary. Whereas, on the contrary, the Turks 
were fo worfted and diforder d at firft ( Mahomet 
and moft of his Commanders flying out of the 
Field) that, had the Chriftians follow'd the 
chafe and not betook themfelves to the fpoil 
of the Camp, they had in all probability for 
ever freed that Kingdom from the Turkijh Ty- 
ranny. 

• II. Temeswar, a ftrong Fort upon the Ri- 
ver T ernes h whence it has its name. In the year 
1552. this place was bravely defended by Ste- 
phen Lozgnzp, a Spanijb Commander, with a 
Garrifon of his own Countrymen. At laft two Re- 
negado Spaniards having betray'd their ftrength 
and policy to the Turks, thev were forced to 
come to a Capitulation : which they did upon 
very honourable terms. But, as foon as the 
Town was furrender'd, the Turks (contrary to

The Turkijh 
General at firft made very honourable propo- 
falls, promifmg to pay their Governor a ccn- 
fiderable Turn of money if he would make a 
quiet (urrender of the Town 5 which, as he told 
him, {food on Turkijh ground, and therefore 
was a place to which the Emperor Ferdinand 
could not reasonably pretend a Title. Notwith- 
itandmg thefe fair fpeeches the German Captain 
was refolv d to keep his hold 5 and endur'd a 
Iharp fiege of three days, without the leaft ap- 
prehenfions of damage or danger. But an un- 
accountable Cowardife or Pannic fear feiz'd the 
German Soldiers on a fuddain, and rais'd a mu- 
tiny in the Garrifon 5 which at laft ended in a 
general flight crofs the Teife. The Turks, obfer- 
ferving the Centnes had quitted their pofts, im- 
mediately broke into the City 5 which they found 
wholly at their devotion. Forcing their way 
into the Caftle, they met with the Governor 
penfive and alone 3 forfaken of all his men, but 
refo.v d to furrender himfelf with his truft. 
Him they carry d bound to their General : who 
treated him with all imaginable civility, as a 
perfon of great Honour and Gallantry. The 
greateft part of the Garrifon was taken in pur- 
suit by the Turks 5 who gave them no Quarter, 
but were exprefly order'd by their General to 
put all to the Sword.

Ac 
prefenc nothing more is comprehended under 
the name of Tranfylvania then only a part of 
the old Walachia 5 being bounded on the Weft 
with the Upper Hungary x, on the North with 
Ruff/a 5 on the South with Walachia 5 and on 
the Eaft with Moldavia. Its whole length is 
reckon'd at about twenty-four German miles 5 
and its breaddi near as much. 

The air is as temperate here as in Hungary •• 
but not corrupted with fo many infectious va- 
i pours. On the South, efpecially near WeiffenA 
\ burg, in the Summer the weather is ufually fo 
! intolerably hot and foul try that the people com- j 
| monly fpend that quarter of the year in their; 
1 Cellars : but nearer the Mountains 'tis fomewhat j i 
cooler. ' 

This Country, as the name Tranfylvania im- j 
ports, is wholly encircled with Forcfts 5 growing ■ 
for the moft part on the fides of high Hills and ;| 
Mountains. The moft confiderable of thefe is \ I 
the Mons Carpathus, by the Tranfylvanians named j 
Crapak, and by the Ruffians Biefcid 5 which runs j 
along the South of the whole Principallity, di- j 
viding it from the Ruffian Empire. And indeed j 
the Inlands are almoft as Mountainous as the | 
outmoft bounds of the Country 5 fo that you | 
fhall hardly pafs from one great Town to ano- i 
thcr but by a road which leads you thro a Wood j 
and over the top of fome rocky Hill. The high- j 
. eft Inland Mountain is near Fogaras on the River I 
II Alt' y the top whereof is inacccffible and always [ 
covered with (how. 

Out of thefe Hills the Tranfylvanians dig Gold i 
and other Metals 5 tho not in fuch plenty as in ! 
Hungary. Th ei r chief Mines are at Sculatti, wh ich 

the Hungarians call Zalatna 5 and at Rimili Do- 
minurdtz^, call'd by the Germans Hern-Bachlein 
i. e. Rrvuli Dominicorum, as their own Authors 
explain it. In this later they fometimes have 
found large lumps of Virgin-Gold 5 which has 
bin fen t to the Mint without any further pu- 
rifying. Which gave occafion to the old Ro- 
mans to coin a Meddal, ftill to be met with, re- 
prefenting on the one fide an arm'd Man with 
this Infoription, C. Cato: on the other was in- 
fcrib'd Dacia, reprefented by a Goddefs with a 
Book open in her right hand, wherein was writ- 
ten Aur. pur. or, Fine Gold. Their beft Silver 
Mines are near Offer a and Radna $ where they

deal of art with a -mixture of feveral forts of j 
Herbs, and fold at a great rate to Foreigners. 

The Forefts abound with all forts of Venifon 
as Deer, Wild-Boars, Foxes, isre. They have 
alfo a fort of wild Horfes, which run incredibly 
raft and have mains hanging down to the ground. 
The Hares are much larger here then in the 
Weftern parts of Europe 3 and their skins carry 
a farr purer furr. The Wolves and Bears in 
Alt land and other neighbouring Counties run 
ufually in great Herds, thirty or forty together: ! 
and in the Winter do much mifchief, efpecially 
amongft the Horfes and other Cattle. 

1 here is no Nation in the World where wheat 
is either better or more plentiful then in Tran- 
fylvania : infbmuch that the ordinary Pcafants! 
teed on no other fort of bread. The blade of; 
this grain is here ufually as thick as an ordinary j 
reed, and grows to a great heigh th. They fel-l 
dom fow any Oats : or, if they do, 'tis only to j 
feed their Horfes and (with a mixture of Miller I 
or Hirfe) to fatten their Swine. Barley docs; 
not thrive well with them 5 and nature has fup- j 
ply'd this defect by furnifhing them with Wine 
in fo plentiful a manner that they need not trou- 
ble thcmfelves with the brewing of beer. That 
little beer which the Country affords fufficiently 
difcovers their fmall skill in this art 3 and ( being I 
muddv, raw and ill-taftcd ) ferves only tofet off 1 ' 
their Wine. 

Their Wine is every where very plentiful and 
is reckon'd much more noble then anv that! 
grows in Walachia, the Wmdifb Marquifate, Au- 
ftria or Moravia 5 but farr jnferiour to the Rhe- 
?iifh and Hungarian Wines. It has ufuallv a! 

tincture of Chalk or Sulphur: and, for thatj 
reafon, is thought a mighty promoter of the) 
gowt and other like diftempers. The beft and ! 
whojfomeft Tranfylvanian Wines grow about Wef- 
fenburg, Deva, Engedine, Binheilmium, Fenifcb 
and Mediefch. 

In fhort, the Country is fo well provided for, 
with all manner of neceffaries and conveniences 5 
that either the Fields, Woods, Rivers, Hills, j 
Plains, isre. can afford, that there feems great! 
reafon for the antient draughts on Trajan's Med-j 
dal: whereon was reprefented the Goddefs Ceres I 
with a Cornucopia in her right hand, and in the;

couraged the Romans from adventuring anv fur- \ 
ther into his Kingdom. The next that encoun- 
i tcr'd him was Trajan 5 who, after a few bloody ; 
; skirmiOies, redue'd him to fuch extremities chat 1 
ijhe was fore'd to beg his peace by a iubmiflion ; 
j t and homage to the Scepter of Rome. Bur, be- I 
; ing of a fierce and ungovernable temper, he ' 
I could not long brook this fervitude, but rcfor/d \ 
I i to venture on a RevoIt,tho thereby he fhould run j 
the hazard of a final deftruction. Accordingly, I 
: he once more defies the Emperor and his forces 5 ; 
'but prov'd fo unfuccefsful in the undertaking !■ 
j that his* Kingdom was now wholly overrun, 
jihis Palace taken and deftroy'd. Whereupon, : 
i finding himfelf irrecoverably miferable, he threw \ 
1 himfelf upon the point of his Sword.- leaving \

i j to prove, tranfplanted the Roman Colonies, and j

But King Ferdinand fo hotlv 
engaged this young Prince and his Mother IfaA 
bella, that they were forced to call in the Grand ; 
Seignior to their afllftance. Upon the arriveal 
of the Turkjlh forces lfabella and her young Son 
left Hungary and recird into Tranfylvania: but 
was not long after forced to furrender both 
that and the Lower Hungary (with the Crown! 
Scepter and other Royal Ornaments of that 
kingdom) to Ferdinand^ in exchange for the: 
Dukedom of Oppeln aud Franc kenfiein in Silejia. 
Hereupon, the Turkifb Emperor engaged in a 
new war with Ferdinand to recover the rights 
of Prince John h who (as Prince of Tranfylvania) 
was his Vatfal. This war continu'd for fome^ 
years: nil at length a peace was concluded for 
eight years with the Emperor Maximilian the 
Second, King Ferdinand' s Son and fucceficur in 
the Throne of Hungary, A. D. 1568. In this' 
League Prince John was alfo included, and there- 
upon reftor'd to Ins Dominions in Tranfyl^a?da -\ 
which he enjoy'd quietly to his death. 

3. In the year 1571. Prince John^ dying with- 
out iftue , was fucceeded by Stephen Batthori : 
who ( having Lv'd fix }*ears in peace with the 
Emperor Ma>:imilia?z) was promoted to the 
Kingdom of Poland, upon the recommendation 
of Amur at h III. Emperor of the Turks. 

4. Upon his removeal, his Brother Chriftopher 
Batthori fucceeded in the Principallity : and, dying 
in the year 1 5 8 1 . left it to his Son — 

'5. Sigifmund-. who threw off the Turkifo yoke 
and enter 'd into an offenfive and defenfive league 
with the Emperor Rudolphws 3 by whom ( in 
the year 1 5^4. ) he was admitted to a feat and 
; Vote in the Diet of Ratisbcn and declared a Prince 
of the Empire. (But with this provifo, Thar, 
upon the failure of his Line, the Principallity of 
Tranfylvania fhould be reannex'd to the Kingdom 
of Hungary. ) Upon this Princes openly avowing 
of his Revolt from under rhc Great Turk, feveral 
of his Nobility began to fhew themfelvcs ex- 
tremely difTatisfv'd with thefe meafures ; fome of 
them being fo farr enraged that they immedi- 
ately difpitch'd AmbafTadors to the Grand Seig- 
nior's Court, defiring that tiiis Prince might be 
depos'd and Balthafar Batthori put in his place.

jj made up of four feveral Nations, different in

I j following Order. 
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The Manners, Langzzage, isre. of the Saxons 
in Transylvania. 
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Thaitafius Kirchet ( and after him 
Erichius and others ) attributes 
the firft original of the Saxons in 
thefe parts, to the ftory of the 
Piper of Hammelen 5 which the 
Reader may find at large in the 
Volume fag.

then them. 2. The German writers themfelves, 
thofc cfpccially of the beft repute araongft them, 
j acknowledge that the 'whole German Nation 
j (and confequen tly the Saxons) is the offspring 
I of the antient Tranfyuanians. Thus Bertiu* :

I j doubtlc(s by himfelf from its Hungarian name 
! j Gomb. Over this they wear a loofe Coat Un'd , 
j with Fur ; not much longer in the body then 
j i the other, and fomewhat fhortcr in the fleeves. 

Their Hole are' the lame with thofe already 
; I defcrib'd 5 and their Shoes little different, faving 
j i poflibly in the Heels, which are made of thin 
I ! plates of Iron, with the edge downwards. Thefe 
the Turks call Czizme ; and arc the ufual wear 
of the Polanders, Turk?* and Hungarians, as well 
as the Saxons. On their Heads they wear Caps 
j or Bonnets of Cloth lin d with Fur. The Wo- 
| men are exactly habited according to the tafhion 
! of the Dacian Matrons abovemencion'd, as the 
! diftance of this Age from theirs will permit ; 
which may be another undeniable argument to 
prove them the genuine Daughters of thofe an- 
cient Dac*. The married Women wear fo much 
Terfian and Arabian Silks wrapp'd round their 
Head and Neck that little of their Face appears : 
but the Virgins go ufually bareheaded, with their j 
Hair wreath 'd and laid into Rolls, and fct off 
with Jewels and precious Stones, if their Purfcs ; 
will afford it. The Women generally, old and 
young, wear Aprons ; and thofe of the better i 
fafhion never wane a noble Bofs of Gold or Sil- 
ver gilt 'on their breaft, whereon they have a 
I Landskip, City, Caftle, or fome other curious 
fancy wrought in ftoncs of different colours 

and luftrc. 

The onlv people that glory in long Hair, and 
who ( by the fafhion of the Counrry ) are per- 
mitted to appear abroad with fo much Hair as 
will cover their Ears, are thcyoung Saxon Clergy 5 
who commonlv fpend more time in fetting out 
their Trefles and Curls then is poftible for them 
to beftow on their Studies. The Levitical Law ; 
indeed forbids the Priefts to make baldnefs upon 
their head or to /have the corner of their beard: but 

thefe are the onlv men I have hitherto met with 
who, under the Gofpel, have adventur'd (in 
defiance of all primitive Canons Ecclefiafticai ) 
to enjoy the wearing of long hair as a decent ; 

attire for thofe that ferve at the Altar. 

The Tranfylvanian-Saxons have this to plead 

for being at leaft a branch of the fame ftock 
with their Name-fakes in Germany, that they are 
generally ftout drinkers. They have here the ;

In their funeral Rites they obfervcalmoft the ;

loud Howlings and Groans; fhedding good ^ 
ftore of counterfeit tears , and difoovcring a 
deal of feign'd forrow in their disfigur'd Coun- 
tenances.

dies and Gentlewomen flock in great numbers : 
to learn the art, and to enable themfelves to do 
the like good offices for their own relations here- 
after.. 

'Tis a great defect in the works of antient ; 
Latin and Greek Hiftorians that we have no ac- \ 
count given us of the language of the old Dacia

The Siculi of Transylvania. 




Any of thc Hungarian Writers, 
not too well skill'd in the Anti- 
quities of their own Nation, will 
needs have thefe Siculi , or Ci- 
culi ( call'd in the Hungarian Lan- 
guage 5 1 zgzpely, and in their own 
Dialect Zeckeli ) to be a diftinct people from 
thc ancient Huns, and ( no body knows how ) 
brought hither out of Sicily. The great ltxels 
of their Argument is founded on the Authority 
of Ran/anus, who ( for the honour of his own 
Country ) firft ftartcd this opinion 5 aldio there 
needs nothing more to be infifted on to take ofF 
all the colour that can be for fuch an aucrtion, 
then to put thefe Authors in mind of the diffe- 
rent Languages fpoken by thefe two Nations, 
wholly independent on one another. Whereas 
on the contrary, the Zick^li perfectly underftand 
the Hungarian Language 5 and fpeak a Tongue 
only different from that in Dialect. 

The truth is, thefe Siculi are a branch of the 
ancient Scythians 5 who were driven out of Pan- 
nonia by Attila and his Huns. Upon this irrup- 
tion they were rbre'd to feek new Countries 5 
but fome of them, if ill defirous to fix as near 
as potfible to the rich Country they were late 
Mailers of, ventur'd to fet up their ftaff in this 
part of Dacia. Yet fearing left if they ihould 
difcover themfclves, the Huns would ferret 'cm 
out of thefe Bcrries 3 they diffembl'd their ori- 
ginal, and call'd themfelves Szek.be lyi 3 which, 
in thc Hungarian tongue, fignifies no more then 
Diftriaus Occupatores? men of fuch a District or 
Province. 

Tho, after this fragment had thus got pof- 
feflion of this part of the Country , they and 
thc Dacians immediately fell into a courfe of 
trade and commerce 3 yet they never could hi- 
therto be brought to fo good an undemand- 
ing of each other as to unite and become one 
people. The Siculi arc govern'd by their own 
ancient Laws and Cuftoms : and valuing them- 
felves upon their antiquity, have generally a 
grand conceit of the worth and Nobility of their 
Families. Infomuch. that you (hall hardly meet 
with an ordinarr Plowman or Shepherd but has 
got a Title of Honour and a Character very 
difproportionablc to the meannefs of his Employ- 
ment and Eftatc. They divide themfclves into

Mf«^ following the methods of other 
more Indent Geographers, rightly divides th s 
Cbuntry into the Upper and Lower Cram : but 
very unadvifedly reckons the County of Grotz^ 
( which ftands in Friuli) a part of the former, 
and places the City of Laubach in the fame Pro- , 

Vin in the Upper Crain the places confiderablc j 
are.- i. Lack or Bifcboffs-lack. upon the River j 

Steyer : call'd by Lazius Anioninus s Pratorium La- ; 

tonicorum, or Japodum Municipium. The Gover- 1 
nor of this City has a Jurifdi<5tion which reaches j 
ten German miles round; and encompafles two ; 
hundred Villages all at his Devotion. The Em- j 
peror Hemy the Third gave this Town with all j 
its Territories to the Bilhop of Freyfing in Bava- \ 
ria, whofe Lieutenant to this day is its Gover- * 
nor: whence it has the name of Bifchoffs- Lacks 
Conrad Bilhop of Gurck-> whom the Pope ( in op- 
pofition to one Degenhard, fet up by the Empe- 
ror) had nominated Bifhop of Freyfing, was 
here (lain by his Pages : who, having murder 'd 
their Matter, fled with five thoufand Ducats of 
Gold which he had hoorded. They buried him 
in his own Garden : where, for fome years, his 
Corps lay undifcover'd. Afterwards, in the year 
1433. the murderers were apprehended and con- 
fefs'd the Fact.* whereupon the body was digg'd 
up and bury'd in the Pariflh-Church ^ in Lack. 
In the year 1451. the Town was befieg'd, taken, ! 
plunder'd and burnt, by John Witobitz^ a Cillijh 1 
Commander : fince which it has bin more fplen- 
didly rebuilt and fortify 'd. ( 
2. Crainburg, feated on the banks of the 
Savus and at the mouth of the Kanckea, on the 
top of a fmall Hill .* and fortify 'd with a ftrong 
Caftle, which the Inhabitants call Kisflftein. The 
Town has three Churches in it; and the Suburbs 
a fair Monaftery of Capuchins. Lazius fancies 
it to be the Japodum Noviodunum. For which ! 
conjecture he brings thefe good Arguments, 1. 
It exactly anfwers to Antvnine's Latitude. 2. It 
appears, from the antient records of the Town, 
that 'twas formerly call'd Newburg 5 which very 
well renders the Latin word Noviodunum. And j 
laftly, there are daily digg'd up in and near the j 
Town old Roman Meddals, with other Monu- 
ments of Antiquity, which fufhciently demon- 
ftrate that there has bin formerly a Colony of 
their Soldiers planted in this place. However, 
'tis memorable enough for having once given 
Title to the Marquifes of Crainburg before men- 
tion'd. 

3 Ratmansdorff, on the Northern banks 
of the Savus, a little above Crainburg 5 over a- 
gainft which the River Rainflbach empties it felf 
into the Sou. Lazius mentions a great many 
Roman Antiquities found near this Town 5 and 
tells us further that the noble Styrian Family of 
R at manfdorff have hence their original Title, tho 
none of them (for many generations) have bin ' 
Lords of the place. 

4. Stain, on the River Stretz^ or Vriftric^ 
wherein ftands a large, and well endow'd, Mona- 
ftery of Francifcons. 

In the Lower, the Towns "of beft note arc 
1. Laubach or Laybach, on the banks of a Ri- 
ver of the fame name: the Metropolis of the 
Dukedom of Crain. Cluverius ( in the firft book 
ot his Italia Aniiqud ) that the antient Naupertus^ 
which fome modern Geographers fancy to be the 



fame with Laubach, ftocd at the mouth o 
Fraintzr-y and that this Town is built cut of the 
ruins of the old Hemona. But Lazius, whole 
Authority prevails with the moft later writers, 
endeavours to prove that this is the true Nau- 
portus 5 famous for the landing of Jafon and his 
Argonauts. Thefe, as Hiftorians inform us, fee 
forth from Argos Pelajgicum in Tbejfaly, and fay I'd 
unto Colchos on the Eaft fide of the Euxine Sea r 
but, being purfu'd by the King of Colchos s Fleet, 
they declined returning by the Hellefpont, and 
(bearing Northwards) they entr'd the mouth 
of the IJiher or Danow. Up this River they fail'd , 
till they came to the confluence of the Danow\ 
and Savus $ and then, taking up the latter, they 
at laft to the mouth of the Labach and 



came 
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landed at this Town : whence they travell'd by 
Land to the Adriatic Sea, and fo return 'd to 
Greece. Afterwards, faies Lazius, the Latobici,a 
branch of the Japcdes, chang'd the name of this 
Port into Labacum : call'd by the Slavonians Lub- 
lana, and by the Italians Lubbiana or Lubiana. 
The Air hereabouts is very unwholefome 5 and 
yet the Town is well built and exceeding popu- 
lous. The Caftle is large, and ufually well 
man'd .* but, being commanded by a neighbou- 
ring Hill, is not very ferviceable. Befides the 
Town it felf is a place of no great ftrength 5 
and, efpecially towards the River, lyes open and 
expos'd to an Enemy's mercy. One memora- 
ble fiege however it endur'd, when the Empe- 
ror Frederic was crown'd at A/fens the Empe- 
ror s Brother Albert and Count Vlric taking that 
opportunity to attack it. But it made fo good 
refiftancc, that Frederic had time to return be- 
fore the furrender, to raife the fiege and rout 
the Enemy that lay entrench'd before it. 

2. Zircbnit^ a Town of no great bulk (as 
not containing above three hundred Houfes^).-! 
but very famous for the admirable Lake near 

it, call'd from hence der Zircbnitzer-See or La- 
cus Circonicenfis. This Lake is about four Ger- 
man miles in length, and two in breadth 5 being 
encompafs'd on all fides with Mountains at fome 
diftance, and on the South fhut in with the 
Bimbaumer-Wald or Foreft of Pear-trees. In the 
month of June yearly the water of this Lake de- 
scends under ground through a great many 
large holes in the bottom 5 returning again in 
September with a violent afoent, fpringing and 
mounting up to the heigth of a Pike and foon 
covering the foremention'd tract of ground. 
When the water is funk, the Earth makes a 
fpecdy production of grafsj yeilding good pa- 
fturage for the Cattle and feeding the Deer,! 
Hares, tec. which refort hither from the ad-' 
joining Hills and Foreft s, and draw back be- 
fore the return of the waters. There are great 

i° re T°f Carps ' Eels ' Tcnch > and other Fifti in 
the Lake : but none pretend to catch them 

without a Licence from the Prince of Eckenburg, 
who- is Lord of the place. Only, as the water 
goes oft every man has free liberty to take what 
he can : At which time the Country Peafants, 
by intercepting their paftage at the Hole's mouth, 
catch plenty of Fifh, which would otherwife re- 
tire with the water under the Earth, and not 
return before the next September. The neigh- 
bourhood cannot give any account that ever 
the water fail'd to defcend and rife again yearly : 
nor have they any tradition whereby they pre- 
tend to trace out the firft original of this ft range 
quality Some late Writers have fancy 'd this 
to be the fame with the Lugea Palus mention d 
by Strabo : but if fo, 'tis almoft as great a won- 
der that the ancient Philofophcrs fhould not fo 
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much as mciirion fo remarkable a fecret in Na- 
ture. 

3. Laas, not far from the Zirchnitzer-See \ 
a place noted for a breed of well-lhap'dHorfcs - 
tho for fcrvice much inferior to thofe that are 
'bred in Karftia. In the year 1455 Count Cilly 
had many skirmifhes with this Town 3 and was 
fometimes fhamefully beaten back. 

4. Ober-Laubach, call'd in the Slavonian Tongue 
Werdick, is featcd on the fame River with the 
other Laubach already defcrib'd. 'Tis a great 
Mart for Italian Goods 5 which ate brought hi- 
ther over the Mountains from Goritz^, and are 
hence Shipp'd into feveral parts of Germany.

This is 
Lazius's opinion : who alfo aflerts that the Counts) | 
of Tyrol had their original from the Counts ofj| 
this place. The Town however is oId 5 for 
here Dieterich King of the Goths vanquiih'd Odo~ 
acrus the King of the Heruli. 3 Tis divided into 
two parts, the Upper and Lower 5 the former 
whereof is chiefly built for the defence of the 
latter, in which are feated the Houfes of the 
Governor and others of the Nobility. The Wen- 
difh or Schlavonzan tongue reaches no further 
'Weft then this place: where the Burghers fpeak 
an odd corruption of the Latin, inclining more 

[to the French then Italian Dialect 5 infomuch 
that the Venetians and other people of Italy can- 
not without great difficulty converfe with them. 
All proceedings in Courts of Judicature, asalfo 
all the Edicts of the Emperor (who is Lord of 
the Town) are publilh'd in the German language. 
In the year 1 508: the Venetians befieg'd and took 
.Gortz,: but were forc'd by the Emperor Maxi- 
milian the Firft to furrender it the year following. 
:Afterwards, in the year 1616. they attempted 
a fecond furprizeal but were forced to retreat. 

5. Idp.i a, a famous Berg-Town in the County 
pf Gortz,on the confines of Craiv. It ftands on the 
banks of a fmall Rivulet of the fame name: which, 
after a great rain, fwells fo confiderably as to 
be able to convey vaft quantities of Firr-trees, 
and other fuel for the Mines, from the adjoyn- 
ing Mountains. Hence Leandro calls it Super- 
bijfimo fiume d' Idria 5 tho in the drought of Sum- 
mer 'tis much too humble to challenge fuch a 
[full-blown Epithet- The Town is chiefly fa- 
mous for the Quick-Silver Mines .- well known 
to all the neighbouring parts, and exceedingly 
beneficial to many at a greater diftancc. The 
entrance into thefe Mines is in the Town 5 and 
the depth of the deepeft pitt one hundred twenty 
and odd Fathoms. Some Virgin Quick-Silver 
they meet with in thefe Mines, which difcovers 
it felf without the help of fire, and is either 
plainly to be feen in the Earth or Ore, or falls 
down in fmall drops, and fomtimes ftreams out 
-n good quantities. Another fort they have, 
efs pure, which is feparated from the Earth by 
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water in a fieve and needs not the ordinary way 



of extraction by fire. Plain Quick-Silver, as they 
call it, is that which is not at firft perceiv'd by 
the eye; but is forced out of the natural Cinna- 
ber of Mercury by the Furnace. This Ore is 
of a dark colour mixt with red 5 which is beaten 
to pieces and fo refin'd. An Accurate account 
of thefe Mines, with the methods of ordering 
and melting the Ore, was at large communica- 
ted in a Letter from Venice to Dr. John Wilkjns 
(then Dean of Rippon, and afterwards Biihcp 
of Chefter) by the Learned Dr. Pope. An ab- 
ftrac~f. whereof the curious Reader may find 
publilh'd in the Tranfactions of our Royal So- 
ciety, Vol. 1. Pag. 21. 

6. Pontafel (or Pont a Fela, as the Itali- 
ans better exprcfc it ) has its name from the Ri- 
ver Fela or Vellach 5 on which 'tis feated. In 
the middle of the Bridge ftand the boundaries 
betwixt the Dukedom of Carinthia and the Ve- 
?2etian Territories in Friuli ± and the Citizens 
feem to be a mixture of both Countries, fpeak- 
ing good Italian and as accurate High-Dutch, 
Lazjus obferves that the banks of the River Vil- 
lach are fubject to three different Potentates: 
for firft, the Houfe of Aufiria are Lords of it as 
farr as the Fort Clufius$ after which begins part 
of the Diocefs of Bamberg? which takes in little 
Tarvis and the Villages adjoyning 5 and hftlyi, 
under die Seigniory of Venice are ^Ponieba, Sec lu- 
fa, Paffo, Vellacbum or Vela ( fo he calls Pontafel), 
the ruins of the old Julium Camicum, the Abbey 
of Maza, Aven-onum or Peichfldorf Glemona and 
the Fort Ofopzwz. Tin's rich Vailey is by Lati?t 
Authors named Beloia Vallis$ by the Italians? 
Canal de Fela ; and by the Gemans, Das Velacher 
Thai. In the year 1661. the Aufirians ftorm'd 
Pontafel, and made a great daughter among 
the Venetians-^ who foon after reveng'd the quar- 
rel, recovered the Town and made'a bloody In r 
road into Carinthia. 

To thefe we might add, 1. Gradiska, about 
five Englijh miles from Gort^: fuppos'd by Clu- 
verius, to be the fame place which the old Ro- 
mans call'd Ad undecimum Lapidem. 2. Mont- 
falcon, famous for its Medicinal Herbs. 5. Con- 
cordia, antiently a noble Town 5 but fofarr de- 
molifh'd by Attila and his Huns that 'tis now no- 
thing but ruins. 4. Grada, the feat of a Patriarch 
over the neighbouring Iflcs. 5. S.Vito.-6. Tijana. 
With fome others of lefs note on thefe Coafts. 
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Etwixt Friuli and Iftria is the fmall 
Province of Karfiia h beim< com- 
monly reputed a part of the for- 
mer.. There is little mention 
made of this part of the Coun- 
ts ■ °7 . amongft Geographers and 
Hiiionans: nor is the place remarkable for anv 
thing more then a Breed of good Horfes, which 
furnifh the ftables of moft of the Princes and 
Noadity*, Italy. >Tis a PcninfoJa 5 almoft en- 
circled with the Rivers Alien and Lifonzc.

1. Triefie, call'd by the ancient Remans Ter- 
geftum 5 whence the adjoining Bay had in for- 
mer times the name Sinus Tergeftinus, and is by 
the modern Italians call'd Goljo di Triefie. 'Twas 
a Roman Colony at firft ; afterwards it fell into 
the hands of the Venetians, and laftly became 
fubject to the Arch-Dukes of Aufiria, who to 
this day are Lords of the place. The only Trade 
of the Town is in Salt$ great quantity hereof 
is here made and convey 'd into foreign parts. 

2. Haydofchena, or Haydenfchafft ; on the Ri- 
ver Kobel, and near the Confines of Crain. It 
is fituate within the County of Gortz^j was anci- 
ently a City of good note, but is now only a 
fmall Market-Town. 

3; Frofeg, or Prcfeck, not far from Triefie 5 
fubjecb to the Auflrian Family, who have a noble 
Revenue yearly ont of the Wine made and fold at 
this place. The old Romans nam'd this Town 
and the neighbouring Hilly Country Peucir.umz 
and the Wine of thefe parts was fo famous even 
in thefe days that Liuia^ the Wife of Augufius, 
ufed no other cordial when (he was above ieven- 
ty years of age. This liquor is faid to have fo 
good a body that it may be kept ftrong and 
lively to a man s age 5 and its excellent quali- 
ties are, with fome Gufto, dcCcrib'd by Pliny in 
the fourteenth Book of his Natural Hiftory, 
cap. 6. 

4. Wipac, or Vipac (fo call'd from a River of 
the fame name, on the banks whereof 'tis feated ) 
is another place famous for rich Wines 5 which 
are hence carry'd on Horfcback over the Rocky 
Mountains in the Byrbaumer-Wald to Ober-Lay- 
bach-> and thence convey 'd down the River into 
Crain and other parts of the Empire. Out of 
the Cuftom of thefe Wines the Houfe of Aufiria 
has a good revenue 5 and no fmall income from 
the Horfe-Fairs here kept yearly for all Karfiia 
and the neighbouring Provinces. 



During the grandeur of the Roman Empire, Hi- 
ftria was one of its Provinces: but regain'd its 
Liberty upon the decay and ruin of the City. 
This Liberty the Iftrians enjoy'd till by their fre- 
quent Piracies they had incens'd the Venetians; 
who under the command of their Duke Petro 
Candiano took feverai of their Towns in the 
year ^jS. Afterwaras Duke Henry Dondalo made 
the whole Country 1 ributary in the year 1 1 ^o. 
In which Eftate it has eveV fince continu'd. 

The only City, I think, in this Countrv fub- 
ject to the Houfe of Aufiria is St. Veitz, feated on 
the Adriatic fhore, at the mouth of the River 
Flaum or Pflaum, betwixt the Iflands of Cherfo 
and Vegia. Near chis Town , on the top of 
Mount Ter fiat ftands a fair Francifcan Mona- 
llerv ; from which down to the River you do - 
fcend by an innumerable Company ( fo the fa- 
bulous Monks here will endeavour to perfwade 
you) of iteps 5 and which, they tell us, no man 
was ever yet able to reckon up twice the fame 
number. In the Suburbs ftands a Monaftery 
of Capuchins 5 wherein was concluded the me- 
morable i reaty of Peace betwixt the Emperor 
and the State of Venice in the year i£i8. Hither 
the Nobility and Gentry of 'Aufiria fend thek 
Children to be inftrudted in the Italian Tongue; 
which is here taught and fpeke in its greateft 
purity. The Town affords good entertainment 
and accommodation for ftrangers 5 the River 
Pflaum furnifiiing them with plenty of large 
Trouts, and other good forts of h~(k. 

For a particular Defcription of the other Ci- 
ties and great Towns in Ifiria ( generally fob- 
jed: to the State of Venice ) we refer the Reader 
to the Volume of Italy. 
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Jfiria, or Ifiria, iszPeninfula. It is 
bounded on the Eaft, Weft, and 
South v/ith the Adriatic Sea, and 
fome {mall part of the River Al- 
ben> } and on the North fepara- 
ted from Carniola by the Ger- 
man Alps. 

The Country is Woody and Mountainous 5 
and the Air fo unhealthv that the Venetians 
were forced ( when they became firft Mafters 
of the place ) to hire people to dwell there. 'Tis 
not yet very populous 5 and the beft fervicc it 
does the State and City of Venice is in fending 
them good ftore of Stone and Timber, for the 
building of their Houfes and Ships. 

The ancient Hifirians are fuppos'd to have 
been a people of Colchos; who being fent by 
King J&ta to purfue Jafon and his Argonauts, and 
failing of their defign, durft: not return 5 and 
fo fix'd themfelves in tliis Country. But thefe 
were ftrangers to the name of Iftrians 5 for the 
I/iri were long afterwards brought hither by 
Japis an JEtolian from the banks of the Ifther or 
Danoxt?. H encc the Land got the name of Ifiria 5 
and is fometimes in Latin Writers call'd Japigia, 

from the foremention'd Captain of this people.

Indorum Marchia, or Windifchmarch 

is indeed (:as the name intimates) 
a Slavonian Province, and fub-^ 
ject to the Emperor as King of j 
Hungary 5 and nor, as fome ima- 
gine, a part of Carniola, and 

immediately under the Dominion of the Houfe 

of Aufiria. 

! Under the name of Windifchmarch the modem 
inhabitants of this part of the Country comprc- 
: hend all Dalmatia and Liburnia, as alfo the tract 
of ground betwixt the Saw and Draws : Altho 
the generality of Geographers underftand no 
more by the word then what (according to 
the account of J. Henry Hagelganfs, a late ^Ger- 
man Geographer, in his Befihreibung Der Kayjer- 
I lichen Erblanden, p. 158.) is bounded on the 
j North with the County of Cellei, on the Eaft: 
'with Croatia, and on the South and Weft with 
Carniola. 

The Country is Mountainous and barren 3 in- 
habited by the true offspring of the ancient Ve- 
nedi, the moft confidcrable branch of the Sla- 
vonian Nation 5 as their Tongue ftill tcftifies, 
which is pure Slavonian, without almoft any 
mixture of the German Language. 

\ Places of moil importance in this finall Pro- 
vince, are: 

1 . Gotfchee 5 a Town fo confiderable tha t hence 
a part ot the Country adjoining has the name 
' of Gotfcheer-Landlein 5 and its inhabitants will 
needs pretend to be a diftincl: Province of thern- 
felves,without any dependance cither on Windifch- 
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march or the Lower Camiola. To make out this terwards in the year 1578. they ftorm'd and 
Indcpcndencv the more clear and evident, the jjplunder'd it a fecond time: but, as they returned 
Citizens of Gotfche affect the German language 3 jiwith their booty, were trepa n d by an Army of 
which, tho furrounded with the Wendijb or Sla- < c^a/^.^«,*w mA r* n ~*:*~.

i zonian, they generally fpeak in a kind of Schwa- 
I bijh tone or Dialect. Hence they will tell you 
that their forefathers were, by (bme of the Ger- 
man Emperors, tranfplanted hither out of Sue- 
via or Schwabe 3 and that they are nothing at 
all related to their nefghbours, but are origi- 
nally true Germans. The Town is large, and 
feated in the middle of a Wood : but a place of 
no great ftrength. 

2. Seifenburg, a confideralk Market-Town on 
the banks of the River GurcJk.1 at prefent fubject 
to the Counts of Averfperg. The Burgers are 
plentifully ftor'd with Trouts, Pikes, and other 
Fifh out of the River Gurck. 3 which is alfo fa- 
mous for the belt Crevifes in thefe parts. j 

3. Newftatl, or Rudolphs-worth, a little below j 

Sezjenburg, on the fame River. J Tis reputed a j 
place of great antiquity, notwithstanding the 
novelty hinted at in its name 5 as having been 
defended, tho in vain, by a Roman Colony againft. 
Chiniva King of the Goths in the days of Decius 
the Emperor. Afterwards it was honoured with 
the refidence of King Dieterich. And at laft the 
Charter, and large priviledges which it ftill en- 
joys, conferr'd on it by the Emperor Frideric the 
Fourth, in recompense of the flout refiftance it 
had made againft the united Forces of Albert 
Duke of Auftria and Ulric Count of Cilly, in the 
year 1435. The Town is famous for the belt 
Wine in thofe parts ; and beautified with a fair 
Monaftery of Franczfcans. About four Englifh 
miles from this Town is a wholefome Bath : 
known by the name of Neuftatter Doplitzj and 
much frequented by Foreigners. 

4. Landfirafs, a ftrong little Town, encircled 
with the River Gurck* 'Twas antiently delivcr'd 
up by the Houfc of Auftria (together with Gurck- 
feld, another neighbouring Town) into the 
hands of the Counts of Cilly? by way of Ho- 
ftage 5 to be for ever forfeited to thofe Princes 
in cafe the Auftrians fhould make the firft breach 
of the peace eftablifh'd betwixt the two Houfes. 
Near this Town there is a long ridge of Hills 5 
the Valleys whereof were formerly nothing but 
a continu'd Wildernefs or Defart for fome Ger- 
man miles together. But,within thefe few Ages,thc 
Country has bin ftock'd with a number of fair 
Villages 5 the Trees being rooted up, and the 
ground improv'd into good pa Murage and Mea- 
dows. This great change was wrought by a 
company of Wallachians 3 who, wanting a Coun- 
try to fix in, ventur'd on this Enterprize and 
here ftill enjoy the fruits of their labour. They 
name themfelvcs Vfstp/ken 3 and, in the exercifes 
of their Devotion, obferve the rules of the 
Gracian Church. They pay no tribute to the 
Emperor: but acknowledge him to bejjhcir la w- 
ful Prince, and think themfclves oblig'd upon 
occafion to furnifh him with an Army of men 
proportionable to the number of their houfes. 

5. Metling, on the River Kulp 5 in the road 
from Laybach into Croatia. The Wood, thro 
which the forementiond road panes, is verv 
rough and ftony 3 but the reft of the Country 
hereabouts is generally plcafant and fruitful. 
There are two large Forefts belong to this Town : 
one whereof is full of Chefnut-trces and the ci- 
ther of Oakes and Acorns 3 both which contri- 
bute well to the fatning of their many and vaft 
herds of Swine. In the year 1431. the Turks 
lurprjzd this place 3 and mod barbaroufly Maf- 
iacred thegreateft part of its Inhabitants. Af~

j _ 6. Reifnitzi ( Mercator calls it ReiffnicJk., and, 
I in his Map, has crronioufly rcprcfented it as a 
j fmall Village in the Lower Camzola ) a. noted 
j Town on the Borders of Camiola 5 not farr from 
j the. Zirchnitzgr-See. *Tis the chief Town in 
! a fmall Wendijh Barony, calPd from thence Der 
Reifnitzer Boden : and the ufual place for the 
muftering of the Imperial Train'd Bands -in 
thefe parts. In the year 1480. the Turks made 
an Incurfion as farr as this place, and hVd a 
good part of the Town. 
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The Town and County of Cilly, 




HE noble and anticnt City of 
Cilly ( by Pliny call'd Celeia, and 
by other Latin writers nam'd Ci- 
lia, Zelia? C<elia and Celia) is 
feated on the River Saan, in a , 
tolerably pleafant and fruitful | 
country. The great numbers of Roman Coins, 
Medals and other Antiquities, daily found in 
and near diis place would be fufficient argu- 
ments to prove how confiderable the Town was 
in thofe days 5 if the Latin Hiftorians (hould 
have fail'd in giving us an account of this Co- 
lony. One Monument thev have more efpe- 
cially remarkable 3 the ruins of a vaft pillar of 
Marble, each Stone whereof is too weighty for 
the ftouteft Wagon to carry off at once. There 
are feveral fair Monafteries in this Town: a- 
mongft which that of the Minorites is moft ob- 
fervable, as being honour'd with the Burial 
and Monuments of moft of the antient Counts 
of Cilly. In the year 14.92. the Turks made an 
Attempt upon this Town 5 but were beatenj 
back by the Courage and prudent conduct off 
Georgp Baron of Herberflein. 

The large County of Cilly ( which reaches as 
farr as the Trojanerberg from the Bridge of Pet- 
tau, including alfo Warafin, Copreinitz^ with fome 
other Schlavonian or Weudijh Forts ) was anti- 
ently fubject to its own Counts 5 who were alfo 
Barons of Sanneck.. The firft of thefe was Fre- 
deric the fon of Leopold Baron of Sanneck. : who, 
with the confent of the Archduke of Auftria, 
was created Count of Cilly by the Emperor Xa- 
the Fourth, m the year 1339. Afterwards, 
the Emperor Sigifmund carry'd them one ftep 
higher by making them (without the privity 
ot the Auftrian Princes, who were always before 
reputed the fupreme Lords of the place ) inde- 
depeiidant Princes, and call'd them to the pub 
he Diets of the Empire. Frederic and Vlric, Fa 
tner and Son, were the firft: that enjoy'd this h 
nour : which came attended with this unha 
pinris to their Family, that (as they were tL 
ftrft Princes, fo ) chcy were the laft Counts o 
Cilly. For, Frederic Duke of Auftria immediatel 
declared war againft Count Vlric, for daring 
to take upon him the tide of a Prince of the 
limpire 5 and being afterwards advanced to die 
imperial Throne prov'd too potent an Enemy 
for a petty upftart Prince to grapple with. How 
ever, Vlric, affifted by Albeit Duke of Auftria 
made fo gallant a defence 3 "that he not on! 
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fecur d his own Territories, but in a Ihort time 
] overran the greateft part of Styria and 
Atlua. But fortune at laft forfook him 3 and he

was (lain in open field by Ladiflaus, Jc^ Hu-

t-rederic the Fourth fiez'd on his Country - wh-ch 

has ever fince bin challenged as an Hereditary 
Principallity by the Dukes of Auftria. 7 

Other places of note in this County are > 
r r " 3™' . ac Prefent a fmall Village not' farr 
from Cilly y in Medlingerthal or MedlicktTl, but 
antiently a famous Qcy, the work of the old 
Metullz, the nobleft branch of the Japodes. In 
the year of our Lord 31. this City was befieg'd, 
taken and dcmohfhU by the Emperor AuguLs - 
m remembrance of which overthrow, fays La- 
zius, the Country people hereabouts do to this 
day name all wafte and defolate places Troias. 
lne fame Author menrions a great many Anti- 
quities found here as alfo at Sachfenfeld, Saaneck, 
and fome other neighbouring Towns. 

2. Sachfenfeld, a Market-Town on the Saan - 
about a German mile from Cilly, in the road to' 
Laybach. 'Tis fuppos'd to have had its name 
from a plantation of Saxons fent hither by Charles 
the Great: who, finding that people the moft 
prone to rebellion of all the Germaus, difperfed 
feveral Colonies of 'cm into different parts of 
his Empire. Tho I cannot fee what tolerable 
grounds any man can have for fuch an AfTer- 
tion 5 when the language of this Town and the 
neighbourhood is almoft wholly Wendijh, with- I 
out the leaft tincture of the Saxon Idiomc. That ! 
little of the German tongue which is fpoken in 
the Market-Towns and trading parts of this 
Country favours more of the Auftrian Dialect 3 
which is much different from that of the Lower 
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Saxons 5 the people moft uneafy under the Go- 
vernment of Charles the G rear, and for that rea- 
lon tranfplantcd into remoter Countries. 

3. Saaneai, manifeftly deriving its name 
trom the River Saan h on which 'tis feated. 
Twas formerly fo confiderable as to give a title 
to a family of Barons 3 afterwards, as has bin 

J^Y l ' ad vanc ' d to the h °nour of Counts 
ot Czlly: but is now dwindled into a Village of 
no great value. 

4- Rohitfch a fair Market-Town on the Bor- 
ders of Croatia; within the limits of the Lower 
Styria and part of the County of Cilly, Not 
farr from the Town ftands a Fort of the fame 
narne 3 made over by way of Pledge or Hoftage 
( the Germans call it Pfandfchilling or Earneft- 
penny ) to the Barons of Weltz. 

S.Warafm, Warafdin or Varafdinum? on the 
Confines of Styria, Hungary and Slavonian fup- i 
pos d to be the old Variana Caftra, menuon d in 
Antomne s Itinerary. Which conjecture Lazius 
endeavours to prove both from the fituation 
and Latitude of the place 5 as alfo from feveral 
Monuments of Anriquity found in and about 
the Town. 'Tis a Frontier-Town 5 and there- 
fore the Counts of Cilly, and others that have 
bin fince Mafters of the place, have bin at more 
then ordinary charges in regulating and main- 
taining its Fortifications. 

6. Copreinztz^y in Latin Authors Caproneia, a 
place of greater ftrcngth then Warafin 5 but no 
otherwife remarkable. John' Globitzer, Gover- 
nor of this Fort, won himfelf and the Town 
great repute by the many Repulfes he gave the 
Turkijh Army 3 and his being afterwards a chief 
inftrumentof its overthrow, in the year 1581.

I OW many Countries 
and Provinces ought 
to be brought under 
the general name of 
Sclavonia is not eafily 
agreed by the Authors 
that have written on 
this fubje<5t. Pliny will 
needs have the Rivers. 
Arfia and Titius to be 
the Eaftern and Weftern limits of this Country 5 
and fo the whole extent of it, in length, will a- 
mount to about eight hundred Italian miles. 
Ptolomys lllyricum ( a word ordinarily confound- 
ed with Sclavonia amongft the ancient Geogra- 
phers ) reaches from Iftria to the confines of Ma- 
cedonia 5 taking in Northwards the grcateft part 
of Pamionza and Meefea fuperior. . The account 
which Pomponius Mela andL Vionyfius Alexandria 
nus have given us of thefe lllyrians goes yet fur* 
ther with the Line, fixing the one thereof at 
Tergeftum^ and the other at the Cerdunkin Hills. 
But moft of all are they beholding to Sextus Ru- 
fus, a Geographer under the Emperor Yalenti- 
nian. This Gentleman does not ftick to give 
them twice as much room as any of his Prede- 
cefTors could afford them 5 reckoning up no lefs 
then feventeen Provinces inhabited by this nu- 
merous people 5 to wit, the two Ncric*, the Up- 
per and Lower Pannonia, Valeria, Savia, Dalma- 
iia y Mafia, the two Dacia, Macedonia, Tbefaly, 
Acbaia, the two Epyri, Prevails* and Creta. A- 
mongft thefe different and irreconcileable opi- 
nions, the fafeft expedient is (with Mercator) to 
chufe the moft modeft conjecture 5 and fo our 
Sclavonia, lllyricum, or Illyris, will be bounded on 
the Weft with Camiola and Iftria 5 on the North 
with Hungary 3 on the Eaft with Servia 5 and on 
the South with the Adriatic Sea. 

The fubdivifion of the old lllyrians into their 
ancient Diftri(5ts and Provinces, being properly 
the fubjeel: of another Volume of dSs Work ; 



I fhall here only give the Reader a fhort view 
of the chief of them under their modern names. 
Beginning with 



SCLAVONIA, firmly fo Calfd.

H E modern name of Sclavonia 
is only apply *d toWindifh- march 
and the County of Zagyabia $ in 
whichtwo the Manners, Lan- 
guage, tec. of the Sclavcnians 
fecm ftill to be retained in their 
greater!: purity. Of the chief remarkables in 
the former we have already given an account 5 re- 
ferving only an abftra£t of their Manners, Trade, 
Language, <5>v. to this place. 

The people are generally men of ftout and 
lufty Eodics, with Conftitutions equally vigorous 
and healthy. Hence the Venetians, when they 
became full Matters of thefe parts, obferv'd 
thefe fellows fit for all manner of drudgery and 
moft admirably qualify 'd to work at the Oares 
of their Gallies : and therefore put them upon 
thefe and the like toylfome Employments. This 
gave them occafion to name all their inferior 
Attendants and Bond-fervants Sclaves 5 which 
word began afterwards to be ufed in the more 
Weftern parts of Europe. 

The Defcription of the Roman and Greek. 
Churches are both allow'd to the Chriftians of 
Zagrabia and the neighbouring parts of Sclavo- 
nia 5 but, 'tis to be fcar'd, Mahometanifm may 
in a fhort time prove the bain of both : this 
piece of Paganifm prevailing in moft Cities and 
Towns which are brought under the Turkifr 
Dominion. The Romanifts in Sclavonia have 
this peculiarity in their public Services, that they 
are aiiow'd to have Mafs read in their Mother 
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tongue 5 a favour no where elfe, under the Pa- 
pal Jurifdiction , granted to the Commonal- 
ty. 

Gefner fays there are no left then chreefcore 
feveral Nations in Afia and Europe that fpeak the 
Slavonian Language. And indeed, if we confi- 
der the many large Empires and Kingdoms that 
life this Tongue, and the manv fubdivifions 
which may be made of their Provinces, the 
Account will hardly fall ifcort. For fome' Dia- 
lect of this Tongue is generally fpoken in*the 
vaft Empire of RuJJia, in Livonia, Poland, Sile- 
fi a, Bohemia , Moravia, a great parr cf Hungary, 
I/iria? Livonia, Dacia, Epirus, Georgia, Mengre- 

lia, <5rc~ The miferable condition of mod of 
thefe Countries, under thcTurkifb Bondage, has of 
late Ages broke off the Commerce which might 
otherwife be entcrtain'd with the trading part 
of Europe ; which unhappy circumftances have 
given occafion to the neglect of this noble tongue 5 
or otherwife we might have expected by this 
time to have feen it as regularly pohOYd as other 
more Wcftern Languages. 

Chief Towns in the County o{ Zagrabia are : 
i. Zagrabia, the chief Town of this Count v, 
is feated about a Musket-fliot from the banks of 
theRiver Sou 5 'tis by a fmall ftream or Brook 
divided into two parts 5 the one whereof is more 
efpecially nam'd Zagrabia, Zagram, or Agram 5 
and the other ( wherein (lands the Bifhop's Pa- 
Jace, and a fair Cathedral dedicated to StStephen 
the firft Chriftian King of Hungary) they call Das 
Capital, or the Chapter. 

2. Sifaken, mention'd by Pliny and Antoninus 
under the name of Sifia, ftands on the Southern 
bank of the Savus, over again ft Zagrabia-, famous 
for the ftout refiftance which the Tmks here met 
with in the year 1 5^3. For, hoping by the Con- 
quer* of this Province to open a free paflage in- 
to the German Empire, they briskly attack'd this 
Town with a potent Army: but were gallantly 
receiv'd and beaten off till the Garrifon was re- 
lieved bv fome Dutch Regiments 5 who kill'd a- 
bove eight thoufand Turks upon the place. The 

part of thofe that cfcap'd this daughter 
penih'd in the Savusx, into which in great di- 
ftraaion, they were purfu'd by the Germans, 

3. Petrcvina, at the bottom of the ridge of 
Hills which divide Zagrabia from Hungary : a 
place which gave good proof of its ftrength in 
the refiftance »t made againft the Turkifb Forces 
in the year 1 cp6. 

4. Novigrad, on the Savus: a place of great 
ftrength ; and yet taken by Matthias Archduke 
of Auftria, in the year i$5>4- without the lofs of 
a drop of blood on either ftde. Only, in fome 
few skirmifhcs before the fiege began, the Turks 
are faid to have loft about two hundred mcn 5 
and the Chnftians about half that number. This 
peaceable furrender coft the Beg his lire: for" 
jUponhis arrival at Buda, the Baj/a of that place 
jorder d him to be hang'd and afterwards cut to 
pieces in the prefence of his own Soldiers. 
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ror Nicetus. It is bounded on the Weft with 
Windifch-march, from which 'tis feperated by the 
River Kulp^ on the North with Slavonia and 
the Savus 3 on the Eaft with Bcfnia 3 and on the 
South with Morlachia. 

The Emperor of Germany, amongft his many 
pther Titles, ftyies himfelr King of Croatia-, and 
'twas anciently a Potent Monarchy : but, in 
thefe later Ages has bin very.much depopulated 
by the frequent Incurhons of the Turks, under 

whofe Dominion the greateft ihare of it is at 
this dav. 

The Croatia?zs are a ftout and hardv people 5 
excellent Soldiers , efpecially their Horfemen : 
Hence, being ftrangers to their own Country, 
tiiey are cntertain'd in moft of the German Princes 
Courts as their Horfl- Guards. 

Chief Towns in Croatia arc: 

1. Wihitz^, on the River Wana$ taken by Haf- 
fan Bajfa of Bofnia in the year i -^2. after it 
had bin, for one hundred and £fcv years toge- 
ther the great Bulwark of Christendom againft: 
the / vrks. This Conqueft gave the Ottoman ia- 
mily the firft fure footing in thefe pares: and 
open'd them away into Slavonia, the greateft 
part whereof fell foon after into their hands. 

2. Petrinia, tea ted on a River of the fame 
name 5 at its fall into the Kulp. 'Twas made a 
regular Fort in imitation of Wihitz^ 3 not long 
after the Turk* had made thcmfclves Maftersof 
that place. About three years after its Founda- 
tion the Imperialifts recover'd it out of the 
Grand Seignior's hands 5 and have hitherto bin 
able to keep their Hold. 

3. Carljiati on the mouth of the River Mares- 
nitzAi fo call'd from Charles Archduke of Au- 
ftria, who firft fortify 'd the place in the year 
1 S79- The Carniolians maintain the Garrifon, 
and furniih it with all forts of Ammunition in 
time of need : looking upon this place as the 
fecurcft Bulwark of their Countrv. None are 
permitted to live in Carlftatt, fave only Sol- 
diers 5 who are fupply'd with Y^istuals and other 
necefiaries from Doboretz^or Dabritz, a neighbou- 
ring xMarket-Town. 
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H 1 s Province, which the Germa?zs 
call Crabaten, is fuppos'd to be 
the fame with that which anci- 
ently went under the name of 
Libumia 5 which was made a Ro- 
man Province under the Empe- 

German y. 
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[Nother of the Emperor of Ger- 
many's titular Kingdomcs is Bof- 
nia in Slavonia 5 borrowing its 
name from the Raver Bofna,which 
runs through it. 'Tis bounded 
on the North with the Savus $ 
on the Eaft with Servia ; on the South with Dal- 
\ matia ; and on the Weft with Croatia. 
I The Country is rough and A4ountanous 5 
fam'd for its Silver- Mines and a breed of the 
I be ft Falcons in Europe. 

I It was anciently a free independent Kingdom .* 
1 but, in the year 1 3 1 o. became tributary to Charles- 
* Robert King of Hungary, who chang'd its Prince's 
title into that of a Duke. In the year 1415. 
i the Bofnians threw oft the Hungarian voke 5 and 
; fwore Fealty to the Grand Seigniour. Whcre- 
| upon, King Sigifmund invaded the Country and 
j reduced, them once more to their Allegiance. 
Soon after they revolted again ; and were a fe- , 
, cond time reclaim'd by Matthias C minus. But I 
at laft the Turkifh Emperor Mahomet the Second 
in the year 1472. took Jaycza, the Metropolis* 
of this Kingdom, and made himfelf Lord of 
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the whole Country 5 molt barbaroufly ordering 
Duke Stephen, whom with fair promifes he had 
wheedled into his clutches, to be flay d alive. 
Since that time it has bin reckon d a Province 
of the Turkifh Empire, and Govern d by aBaJfa 5 
who keeps his ufual Refidence at Bamalucb. 

So that for an accurate account of theprcfent 
State of Bofnia with its Cities and great Towns 
( as alfo of the ancient Kingdom of Rafcia and 
the County of ?ofeg h which are both under the 
like circumftances ) we muft refer the Reader 
to that part of the work which treats of the 
Turkifh Empire. 
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Almatia is another of the Empe- 
rors Hereditary, tho at prefent 
hardly more then Nominal King- 
doms in thefe parts, "ris bounded 
on the North with Bofnia and Cro- 
atia 5 on the Eaft with a Corner 
of Bofnia 5 on the South with the Adriatic Sea 3 
and on the Weft with Iftria. 

*Twas anciently a populous and formidable 
Kingdom 5 brought under the Roman yoke by 
Tublius Cornelius Nafica, a little before the third 
Carthaginian War. After which it was again re- 
ftor'd to its Liberty 5 and for many Ages ruTd 
by Princes who took upon them the Title and 
Authority of Kings of Dalmatia. Upon the fai- 
lure of their Line it defcended, together with 
the Croatian Monarchy, upon the Kings of Hun- 
gary 3 as a Member of which Kingdom 'tis mil 
claim'd by the Emperor of Germany. At pre- 
fent the Venetians arc chief proprietors of the 
Country, if pofieflion may be allow'd to prove 



a Right and Propertv. Another gcod frare is 
in the hands of the Turk : fo that I cannot find 
that the German Emperor has any tiling more 
left to fupport his Tide of King oi V almatia xhzn 

"Zeng and St. Veit. 

The former of thefe is fcated in a barren and 
defolate Country near the Adriatic fhorc : which 
pofliblymav have bin one maincaufe of its being 
hitherto prefcrv'd from the rage of the Turks* 
who would hardly have thus long fpared a place 
of greater confequence. Hieron. Megifer ( in his 
Chronicle of Carinthia ) fancies this Town featcd 
in the middle of the Country anciently Inhabi- 
ted by the Senones 5 and that from them it had 
the name of Sena : which, in tract of time, might 
eafily be corrupted into Zeng, or Segna, as Latin 
Authors write the word. This Conjecture feems 
further conhrrnd by the name of S enabetfeh, a. 
neighbouring Market-Town : tho LaZjus inclines 
rather to believe that this latter is the fame 
place with Antonine's Senia. Over againlt Zeng 
lies the Venetian Ifland Arbe: with which the Ci- 
tizens of Zeng ufed anciently to have daily dis- 
putes and quarrels, which at laft end in an open 
war in the year 1 6 1 6. The Burghers are chiefly 
Dalmatians : tho they fpeak a mixt hotchpotch 
of Languages, Italian, Croatian and Dalmatian, 
In the year 1^37. 'twas agreed on by the States 
of Hungary that the City of Zeng fhould for the 
future be eftcem'd a Member of that Kingdom j 
and fhould have the priviledge of fending a Re- 
prelcntative to vote and act in their Senate. 

St. Veit is another Auftrian Town on the Adri- 
atic (hore: noted for a great Horfe-fair 5 but 
otherwife hardly remarkable. 

Other places of note in thefe parts, being ei- 
ther Subject to the State of Venice or the Turkifh 
Emperor, fall not properly under our coniide- 
ration in this place: but of them the Reader 
may expect particular defcripcions in the Vo- 
lumns of Italy and Turkey. 
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E have already in- 
form'd the Reader 
how vaftly large the 
Kingdom of Hun- 
gary was anciently : 
and we might have 
added that no Lis 
then feven other 
Monarchies came 
_ along with it to the 

Houfe of Auftria. To thefe ( namely Dalmatia, 

Croatia, Sclavonia, Bulgaria, Bofnia, Seruia and 

Rafcia ) the Emperor Itiil lays claim 5 altno the 
Great Turk, has for many years bin his Lieute- 
nant in moll of them. Other adjoyning Coun- 
tries put themfelves under the protection of this 
potent Monarch 5 as the only fecucity they could 
have againft the Turkifh Tyranny. Of the molt 
conflderablc of thefe we fhail here give the Rea- 
der a fhort account .• referring him to a more 
proper place for an exact defciption of each of 
'cm. 
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H 1 s Principality is faid to have 
bin nam'd Flaccia 5 a word eafi- 
ly corrupted into Vlachia, and 
at length into Walachia : which 
name it had from a Roman Ge- 
neral call'd Flaccus, Governor 

of a Colony in this Country. 

'Tis bounded on the Eaft with Moldavia and a 
branch of the Danow 5 on the North with Tran- 
fylvania h on the Welt with Rafcia h and on the 
South fe para ted from Bulgaria by the Danow. 

The Country is generally plain and fruitful: 
but begirt with Hills and large Forcfts, as Tran- 
fylvania. 'Tis efpecially famous for an excellent 



and numerous breed of Horfes 5 infomuch that 
the Waywode of Walachia has bin known to 
maintain three thoufand Horfe-guards, and, at 
a (hort warning, has bin able to bring an Ar- 
my of fixty thoufand Horfemen into the Field. 

The Inhabitants fancy themfelves to be true 
Romans : and waving the Etymology before 
mention d, their name feems to import as much. 
For the Hungarians call an Italian in their lan- 
guage Olafs 5 and a Walachian they name Olah. 
From this word, and not from Flaccus, Samof- 
cius derives the name of Walachia. For fays he, 
Walachus, Walachi, Walachia, is?c are words we 
have borrow'd from the Grecian writers: who 
( not ufing any other Afpirates in the middle of 
words, excepting <?> x> aR d 3 ) inftead ot the crue 
genuine Valah and the Hungarian Olah, were 
forced to write 'Of*A*^? ; which the Latins ren- 
dcr'd Walachos. Which conjecture is very plau- 
fiblej and might be further ill unrated from z^- 
made out of the Hebrew word Mibael, with 

variety of other Examples. 

A further argument for their being Romans 
may be drawn from their Language : which, in 
many words and Phrafes, comes nearer the an- j 
cicnt Latin then the modern Italian -, alcho of 
late it has bin much corrupted with Ruffian, 
Dalmatian, Croatian and Turki/h Idioms. 

How they came to part with the -old - Roman 
characters and to write their language in Sar- 
matian or Mofcovian Letters, as they now doe , 
is not eafily determineable. Their Alphabet con- 
fifts of thirty nine Characters.- concerning the 
true forming and pronuntiation whereof, Adam 
Bohorit^ publifh 'd a fmall Treatifc at Wittenberg in 

in the year 1584. 

The Country has bin alwaies immediately Sub- 
ject to its own Princes or Way wodes 5 who, as 
long as the Kingdom of Hungary continu'd pros- 
perous and flourifhing, put tiiemfclves under the 
protection of that Monarch. In the year 1 3^ 1 . 
the Turks made their firft inroad into Walatbia $ 
which, after a brave Refinance, was at laft forced 
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led to fubmit to the Turkifh Yoke in the year 14 13. 
About ten years after, the Way wode ventur d 
to throw off the Grand Seigniors Dominion jbut 
was quickly redue'd to thofe rniferable Circum- 
ftances as to be again obliged to fw ear . Fealty and 
to promife to aid and Aflift the Turkifh Forces in 
all their Expeditions againft the Chriftians. In 
this State Walachia con cinu'd till the year 15^5. 
wherein Sigismund Bathori, Prince ofTranfylvania, 
freed both this Principality and his own from the 
Turkifh Bondage. However, this Liberty couldj 
not long be maintained : and therefore they now 
pay their Homage contentedly, and without 
entertaining any thoughts of another Revolt. 

But the Turk is not yet fo farr their Way wode s> 
Lord as to oblige him and his Subjects to quitj 
Chriftianicy and embrace Mahumecanifm. No: 
They are mil profeflburs of the Chriftian Faith 5 
tho under many different Forms of Devotion. 
Moft of 'em adhere to the Difcipline of the Gre-, 
cian Church : a few proteftants they have, and! 
Some Monafteries of Romajiifts. And this great 
diverfity in Religion arifes chiefly from the variety 
of Nations that are admitted to Cohabit in this 
Country ; as Ruffians Armenians, Rafcians and 
Tartarians. Of thefe Iaft there are only five hun-j 
dred Families tolerated : who have a diftin<5t por-j 
tion of the Principality aflign'd them to live in! 
and areoblig'd to fwear Fealty to the way wode 
and to aiiift him on any expedition, even againft! 

Tartary. 



pots of Servia made fevcral attcmpes towards the 
recovery of their antient Freedom : but, finding 
all Expedients unfuccefsful, wcreatlaft brought 
to thofe indigencies as finally to Submit them- 
felves to the Turkifo Emperor's Devotion. This 
they did in the year 1 4^0. Since which time Ser- 
bia has been reckon'd a Turkifb Province 5 nor 
has the Greman Emperor any more at prefent 
then the bare Title of King of this Country. 
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Ervia, or Syr fen, is the fame place 
with the antient Myfia Superior. 
'Tis bounded on the North with 
Rafcia and the Danuw 5 on the 
Eaft with Bulgaria 5 on the South 
with Albania and part of Mace- 
donia 5 and on the Weil with Bqfnia. 

Thefe Myfians were hYft brought under the 
Rom aii yoke by Licinius Craffus, in the days o 
Augnfius the Emperor 5 after which 'twas reck- 
oned a. Roman province. In rhis Eft ate it con tinu'd 
till the Fall of the Eaftern Empire 5 upon which 
'twas iicz'd on by the Sorabi a Slavonian people 
and branch of the Sarmatians* Thefe men had 
their name afcerwards contracted unto Sorbi, and 
at lafl chang'd to Serz/i : whence the Province 
was call'd Servia. After this, die Defpots of this 

Country ( fb they call'd their fupreme Governors) 
put themfelvcs and their Country under the pro- 
tection of the Kings of Hungary , and in conftdera- 
tion of the fecuricy they hereby promifed rhem- 
felves againft the growing power of the Turkjjb 
Empire, paid them a yearly Tribute out of the 
ordinary Revenues of their Principality. This gave 
the houfe of Auftria a pretence to entitle them- 
felves fupreme Princes of Servia, as fbon as the 
Hungarian Crown was fee on their Heads.* tho, 
the truth is they never had any plaufible colour 
for fuch pretentions. For, long before they had 
any Right to the Hungarian Monarchy, the Ser- 
vians were vanquifhed by the Turks under their 
Defpot Lazarus j from whom Amurath the Firft 
took Niffa, the Metropolis of their country * pro- 
vok'd to this Entcrprife by the numerous forces 
which the Defpots of Servia and Bulgaria had 
rais'dfor the liege of Adrianople. Lazarus, ter- 
rify 'dwirh this lofs, was fore'd to fubmitto the 
Turkifh Emperor upon his ownTerms; which ob- 
lig'd him and his fucceffours to acknowledge 
their Principality to be no more then a tributary 
Province of Amurath' s Empire. After this theDcf- 



^Vlgaria had anciently the narric 
! ok Myfia Inferior 5 as lying lower 
down on the River I ft her, or 
Danubius, then Servia. 'Twas, a:l 
its neighbouring Provinces a 
part of Dacia: and, under that 
notion, gave the Tatronymic furname to Gale- 
rius Dacianus, a famous Alartyr under the Em- 
peror Diocletian, born in this Country. 

A great part of this Country, in the Valleys j 
and Plains, is tolerably fruitful and pleafanc;! 
wanting only plenty of induftriou* and skilful j 
Inhabitants to improve the ground. The chief; 
Commodity it affords is a fort of harfh Wine : I 
which poftibly might be render 'd much more I 
brisk and palatable, did the Natives rightly un- I 
derftand, and addict themfelves to, the arc of I 
planting and ordering of Vineyards. 

The old Bul^ari (a Scythian people, who were 
the ancient Inhabitants of this Country and 
nam'd it Bulgaria ) won this Kingdom from the 
Slavonians 5 who fome years after it had bin re- 
covered out of the hands of the Roman Empe- 
rors by the Goths and Huns, came to be proprie- 
tors of the Country. Their true original name 
is fuppos'd to have bin Volgari: which they arc 
faid to have had from Volga, a confiderable Ri- 
ver in thefe parts. They were always efteem'd 
a ftout and hardy people, notably well qua- 
lify 'd to undergo the greateft feverities of a long 
and tedious warfare: and this recommended 
them to the fervice of moft neighbouring 
Princes 5 who were generally greed v of their 
company in the Field, and ready to give noble 
pay to as many as they could oblige to lift them- 
felves under their Banners. By their ailiftance 
the Emperor Juflitian the Second was reftor'd 
to his Empire, after he had bin fupplanted by 
Afimarus 5 and afterwards, to (how char, he was 
\o\e\y indebted co ciiem for chis recovery, they 
curn'd cheir Arms againft him and purfu'd him 
to che gates ot Confia?ztinople. 

Thefe valiant exploits procur'd che Bulgarian 
Princes that credit and eftecm with che fucceed- 
ing Eaftern Emperors, chat they conferr'd on 
them the title of Kings or Monarchs 5 allowing 
them feveral priviledges never granted to other 
dependant and tribucarv Princes. Buc indeed 
they were on\v nominal Subjects to the Emperors 
ot Confiaminople, before their pride and ambi- 
tion had prompced chem co chink chemfelves 
cheir equals. This gave occaflon co chac un- 
happy war in King Samuel's reign, abouc che be- 
ginning of die elevench Cencurv 5 wherein fif- 
teen thoufand Bulgarians were caken pnfners by 
the Eaftern Emperors Forces, and had cheir eves 
put out in the Dungeon. The purfuance of this 
ftrokc brought die Kingdom irrecoverably un* 
der che C onftantinopolitan Emperors 5 upon the 
failure of which Throne, ic fell to the Imperial 
Crown of Germany. 'Twas finally conquer'd 
and converted into a Turkijh Province by Baja- 
ztt the Emperor in the year i 39 6. and fo re- 
mains to this day. THE

mod remarkable Rivers of Germany, both in 
refpect of its fame amongft the ancient Geo- 
graphers, and the great benefit it brings to the 
Empire by the many Commodities that it im- 
ports. 

It has its rife in the Thuringian Wood, from 
two fmall Fountains, which fupply two Rivu- 
lets 5 the name of the one is Vierra, which rifes 
not far from a place call'd Eiffeld, and bends 
its courfc toward Hilpurghazifen, and thence vi- 
fits Mainungen, Smalkald, Saltzungen, Vac ham, 
Treford, Wanfried, Efchwege, Allendorf, and Wit- 
Zenbaufen. The other is call'd Fulda, from a 
City of that name, near which it tak

jdoes it want thefe good qualities at Bremen, 
for the Beer (both the white and red fort) 
which is made there, is taken notice of by P. 
Bertius to be as whoJicrm, well tafted, and as 
little fubject to be fpoil'd by keeping, as any 
in Germany. So far along the River as it is not 
mixt with fait waters from the Sea, its water is 
Very commodious for Fullers and Tanners, who 
upon that account have their Mills and Pits 
near its Banks. 

This River affords all forts of frefh water Fifh 
in great abundance, as Salmons ( many thou- 
fands of which are caught yearly about the 
Walls of Bremen, and exported (dry) into feve* 
ral foreign Countries) , Lampryes, Carp, Pike 
Rrr Woli 
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Wolf, Turbot, Trout, Eel, Plain, and Jikewife 
vaft numbers of Sea-nVh 5 fo chat for every Month 
in the year the inhabitants of Bremen are very 
well furnifh'd with fome new fort of Fi/b, cheap 
and in feafon. The benefit of fuch plenty of 
Fifh is fo confiderable to the Burgers of Bre- 
men, that that City has always by the permimori 
of the Emperor encouraged and promoted the 
I Fifhing Trade upon this River 5 granted priyi- 
ledge to their Filhermen to caft their Nets any 
where 'twixt the Village Hoy, not far from the 
City Bridge, and the mouth of the River 5 and 
prohibiting any place of Fifhery to be fet up, 
and any City, Townj or Village, except for 
their own advantage to be built wichin the 
compafs, by vertue of the abfoliite protection 
and jurifdiction over the Wefer, which was granted 
to them by the Emperor Henry the Fifth, and 
confirm'd by William Wenceflaus and all the fuc- 
cceding EmpcrorS for above thefe fix hundred 
years. 

As all thofe Cities and Towns that lye upon 
this River are very much inrich'd by feveral 
forts of Commodities which are imported, fo 
are the Lords of thofe Territories and Man- 
nours thro which they pais no lefs advantag'd 



by the Cuftoms and Taxes that they i; 
upon all fuch Commodities. From Bremen fo 
far as 'tis navigable, which is till you come 
above twenty-two German miles above the City, 
the Counts of Oldenburg and Delmenbor/i, and 
other Lords of the adjacent Countries do exact 
Tribute or Toll at above thirty feveral places 5 
and have endeavoured heretofore to impofe new 
Cuftom even below the City 5 but their defign 
was hmder'd by his Imperial Majefty and the 

Electoral College, interpofing in behalf of the 
City. 

Upon this River ftands the ancient and famous , 
City Bremen, very well known to Chriftendom 
by the great Trade it exercifes, and for its riches 
and ftrength of great confideration to the Em- 
pires hut having been exactly defcrib'd in its 
proper place, I fhall refer the Reader thither 
for an account of it 5 and for a fight of the 
Territories adjacent to, and the turnings and 
windings of this River, tec. to this exact and 

ac j ur f-5f Map 5 wherc he ma y *ee the fituation 
and diftance of places, the feveral Sands and 
Channels of the River, tec. better at one view 
then could be learn d from a defcriptibn of man* 

words. J 
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Mfterdam and Hamburg 
having been for many 
years, fince the great 
Bank of the Nether lan- 
ders was removed from 

Antwerp , two of the 
moft famous Mart- 
Towns in the European 
Continent 3 the Reader 
will eafily imagine the 
Commerce betwixt the Merchants of thefe places 
f to be fomewhat extraordinary. And 'twould be 
as impertinent to inform him, that in all Ages 
Piracies have been moft frequent on fuch parts 
of the Ocean where the Trade has been moft 
confiderable. To fecure themlelves from thefe 
inconveniences, the wealthy Merchants of thefe 
Hans-Towns contriv'd a fhort cut thorow the 
fhelves and fands on the Faftern fhore of the 

* 

German Ocean 3 fuppofing this road, tho fome- 
what dangerous, to ly out of the reach of a Man 
of War, or any other Veflel of Bulk. For, altho 
it be allowed that moft Merchant- Ships fail with 
greateft fecurity when they have the largeft fhare 
of Sea-room 3 yet to provide as much as is poifi- 
ble againft the hazard of Coafting, they con- 
triv'd their Hulks fo broad and low that the 
Winds could not eafily touch them, and withall 
io /hallow and flat KiePd that they could pafs 
the ordinary Sands. This courfc the Reader has 
fairly represented to him in the Map 5 fo that 
there is hardly any need of this following fhort 
defcription. 

Loofing from the Key at Amfterdam, the Hart- 
burg Merchants pais throrow the Pampas (or 
narrow Creek, which makes the Harbour of 
Amfterdam ) into the Zuyder-Zee 5 a large Arm 
of the German Ocean thruft in betwixt Friefland, 
Over -Iff el, and Holland. To avoid the dange- 
rous and unpaffable Sands of Encklmfen, i\ 

ufually (leer their courfe betwixt the two Ma 
of TJrck. and Ens 5 in the former whereof } — 
have only a Watch-Tower or Sea-mark, built W 



for the direction cf the Pilots which fail this 
way, but in the latter fome few inhabitants who 
have built two Villages, which they call Ens and 
Emelroot. Thefe poor people live chiefly upon 
Fifhing 5 and fpeak a broken fort of mixt Lan- 
guage, compounded of the ancient Frifian and 
modern Hollandijh Dialects. 

From hence the paffage is fair and fafe e- 
nough as far as the entrance of the Vlie-ftroom 5 
a Channel which leads up to the Me Vlieland, 
a Corruption of the ancient Flevus. At the 
mouth of th's Channel you difcover the ruins 
of Staztren$ formerly the Metropolis of Frifia, 
and ufual refidence of the Kings of th^t Coun- 
try 3 but now dwindled into a heap of Rubbifh, 

hardly confiderable enough to merit the name 
of a Village. 

Leaving this Stream you fteer Northwards, 
within view of Harlingen 3 2 fair' Town , and 
the chief Mart in Frtfia. Of late years the 
Merchandife of this place has been ftrangely 
improv'd 5 the conveniency of their Port invi- 
ting Foreigners to land here, and force a Trade, 
rather then run the hazard of conveying their 
Commodities down to Amfterdam, or the other 
j Cities and Towns on the Zuyder-Zee. The 
I Town is well guarded by a fttong Caftle, and 
of late years the Burgers hare been at a very 
confiderable expence in railing good modern 
Fortifications. 

Having pa fs'd by Harlingen, you fall amongft 
a great many dangerous banks of Sands 5 all 
which are diltinguiih'd in the Map by the dif- 
ferent names which Seamen have been pleafed 
to beftow'd upon them 3 as Swanbalch , Jet- 
ting, Wejivriefche-Wadt, and Den Abt. The laft 
whereof lies betwixt die Iiland Schelling and 
St. Jacob* s in Friefland 3 and is faid to have 
had its name from the refemblance it bears 
to a Cucullus, or Monk s Hood. 

Betwixt this Sand and the Weftvriefche Wadt 
you are carried along a narrow Channel call'd 
Cromme balch • whence you may at a diftance 

Rrr j 3i£covs.c 
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difcovcr the Schelling 5 an Ifland near twice as 
big as Vlieland, and containing five Villages, the 
Inhabitants whereof feem fomewhat more bar- 
barous then the ordinary Bores of Frie/landt, 
tho both their language and behaviour are 
fufficient arguments of their being a people or 
the fame extraction. In the fame Channel you' 
have alfo a view of Amelandt 5 another Ifland 

of three Villages. . 

Out of the Cromme batch you are carried into 
another ftream, which they call the Lauwers 5 
encompafscl with as many and as dangerous 
Sands as the former.- The firft place of note 
difcoverable in this road is the Ifland Shierma- 
noogh 5 famous for the conveniency of its Sandy 
Coafts, which afford the Mariners fafe anchor- 
ing^ an happinefs hardly met with any where 
elfe in this Voyage. In the Lauwers you have 
j alfo a view of the Shallows' of Groningcn$ and 
. over againft them two fmall hilly Iflands, Bufch 
j and Ruttumeroog, together with the dangerous 
f Sands of HuybertplaeU 

j . Hence, palling crois the mouth of the River 
1 Embs, you are brought upon the Coafts of the 
German Empire 5 leaving on your left hand a 
fair Row of Iflands 5 as Borcum, Juift, Nor demy, 
Baltrin^Langeroog, Spikeroog, and Wangeroog. Over 
againft the three laft of thefe there lies a great 
company of Sands and Shallows 3 known by the 
general name of Opt Wadu 



Having efcap'd thele 5ands you are brought 



to the mouth of the Jade,, a great River on the 
borders of the Counties of Embden and Olden- 
burg 5 whence you immediately fall into the 
mouth of the Wefer, of which we have already 
given the Reader an account in the foregoing 
defcription of that River. - ft R 

A little beyond this you meet with the two 
vaft Sands of Witte Gronden and Zuyder Gronden $ 
which, extending themfelves all along the coafts 
of the Dukedom, reach as far as the mouth oi 
the ElSl 'Xhh River, as well as the Wefer^ empties 
it fclf in two ftr earns into the Ocean 5 call'd for 
diftindtion^s fake, the Northern and Southern 
Elb. The Jater of thefe is the ufual road for 
all Ships that trade up the River 5 the former 
of which being too narrow and hedg'd in with 
dangerous Sands. At your firft entrance into 
the Elb, you pals the Sands of Vogel, Scborhorn^ 
Kindelbacb? and Niew-werck.$ the laft whereof is 
fo call'd from a Fort of that name, built by the 
Swedes in a neighbouring Ifland. After this you 
are brought up the Zuyder-Elve ( as they call 
it ) by the lhallows of Ritzpnbuttle, Ditmarfe, i&a, 
as far as the Fort of Brunsbuttle 5 beyond which 
there is nothing of danger. Up to Gluckftadt 
the ftream of the Elb is considerably broad and 
deep 5 but beyond you meet withfeveral {hallow- 
Fords, fomewhat troublefom and hazardous, un- 
lefsyou are under the conduct of a skilful Pilot.

was this revolt founded on any other bottom 
then the Count's denial to communicate with 
their Cahinifts 5 and difcovering himfelf devoted 
to the Lutheran Difciphne. 

Here formerly our Englijh Merchants kept 
their chief Storehcufe of Cloth; for the furni- 
fhing of all other parts of Germany and the Ne- 
therlands. Hither they remov'd their Mart from 
Antwerp : and b upon fomc affronts ofFer'd them 
by th'e Burghers, made a fecond rcmoveal of 
their Factory to Hamburg. Since that time the 
Citizens of Embden have fufneiently fmarted for 
their pride and Ingratitude 3 being fall n far fhort 
of their ancient State and grandeur. 

2« Norden, a pleafant Port- Town about ten 
or eleven Englijh miles from Embden h but not 
provided with an Harbour or Channel fit to 
receive Ships of any great burthen. The Town 
is well built ; but not defended by any manner 
of Fortifications. 'Twas anciently the Burial- 
place of the Counts of Eaft Frifland: but (the 
great Church, with a good part of thc Town 
being burnt by the Baron of Efens in thc year 
1 521. ) Count Enno, who dved about nine 
years after, was buried at Embden; whithet the 
bones and other Reliques of his Anceftors were 
not long after remov'd by his Widow. 

Adam Bremen/is tells us a ftory of a vaft Ar- 
my of Normans landing at Nordevride in Frifia 3 
and adds, that immediately after they were come 
a fhore thc Fri /landers fell upon •them and flew 
above ten thoufmd of them : at which flaugh- 
tcr St. Rembert ( then Bi/hop of Bremen ) was 
prefent. Now M. Zuerius Boxhomius, in his Apo- 
logia pro Navigationibus HoIIandorum, rather 
then balk any thing that may make for the ho- 
nour of his Countrymen, will have the World 
to believe that inftead of Norde&ide we arc to 
read Nordtpicum 5 and that all this gallantry was I 
tranfactcd in the Netherlands. Whereas, as the | 
learned Ccnringius has obferv'd, in an Anony- 
mous Hiftory of the Archbifbops of Bremen 
publifh'd by Linden brogius, the word is written 
according to the modern Orthography Norden:

man Ocean. 

The Country is generally barren, ana full of 

large Heaths and Marines 5 wherein are bred a 
fmallfortof Cattle, more dcfpicable then what 
the Scots dayly fend into England. Hence the 
Inhabitants arc few andmiferably poor; inhabi- 
ting mean Cottages of Clay and TurrE So that 
were ic not for the Town and Barony of leuem in 
the County of E&ftFri/Iand, withfomc other Ac- 
ceflions elfe where, the Counts of Oldenburg would 
hardly have bin considerable enough to have bin 
reckon'd amongft the Princes of the Empire. 

Crantzjus reckons this County one ot the moft 
antient in Germany 5 and both Chytrexws and Hel- 
moldus fpeak very honourably of its Antiquity. 
The Common opinion is that the County owes 
its original to Waldbert , Nephew to Witeliind 
the famous King of the Saxons in the days of 
Charles the Great; who, having married Altburg 
or Oltburg the only daughter of a Count of LejJ- 
heim, nam'd a Fort after Her: which within a 
fhort time communicated its name to the City 
and County we are now a fpeaking of. Crant- 
zius indeed goes higher 5 and his Authority is ufu- 
ally cited to prove that King Witekjnd himfcif was 
ftyl'd Count of Oldenburg. But 'tis probable that 
He, or his Author, means by that name the 
County of Oldenburg in Holftein^ and not this be- 
twixt Bremen and Baft Frifland. However, the 



prefent Counts of Oldenburg ( tho the true Line 
! fail'd on the death of Count Anthony Gunzher in 
the year 1656. ) ftill pretend to derive their pedi- 
gree from the formention'd Saxon Prince 5 and 
boa ft of as antient a flock as the beft Family in 

Germany. 

Places of note in this County are. 
1. Oldenburg, a Town well fortify 'd wit h walls 
and Ditches ; which latter may be eafily fill'd with 
water, on occafion, by the River Hunte which 
runs through the Town. By this water Barges 
and (hips of good burthen are brought up, fro m 
the Wefer* as farr as the Bridge at Oldenburg ; 
which brings a tolerable Trade to the Town. 
The Caftle is Circular and Uniform; a ftately 
pile of building, and equal to the Grandeur of 
the Count of Oldenburg, who here keeps his 
Court ; but generally the Houfes of the ordina- 
ry Burghers are mean and contemptible, amongft 

which you fhall rarely find a Stone building. 

q . Velmenhcrft, a place of great ftrength, but 
otherwife of very {"mail importance, about five 
or fix Englijh miles from Bremen. Upon the Di- 
vifion of the County of Oldenburg betwixt Count 
Chriftian and his brother Otho, about the year 
1 247. the Latter built himfclf a Palace upon the 
banks of the River Velma 5 and from thence nam'd 
it Dehfienhorfi. The Count's Refidence in this 
place occafion'd a numerous Concourfe of peo- 
ple 5 who, by degrees, improv'd the place into a 
confiderable Town, The Ibremention'd Count 
Otho founded here a Monaftery ofRegular Monks; 
which (upon the admiflion of Lutheranifm, and 
extirpation of Popery, in the year 1575. ) was 
converted into a Church, Free- School and Hof- 
pital. In the year 1482. the Bifhop oiMmifters 
Forces befieg'd and took Delmenhorft : but was a- 
gain recover *d by Anthony Count of Oldenburg A. 
P. 1547. 

To thefe add lade, a fmall Town on a River of 
the fame name, Wefterftede, Nienborg, Beckeren* 
Veefdorp, on the Eaitcrn banks of the Wefer, Sec. 
None whereof have any thing in them worth our 
obfcrvation.

That our Anccftors, the Englifo- Saxons, were 
originally Wefipbalians we have aflerted in the 
foregoing Volumn, and fhall here. take occa- 
ficn to prove more largely. Firft then, the 
Saxo?2 verfion of Bede's Ecclchaitical Hiftory, 
fpeaking of the firft landing of thefe people in 

Britain, fays : Comon hi op fpim polcum ^am j-rpanjej-can 
G^pmamc. -p ij- op Scsxum. -3 op An$\c. -y op Gearum. /. 

They defcended from three of the flouted Na- 
tions in Germany, the Saxons-, Angles and Jeats 
or Jutes. And fpeaking afterwards of the Na- 
tive Country of thefe Saxons, he fays 'tis the 

fame Unsbe £r man haccj> cald Seaxan. /'. e. that Very land 

which, in his days, was known by the name of 
Old Saxony. And both the Printed and Manu- 
fcript Copies of our Englifh Saxon Chronicle call 
the Saxons ( faid to have come into this Iiland in 
the year 445?-) ai&or^'fcScaxum. From both thefe 
undeniable Authorities 'tis evident that our An- 
cestors came out of Old Saxony 5 and that this 
was that very Country which we now call Weft- 
phalia is as plain from the auertions of the Au- 
thors quoted in the preceeding Paragraph. The 
only reafon which has mov'd fome to queftion 
the truth of their opinion is taken from Strabds 
afcribing the whole tract of ground betwixt the 
Rhine and the Elb to the Sueuians : whence we 
are to conclude, fay they, that the Old Saxons 
were hVd on the North fide of the Dano-v. This 

is Cifners fancy $ and may poilibly be reconci- 
led with Bede's Geographical Account of the 

Angles who came in with the Saxons, which, he 

fays, inhabited a fmall tract of land betwixt the 

Saxons and Jutes. But the objection will be 

eaf.lv folv'd if we confider that the Suevi being 

conquered by the Saxons ( as beyond all con- 

trovcrfv, they were) might in Strabos time be 

known both by the names of Saxons and Sueves 5 

as the Normans and Britains in France do to this 

day retain their ancient names and yet fubmit 

to the general one of Frenchmen. Befides, if we 

confider well the character that this ancient Geo- 
grapher has given of his Suevi, we fnall find twill 

exactly agree to what other primitive writers of 

good note have faid of the Old Saxons.

bcrs of the Anabaptifts dayly incrcas d fo for- 
midable as to oblige the Magiftratcs to grant 
them a free Toleration. Hereupon, J^a ot 
Leydens inferiour Agents began to pretend to 
divine Infpiration 3 and to bawl round the Streets 
an immediate command from Heaven to all 
1 men to Repent and be rebapuz d. Tins done, 
the Faction (now grown the much greater part 
, of the Citv ) arofe in a full Body 5 arm d them- 
I felves, and fiez'd on the Town-Hall and all the 
public Ammunition. To fccure the Hold they 
had thus got of the Government, Rotbmann and 
Knipper dolling were fent privately into the neigh- 
bouring Towns and Villages to invite all of their 
pcrfwafions to come and live in Munfter. This Ex- 
I pedient fUl'd the City with Anabaptifts : who now 
refolv'd to beabfolute Victors 5 and therefore they 
cafhier d fuch Magiftrates as were Romanics and 
put in Creatures of their own, and foon after 
expelfd all that refus'd to join in their Com- 
munion. Whereupon, in the year 1534. the 
Bifhop befieg'd the Town : but without any 
effect. Dureing this Epidemical madnefs in the 
City, John of Ley den took upon him the Title 
ofKing, and made one of his Concubines Queen; 
tho himfelf after wards took ofFher head for ,'how- 
1 ing her diflike of fome of His Frantic Actions. 
At laft (on the twenty-feventh of June, A. D. 
1535. ) the Bi (hop's Forces, affifted with fome 
Troops from the Elector of Cologn and the Landt- 
grave of He fen, furpriz'd the City : being directed 
by a Renegado, who was well acquainted with 
the pofture of the place. Their Mock-King , 
with his two great Favourites and Afliftants, 
was taken prifher 5 and carry 'd in Triumph and 
Derifion to moft of the Courts of the neigh- 
bouring Princes. The year following, He was 
torn to pieces with hot pinchers and his bones 
hung in an Iron cage on the top of a Steeple; as 
aTerrour to all Rebellious Enthufiafts in future 
Ages, and a juft puniftiment of his ownTrayte- 
rous behaviour. 

Other places of note in thisBiihoprick arc : 

1. Meppen, on the mouth of the Hafe; forti- 
fy 3 d by Gujlavus a Sivedifo General, and afterwards 
fold to Charles LudorricConm Palatine of the Rhine 
for £0000 RixdoIIars. It islook'd upon as the Key 
ofEaft Friezeland-^ and, under that notion, was 
"warmly befieg'd and at laft taken by the Nether- 
landers in the year 1587. 

2. Hafelunen , another Fort on the Hafe ♦ 
which, with Meppen and fome other places, 
came from the Counts of Tecklenburg under the 
Jurifdiction of the Bifhops of Munfter. In the 
year 1639. a party of the Imperialifts, not above 
feventy in number, fell upon an hundred of the 
Swedes who had laid fiege to this fmall Town 5 
and took fifty of 'cm prifners, putting the reft 
either to the Sword or flight and ( having ref- 
cu'd the Town, defended by a Garrifbn of fifty 
men ) rcturn'd with the fpoil to Vecht. 

3. Kloppenburg, -on the Softe$ made over to 
the Biihops of Munfter, with the two foremen- 
tion'd, by the Counts of Tecklenburg. 'Twas 
regularly fortify'd by the Swedes 5 who made 
themfelves Mafters of this place in the year 1^35* 
but were fore'd foon after to refign it up to the 
Imperialifts. 

4. Vecht, net far from the Lake Dummer, on 
the Confines of the Bifhopric ofOfnabrugg. 'Twas 
anciendv fubject to its own Counts 5 who hence 
had their title and were Lords of the whole 
tract of ground which is now known by the 
name of the Barony of Vecht. In this Barony 
there arc fifteen Parilhcs, each containing ten or 
twelve Villages, and one and thirty feats of No- 



blemen and Gentrv. The old Chronicle ci: 



'\Brunfiric tells us, that in the year 1 3 04. Bernard 
Duke of Luneburg and Otto Count of Hoy a fell 
into the Bifhop of Ofnabrugs Territories and 
plunder "d a great part of the Country. In their 
return the Burghers of Vecht fuddainly fdiv'd 
out upon them, put their Armies to flight and 
refcu'd the prifners and fpoils they were a car- 
rying off. 

To thefe we might add 1. Bore ken upon the 
Aa j formerly fubject to the Counts of Schawenr 
burg. 2. Telligt upon the Embs 5 famous for a 
Convention of' the States of Munfter here allem- 
bled in the year 1532-. upon the rirft appearance 

of Lutheraniftm in thefe parts. 3. Wareridorp, on 

the fame River; almofc utterly deftrcy'd by fire 
in the year 1638. 4. Alen, on the Werje. 5. Saf- 
fenburg-j with fome other Market- Towns ieis 
confiderable. 
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pjHefe two petty Counties were an- 
ciently fubject to two different 
Families : tho at prcfent they own 
but one Lord, known by the 
more ordinary tide of Count 
or Benlheim. Cyriacus Spangen- 
berg (a famous German Herald) fays that the 
modern Counts are or the Houfe of Steinfwt • 
who became Lords of the County of Bentheint 
by marrying an Hcirefs of that Family. Count 
Arnold fet up the reformation, according to Lu- 
ther's model, in the year is£4- which took ef- 
fect 5 the greateft pare of the Inhabitants of 
thefe parts having by degrees turn'd Protcftants. 
But the prcfent Count William Henry (having 
himfelf em braced the Roman Faith, in the year 
1668.) is a great difcouragcr of his Lutheran 
Subjects, and a promoter of Popery. 
. Tiie County of Bentheim is the larger of the 
two.* as containing about ten German miles in 
length, and about three in breadth 5 whereas 
the other does not exceed four in len 
hardly fix Englijh miles broad. 

Both Counties, like the reft of Weft ph alia , 
are full of Woods and Forefts $ but not Hilly 
or Aiountanous, excepting only about Bentheim 
and Nienbus. In Steivfurt fprings the River Aa • 
which runs through the middle of that County' 
and renders the Valleys tolerably fruitful. 

Chief PI aces in the Count of Bentheim s Domi- 
nions are : 

1. Bentheim, anciently the feat of the Counts 
who from hence had their Title: but atprefcht 
a Town of no great moment; as being ill feared 
for trade, in the middle of a wood and at a con- 
fiderable diftance from any River. 

2. Steinfurt ( calTd by the neighbourhood, and 
the German writers, Borch-Steenvorde or Borcb- 
ftenfort ) the only Town of note in its fmall 
County , feated on the banks of the River Aa 
which gives the Burghers an opportunity- offorti* 
tying the place if there were any thing in it worth 
an Enemy s plundering. The Counts of Bentheim 
have here a fmall Gymnafmm ( or rather P<*dazo- 
gium ) wherein the youth of their Counties are 
inftructed in the Rudiments of the Latin and 
Greek, Tongues 3 as alfo in Logic and other Libe- 
ral Arts and fciences. This School they call 
Arnoldinum 3 rrom Count Arnold, its Founder In 
the year 1616. M.G. Brintyovius was its Reclor or 
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P^dagogiarcha ( as they (bmetimes call him ) ; a 
Profeifour of a good name and repute in his 
Country. 

3. Tecklenburg^ a {Irong Cattle and Fort, about 
four German miles from the City of Muvfter, and 
two from Ofnabrug. 'twas formerly the Seat of 
the Counts of Tect&nburg, who had large Do- 
minions in thefe parts; tho their County is now 
parcell'd out amongft fever al of the neighbour- 
in^ Princes. This Fort, with the Title, came 
to t*he Houfe of Bentheim with Ann the Daugh- 
ter and Heirefs to the lalt Count oiTecklejiburg, 
about the year 1560.

Hence the Town had at fir it 
the name of Greven- Alvse- Ha gen 5 as having bin j 
built bv Ad-Jpb Count of Scbawenburg for a Refi- 
dence of Pleafure. The Infcription ot the Town- 
Seal is to this day : Sigillum Civitatis Indaginis 
Comitis Adolpbi Scbawen burgenfis. 

4. Oldendorff, a fmall Town betwixt Hammelen 
and Re?ztelen , on the banks of the Wefer 5 of fo 
great ftrength as to withstand and repell the Im- 
perial Forces in the year 1 633. tho 'twas after- 
wards taken by them and plundered A. D. 16 39. 
Here the Counts ot Lippe have a cuftomc-Houfc 5 
where certain Duties are paid by all vcflcls that 
pals this way up or down the Wefer. 

5. Sacbfe'nbagen 5 a Fort and Town of no great 
j confequence. 



which gives the Citizens an opportunity ot im- 
porting foreign Commodities and vending their 
own. Hence a great many of the Nobility 
( which is verv rare in the German Empire ; keep 
Houfe in this place 5 and make good improvement 
of their Eftates by Tradeand Merchandife. This 
Town was extremely depopulated and fpoil d in 
the Civil wars of Germany - fifteen hundred being 
flam in it at one fiege, and thrown into the Wefer.

Ewis the Debonahe ( as he is ufual- 
lv ftyl'd ) was the firft founder of 
this' Abbey : which is feated in 
the Solenger Foreft, on a corner 
of land half environ'd with the 
Wefer. In this Monaftery he al- 
fo founded an Univerfitvor High-Schoohwherein 
have bin bred five Biftops of Bremen, two oiMim- 
fter, one of Prague, one of Ofnabrug, one of Spire, 
one of Minden, one of Paderbcrn* and one of V er- 
den. The firft Reaor of the place was St. Anf- 
ebariu* : under whom were educated feveral other 
godlv men, who were afterwards (by the faid 
Emperor Lewis) fent to convert the Pagan Rugi- 
tf»5 5 which thev did effeaually. In recompence of 
this good work the whole Illand of Ruge was 
foon artcj conferred on this Abbey by the Em- 
peror Lotbarius, Lewis 's fon 5 as appears from an 
Authentic Diploma fignM by that Emperor at Aix 



Eftpbalia? in the Iargcft accep- j 
tion of the word, contains ( as 
we have faid) the Bjfhopriek 
ot Liege with feveral other places 
excluded the more ordinary 
bounds of Weftpbalia: but here 
the Reader is onlvto expect an Account of fuch 
places as fall within the ltricter Limits of Weftpba- 
lia.

and at laft taken and thrown into prifon at Colen, 
where he dyed.

5. Verden or Ferden (as 'tis fometimes writ- 
! ten) a fair Town on the banks of the Arle$

'Twas anciently a Bifhop's 
I See 5 and the Metropolis of a pretty large D10- 
i cefs, bounded with the Archbiihopnc of Bre- 
: men, the Dukedom of Lunenburg, and the Coun- 
1 ty of Hoya. The name of a Biihopric it re- 
; tain d fome years after the reformation : but 
! the prorits of the Church were ufuallv recciv'd 
; by a Son of Denmark., under the notion (forfooth) 
\ of an Adminiftrator of the Ecclefiaftical income, 
i This Sacrilegious impofture prevaiFd in moft of 



\ \ pray'd for God's alliftance againft Wit e kind and 
I • his Idols. The battail foon after going on the : ; 
I j Emperor's fide mov'd him to build a Chappie ; ; 
lion the top of this Hill: and the fuppos'd fan- 
ijctity of the place drew r fo many people about ; ; 
|l it as to make up a good large Village, which \\ 

\ \ to this dav is call'd ( in the Wefipbalian Dialect ) ; \ 
j SainSi Hulpe. Afterwards, the Inhabitants ot \ 
I ; this Village, or rather the Pricfts that officiated : 
Hat the Chappel, had a Charter granted them for ; 
jja yearly Fair: wliich brought in a vaft number of ,

!. 7. Dortmund, a Wefipbalian Imperial City, : 
I called to the Diet at Ratisbon in the year 1^41. 
I to which belongs alfb a fmall County; immedi- 
I iately fubject to the Emperor. The Province how- ; 
j lever has bin antiently under its own Princes: 
i'who had the title of Counts of Trotmannia, as 
j i Witikfndus tells us. Afterwards, faies Cafpar Ens, 
lithe Country came to be call'd Tremonia ; and at 
Hlaft fix'd in the name of Dortmund. In this City 
i • Charles the Great ( taken with the delicate Situ- i 
I ation of the Place ) is faid to have kept his Court • 
! for fome time : his iucceiTors were immediate 
; Lords of it, till the Emperor Arnclpb beftow'd 
I it on Otto Duke of Saxony. Afterwards theEm- 
i perors reaftum'd their Titles; and Frederic the 
I Firft brought the Imperial Court once more to 
i this Town. In the year 1381. 'twas befieg'd, by 
I the joint Forces of die Archbifhop of Colen with 
I moft of the neighbouring Prelates and Counts, 
i for two and twenty months together and at laft 
i bravelv baffel'd their whole ftrength. There; 
I are here feveral fair Churches, efpecially St. ; 
1 Martins: befidcs two Monafteries of Francifcans 
and Dominicans, and a itately Hofpital. 

The County of Ravenfperg being drawn in

The Country is in many pa.ts (haded withj 
large Woods and Forefts, efpecially towards the! 
North with the R be in hart waldt: wherein are 
fheltcr'd vaft herds of Deer and all forts of o- 
ther Game. In the Valleys they have goodl! 
ftorc of fheep ; which carrv the fmeft Fleeces ofj 
any in Germany. Hence Wool is the great ftaplejj 
Commodity of theft parts: and fo highly valu'd ! 
that even our Englijh Merchants (who, we! 
might imagine, have plenty enough of this] 
Commodity at home ) us'd to flock to Cajfel,\ 
and there buy up many hundred packs at their! 
annual Fairs. This they had drefs'd and wrought! 
into Cloth cither in England or their Manufa- 
ctures in Germany h and lo fold it off at Hamburg, 
Stade, Francfurt and otherMarts of the Empire.j 
In the more Mountanous parts they have Mines 
or Copper, Lead and other Metals j which fomc- 
times turn to a very good advantage. 

'Twas anciently inhabited by the Catti $ a 
people at large defcribed by Tacitus in the hrft ! 
Book of his Annals. Amongft the fubdivifions 
given by that and other ancient Hiftorians of) 
this people, one branch of 'cm are call'd Catti 
Meliboci 3 whofe feat is thought, not without a 
great deal of reafon, to have bin the fame place 
which the modern Hiftorians call C 'at^en- Elbogem 
a word very near akin to the former. Now, 
tho we do not meet with any fuch Province 
mention'd by the Roman writers as Cattia or 
Hajfia, yet that Catti and Haffi may be thought 
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of the fame original will not be ftrange to any 
Man moderately skilFd in the two principal \\ 
Dialects of the German tongue: and that the; 
Province mould have its name from its ancient: 
Inhabitants is a thing too frequent to be here j 
infilled on. 

The Chriftian Religion was firft planted in I 
thefe parts about the year of our Lord 730. by j 
Winefridan Englifh-Saxon 5 who was afterwards j 
advanced to the Dioceis of Ment%, for his good j 
fcrvices in this and the neighbouring Provinces.! 
Philip the Alagnanimous ( of whom more anon ) j 
brought in and eftablifhed the Reformation, ac-l 
cording to M. Luther s model ; and this fort of* 
Church-Difcipline was unanimoufly receiv'd for! 
many years after. Afterwards, Landtgrave Lev-] 
is, the faid Philip's Son, dying without IlTucinj 
the year 1^04. divided his State betwixt his: 
two Nephews, Maurice and Levis, by equal por-| 
tions. But, becaufe one of theft Heirs was of j 
a different Religion from that profefc'd by the j 
deceas'd Prince's fub jeers, he added this claufe! 
in his Will, That if either of them mould ever 
endeavour an alteration of the Religion efta-, 
blifh'd in his Territories, the party fo offending 
lhould be ipfi jatlo depriv'd of the Right of 
fuccefiion. Notwithstanding which claufe Mau-\ 
rice foon after obliged the Inhabitants of hisj 
divifion to embrace Calvin's Reformation.-! 
whereupon, Levis made immediate complaint j 
of the Non-obfervancc of the Will, and gives out 
Proclamations declaring his Brother's forfeiture 
of all the right he had to the Inheritance. Thefel 
carriages occafion'd a great breach between thel 
two Co-heirs, the compofure whereof was re- 
ferr'd to Arbitrators chofen by both parties: 
whofe final determination was this, That the 
claufe annex'd to Landtgrave Lewis's Tcftament 
could not deprive Maurice of the right which, 
as a Prince of the Empire, he had of prefcribing 
what Rules and Laws he plcas'd to his own fub- 
je&s. From this diffcasfying fentence Levis ap- 
peal d to the Emperors Court 3 where he got a 

dec red 
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a decree againft his Brother, and an Army to 
puthimfelf in poffemon. Maurice not being able 
I to withstand the Emperor's fentence and Forces, 
[was forced to yeild .* and, left the poffeflion of 
[the whole to Lewis and his Son George. In 
khis Eftate Haffia continu'd till Amelia Elizabeth, 
imother to William the Sixth, having a gallant 
[Army at her command, made ufe of it fb op- 
portunely as to drive George out of all his Ter- 
ritories and to oblige him to another agreements 
which was mediated by Erneft Duke of Saxovy 
in the year 1647. Since that time Calvinifm has 
iprevail'dj and the greateft part of the Land t- 
Igraviate to this day adhere to that Doctrine. 

The Situation of Hajfia betwixt the upper and 
nether Saxony, gives the Inhabitants a Tincture 
! of both the Dialects of thofe Countries; their 
language being an unpleafant mixture ot the 
I true Mifnian and Tburingian High-I>#/d> with the 
Platt-Duitfch (as they call it) of Weftph alia and 
the Dukcuom of Brunfeic. 

That the Princes of this Country wereantient- 
•Iy no more then Scblecht- Graven or common 
ordinarv Counts, appears from an old Book ot 
the Tilts and Turneaments ufed formerly in 
theft parts: wherein, amongft other things re- 
lateing to the antient State of this Countrv, we 
are told that Anno Cbrifii 1042. Ludovicus Ccmes 
, Haftie fuit Hallis in Ludo militari ibi celebrate. 
j fed failus deinde Landtgravius afcendit filia fupra 
; matrem. By the Mater and Filia here mention'd 
I: we are to underftand the Landtgraviatesoi Thu~ 
\ ringen and Heffen: this later ( tho at prefent the 
i more potent of the two ; having formerly bin 
I no more then a part of the large Principality of 
! Tburingia- The alteration was made by Henry 
j the Fitch Duke of Brabant h who, having rnarn- 
: cd Sophia daughter to Levis the Sixth Landtgrave 
i of Tburingen, in right of his wife lay claim to his 
I Father in Law's Dominions. His pretenfions 
hwere oppos'd by Henry Marquife of Mifnia: 
I who engaged him in a war of nine years cont- 
inuance. At laft the cwo Princes came to this 
j agreement; That the one (hould enjoy Hajfia 
and the other T buringen with his provifo, that 
I the furviving Family lhould inherit both.

The account which has hitherto bin given ot ; 
the Landtgraves of Hejfen muft be underftood j 
of the Houfe of Cajfels 3 tho the Houfe of Darm-\ 
ftadt be now very little inferior, if at all, to that j 
other principal branch. This later owes the o- 
riginal of its grandeur to the death of Ludomc, 
Landtgrave Philip's fecond Son, Prince of Mar- , 
purg. For hereby all the Territories of Darm- 
\ ftadt and Marpurg defcended upon his third Son 
George : who, by this means, became an mde- 
pendant Prince and a terror to his eldeft Brother 
William. The Principality of Darm ftadt has 
Unce diat time extended its bounds, and is now 
ufually divided into thefefour inferior Provinces 5 
the Territories of Marpurg, Giejfen and the Upper 
and Lower Counties of Catzenelnbogen. The 
Liberties of Marpurg confifted anciently of fix : 
I'Mannours or Lordfhips, which were afterwards ; 
all converted into the large Barony of Biedenkppfi 
and to this was afterwards added the Lordfhip 
of Rattenberg. In the Province of Giejfen arc 
comprehended the Mannours of Giejfen $ ButZz 
bach, the Jointure of Mary Elizabeth Sifter to 
the Duke of Holftein and Wife to Lewis the Sixth 
i Landtgrave of Hejjen-Darmftadt ; Grundberg 5 Mer- 
\law-> BurcJkemund- y and Vlricbfiein 3 which four 
\laft were the Jointure of the late old Lady 
Landtgravinnc , Mother to the forementiond 
Lewis. To which were added Altzfeld and 
Rumrcth*, with the County of Midda. In the 
Upper County of Catzenelnbogen lye the Towns 
and Lordftiips of Darm/iadt, Zwingenborg, Eber- 
ftatt, Dornberg, Rujfelheim, Epfiein and Uchtenberg. 
To the Lower Counties belong the large Terri- 
tories of Braubach. 

The power and fplendour of the Landtgraves 
oiHajfia had confiderablc advancement by the 
Treaty of Munfter and the Recejfus Imperij in the 
year 1654- by which the right of primogeniture 
was eftablifhed in that Family, which fecures 
them from the danger of being dwindled into 
inconfiderable petty Princes by being branched

The Landtgrave s 
Palace is feparated from the reft of the Town 5 
and notably contriv'd with fair Chambers and 
apartments in the Mounds and Rampires about 
it, to lodge his Family in fecurity ( during a 
fiege) and out of danger of fuffering any da- j 
mage by Bombs or Granadoes. The houfes of 
the ordinary Burghers have nothing of ftate in 
them: being generally built ot wood and clay 
and cover d with laths and thatch. During the 
Civils wars the Impcrialifts pafs'd by this place 
without ever planting a Gun againft it : as fan- 
cying it a City fo impregnable that 'twas to no 
purpofe to venture to attack it. The Town 
had anciently a much greater trade in Wool then 
it has at prefent: tho the chief income the 

Burghers have to this day is from that Commo- 
dity.

1 1. Runckel$ a ftrong walTd Town on the 
Lobn.

12. Sckwalbach ; a noted Town betwixt Rhin- 
gam and the County of Naffaw. A place efpe- 
cially famous for its Medicinal Springs; reforted 
to by perfons of the greateft Quality from all 
j parts of the Empire. The chief of thefe they 
j call Weinbronh : becaufe its waters have a tart or 
fower taft, fomewhat refembling that of new 
Wine un-purify'd. The colour of thefe waters 
is very clear and Chryftalline ; and they have 
bin found to hold much Vitriol, Salt, Oker, 
Sulphur, Allum and Saltpeter. Their many ope- 
rations are alfo obferv'd to be ftrangely various 
and almoft contrary : for they arc faid to be 
both laxative and reftringent; they cure all de- 
fluxions of Rheums, Head-ach, hard Hearing, 
bleer'd Eyes, isc. and are reckon'd a moft fo- 
vereign medicine for all Hypochondaric diftem- 
pers. The other Fountains of beft note, are : 
1. Linden-Brunnen $ the waters whereof are fo 
fpirituous that no glafs will hold them : but, if 
you flop them up clofe in fome well-temper'd 
earthen Veffel over-night, they taft much ftrong- 
cr of the Vitriol the next morning. 2. The Koch- 
brumi ; fo calTd becaufe the water of this only, 
in the whole Village, is fweet enough to be 
us'd in Cookery. 3. The Auguftbrzmn^ the waters 



whereof very much refemble thofe of the We'in* 
brunn in taft and other qualities. 4. The Grind- 
bfunn ; approv'd of as an excellent remedy a-? 
gainfl the Itch and fcab, and yet very apt to 
caufe that diftcrhper in thofe that come with^ 
out it. 'Tis alfo taken as a good medicine for 
the French difeafe, running of the Feins, <sc. 

The Rotelbfitnn ; whofe waters are chiefly 
us'd againft Convulfions and Fits of the Mother. 
The nature and phyfical operations of ali thefe 
Fountains have bin largely treated on by feve- 
ral of the German Phyfitians : but are moft ac- 
cu rarely defcrib'd in a Treatife publilh'd at 
Franc furt in the year 1^31, under the title of j 
Refponfa Medica de probationer Facultate is Zffu 
' Acidularum is fontium Swalbaci Jufurrantium y a 
celeberrimis aliquot Medicis ad D. Helvicum Die- 
tericum isc. fcripta. Bcfides the foremention'd 
Fountains, they have two more (which they 
call Prodelbrunnen) ftrangely different from the 
reft ; and indeed from any other Mineral- waters, 
in Europe. Out of both of thefe the ftreams of 
Vitriol, Sulphur and other Minerals, rife with 
that vehemency and force that they are ready- 
to choak any* man that adventures to hold his 
head over 'cm. They feem to boil continually 5 
tho the waters are fo cold that in them the Burgh- 
ers ufually cool their Wine in Summer. One 
of them throws out its ftreams now and then 
with that force rhat in few minutes 'tis fo empty 
as not to recover its ufual quantity of water in 
fome days after : which fuddain evacuation is 
faid to proceed from an extraordinarily violent 
eruption of fubterraneous fpirits, which .fome- 
tirries burft out like a ftorm or whirlwind. Not 
far from hence was, not many years ago, a 
famous Cellar : whereinto if you let down a 
Dog or any other Creature, the Sulphureous 
vapours, iffaing out from all parts of the Cave, 
would immediately take away its breath and 
ftifle it. In this condition, 'twould ly ( as dead ) 
for fome hours 3 but, by being expos'd to the 
frefh air, would by degrees recover its ftrength ! 
and fence. j 

13. Embs, in the County of Dietz^ a place 1 
famous for its healthy Baths, preferable ( fay j 
fome of the beft German Phyfitians) to thofe 
at Wifsbaden in the County of Najfaw : of which 
more anon. An accurate account of thefe 
Baths was publilh'd at Franc furt by Doctor Mar- 
filius Weigelius, in the year 1*327. In which 
Treatife the Learned Author informs us, That 
all of thefe are built in a fquare figure; and fo 
contriv'd that the old water us'd the day before 
is conftantly drawn off at night, and the Baths 
replenifh'd with frelh againft the next morning. 
The water has a tincture of Vitriol, Allum and 
Iron, befides the Sulphur : and 'tis found a ready 
cure for all natural weakneffes in the Thighes, 
Legs, Arms and other parts ; gives preient eafe 
to people diftemper'd with the £out and 
Cramp; helps fhortnefs of breath and all ob- 
ftructions in the breaft and ftomach ; and in a 
word, is an approv'd medicine for all difeafes 
curable by Bathing. The chief Heffifch Bath in 
in this Town was built by William Landtgravc 
of Hefen-Darmftatt, in the year 1583.

The Country is fufficiently pleafant and fruit- 
ful : yeiiding good ft ore of Corn, plenty of Vc- 
nifonand (in fome places) Mines of Iron and 
Pit-coaL The Inhabitants have alfo as much 
Wine as not to need to be indebted to their 
neighbours; and their Hills are ufually well 
ftock'd with Sheep. So that, confidenng the 
narrownefs of this County ( hardly extending 
itfelf, either in length or breadth, more then lix 
German miles) we (hall hardly meet with a richer 
Principality in thefe parts of the World. # 
The Counts of Waldeck pretend to denve their 
pedigree from Witechind, Count of Snaelnberg; 
whom Charles the Great made Prince (or Ad- 
vocate, as he was in thofe days ftyi'd ) of the 
Church of Paderbom. But the higheft that they 
can, without intricacy, fetch their Line js from 
Count Henry s who flew Frederic Duke otBrunJ- 
wic and Emperor elec% at Fritzjar in the year 
i 4 oo. This Prince took Corbach, and, having 
afterwards made himfelf Mafter of a great many 
more neighbouring Towns, crav'd protection 
from the Landtgraves of He fen ; to whom, tor 
many vears after, his fuccellors paid a fort or 
acknowledgment or Homage.

a good advantage by two Fairs, kept here year-

2. Sigen ; the faireft Town in the County of 
Nafaw-Dzllenberg: feated on the top of a rocky 
Hill, near the River Siega, and encompafs'd 
with a ftrong wall and regular Fortifications. 
Bertius believes this to be Ptolemy's Segodunum 3 
and the conveniency of its fituation, acceptable 
enough to the ancients, renders the conjecture 
not improbable. At a little diftance from the 
Town is a noble mine of Iron 5 together with 
Furnaces and other requisites for working and 
cleanfing of that Metal. In the year 1 599. the 
prince's P<*dagogium or petty Univerfity was 
brough: hither trom Herborn-. and, in a fhort 
time, grew fo famous that it was reforted to byj 
a great many Students out of moft parts of

Some few exhibitions they have 
for the maintenance of poor Scholars; fettled 
on the Univerfity upon the diflblution of Mo-, 
nafleries and the eftablilhment of the Reforma-i 
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tion. The Citizens have a good trade in Cot- 
tons and other forts of Woollen-cloth h here 
wrought and fold off into the neighbouring

4. Beilfiein 5 an old Town feated amongtt a 
company of rocky Hills, whence the place feerns 
to have its name. From hence the Territories 
hereabouts have bin anciently calPd the County 
of Bilftein h and alotted as an Inheritance to a 
vounger branch of the Houfe of Nafaw. Thejj 
Caftle and Church are the only things worth the 
viewing; over the porch of the latter whereof 
you have a handfome copy of Latin verfes, the 
Compofure of their fam'd Alftedius. 

5. Diet^s a Town pleafantly feated on the 
bank of the Lohn. Within the walls are two j ■. 
craggy Hills or rocks : on the top of each where - j 
of flands a fair Caftle. There was anciently ajj 
Collegiate Church, fairly endow'd and fubject j 
to the Jurifdiction of the Elector of Trier : but 5 
fince the Reformation, the Revenues of that (as j 
of moft other Religious Convents in thefe parts) jj 
have bin alienated and conferr'd on the Profef- 
fors and Students in the Univerfity at Herborn. 

6. Wzfsbaden, on the outmoft Southern bounds 
of the County of Nafaw 5 another Shire-Town, 
and Metropolis of a fmall Principally of this 
name. Some of the German Geographers make 
this to be the Mattium of the ancients : tho others 
give Marpurg that honor. However, the old 
walls round the City (which are commonly 
call'd Heathen, an epithet ufually apply'd by the 
Germans to any thing which carries the appea-j 
ranee of age beyond the date of Chriftianity )\ 
are fufficient arguments of its Antiquity. The!, 
Town is not large 5 but much frequented byjj 
reafon of the famous and healthy Baths, which, j 
give name to the place. In the taft of the wa- 
ters are very fenfibly difcernable four different 
Minerals, Sulphur, Salt, Allum and Salpeter : the] j 
firft whereof is moft predominant, and render 
the waters of this Town the hotteft of any i 
thefe parts of Europe, next to Carlsbad and thof 
in Schwartzwald or fome parts of the Hercynia?

Guftavus Adolphus 
the great King of Sweden, was mightily pleas d 
u with his taking of this Town in the year, 1631 
W entring it in great State on the fourteenth of 
II December, his Birth-day, which began thethirty-

S i mas : being attended by fix chief Princes of the 
1 !

'Twas built by^j 
Archbiftiop Albert in the year 11 22. to fecurd, 
himfelf from the Emperor ; whofe tury he dreadj 
ed for thwarting his Humour in the promotion; 

Twas 
afterwards much enlarged by Archbifhop Comad 
the Third, who dy'd in the year 1434. bu 
the laft hand was put to it by John Swicard it 
late Matter 3 as thelnfcriptionon the wall intor 
us, which ends thus:

its having bin known to that Nation. And ^indeed 
Hiftorians will inform us, that fome of the old 
Roman Emperors kept their Courts here for fome 
time , and that it thence had the name of Roma 
altera. Afterwards, it was always reckon d a 
free Imperial City, immediately fubjcA to the 
German Emperors 5 but is now at the Devotion 
of its Elector, who is obhg d to lean much to 
the French intereft. St. Hierom mentions a good 
Library here in his days ; and fays that hence 
himfelf had tranferibed a copy of St. Hilary s 
Commentaries. They have now an Umvcrfity 
in the Town 5 which, for Antiquity and the 
number of its Scholars, may vy with any in the 

* m *!*Coblentz, Confluentia or Confluentes 5 having 
its name from the Conftux of the two great Ri- 
vers, the Rhine and Mofelle, in this place. Its 
fituation is wonderful pleafant 5 in a Country 
cover'd with the choiceft Vines Tis built in 
form of a triangle : two fides whereof arc fhut 
up by the two foremention d Rivers, and the 
third made by a line drawn from one River to 
the other, and is now well fortify d after the 
moft regular modern way. The convenient 
fituation of this Town has render d it very po- 
pulous and a place of great trade ; lying about 
the middle way betwixt Mentz^ and Colen, and 
about thirteen German miles below Trier. The

8 T Enters, another fair Town and Fort on the 
Rhine, betwixt CoblentZ and Andernach h a place 
fo confidcrable that from hence the neighbour- 
ing Territories, containing the County of Wied 
and fome other places ot note have gotten 
the name of Engtrfga*. Cuno Archoifliop of 
Trier (who dyed in the year 1388.) was a 
mightv Benefactor to this Town; having found- 
ed the Caftle, call'd to this day Ccnen-Engers 5 
as alfoanoble Bridge, from him Rill nam d Cu- 

T'Boppart, a fourth Town and Fort on the 
banks ot the Rhine : fuppos d to have its name, 
au bon Tort, from the convenience of Harbour 
it "affords to VeOels that pafs this way up and 
down the River. It is by fome fancy d to be 
Antonines Bodobriga ; and the old fafhion d^ For- 
tifications on the walls make others believe twas 
one of the five Forts which Drufus is fold to have 
built on the Rhine. 'Twas an Imperial City 
before the Emperor Henry the Seventh beftow d 
it on his Brother Baldwin Archbifhop of Trier. 
Upon this Grant the Citizens were very loath to 
part with their ancient Liberties and pnviledges 5 
and therefore for fome time refus'd to pay any

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Homage to the Elector. But they were not a- 
ble to make any long refinance : being upon 
the firing of the outworks of the Town and 
fome other damages done them, fore'd to fur- 
render themfclves and fwear Fealty. Baldwin, 
having fecur'd his rights for the future, built 
here the Caftle and erected a Cuitom-houfe : 
both which remain to this day. Other public 
Buildings worth the viewing are St. Severuss 
Church and the Konigs-banfs, a goodly old Pa- 
lace, the Dwelling-houfe of the Bayrherm -von 
Boppart ( as they are here call'd ) Lords of this 
and a <reat many confidcrable Caftles in Lorrain. 
To thefe we may add two fair Nunneries at a 
fmall dittance from the Town 3 the one of Be- 
nediSiines, the other of Franciscans. 

6. Meyen ot Meyn, on the River Nette$ whence 
a large tract of Land hereabouts has got the 
name of Ager Magniacenfis or Meynfeld. The, 
Caftle here was built by Henry, Archbifhop of 
Trier, in the year 1280. and the Town was af- 
terwards wall'd in by his fucceffour Baldwin, 
the founder of a Mohaftery in Meyn. 

7, Bern-Caflel upon the Mofetie; call'd by Fie- 

herus in his Commentaries upon Aufcnius's Mo-

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fella Caflellum Tabernarum. The Town is plea- 
fantly enough fituated 3 and makes a great quan- 
tity of good Mofelle Wine yearly, which en- 
riches the place, and has render d it tolerably 
populous. 

8. Sarburg, on the River Sar, whence it has 
its name 5 call'd anciently Caftra Sarrae. 'Twas 
much beautified and ftrengthen'd by Henry of 
Vinftingen, Archbifhop of Trier 5 an eminent be- 
nefactor to moft of the Towns of confequence 
in his Diocefs. St. Laurence's Church and St. 
Nicolas' s Hofpital are well built : but otherwife 
there is here little remarkable. 

9. Limburg on the Lobn, betwixt Ideftein and 
the County of Weilburg 5 a great part of the 
Territories whereof are under the Landtgraves 
of Hejfen. An old Chronicle compos'd out of 
the Records of this City tells us, that in the year 
123^ Limburg was a Town of great repute 5 
that 'twas able, upon a very ftiort warning, to 
furnifh out two thoufand able Soldiers ready 
Arm' d into the Field 5 and that, at Eafter, they 
had above eight thoufand Communicants. The 
Collegiate Church, dedicated to St. Gregory, was 
in thofe days ( we are told ) in a flourilhing con- 
dition 5 being govern'd by a fet of Canons, who 
were generally Sons of the chief Nobility and 
Gentry in thefe parts. The Town fuffer'd much 
in the late Wars betwixt the Emperor and the 
French King 3 into whofe hands, 'tis odds but it 

falls very fhortly. 

The Map takes notice of Vlmen ( near which 
is a famous Lake, wherein was formerly obferv'd 
to appear a monftrous Pike of twelve foot in 
length, portending the death of fome of the 
Lords of that Town ), Kayfers-Efcb,Cocheim, with 
feveral others 3 fome whereof are fair Market- 
Towns, but have nothing in them that can di- 
vert either a Travellor or the Reader. 
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Wildenborch, Hombercben, Hachenbzrg, and Harden- \ j 
berg. ! ; 

The Soil of this fmall tract, and the Commc- j 
dities it affords, differ little from thofe in the j i 
neighbouring Countries of Juliers and Bergben- 1 

of which hereafter. 

The Bifhopric is faid to have been founded by \ j 
Maternus : whos as alfo many of his SuccefTbrs, j j 
was Bifhop of Trier and Cclen together. It was j j 
advane'd into an Archbifhopric under Agilul- j [ 
pbus, fifteenth Bifhop of this Diocefs, about the j: 
year of our Lord 743 3 and afterwards into an j j 
Electorate under Briber t, its thirty- fir ft Prelate 5 j j 
who dyed in the year tozi. M 

The Archbifhop of Colen is more potent and j \ 
rich then either of the other two Ecclefiaftical j • 
Electors 3 as the Bifhoprics of Hildejheim and j ; 
Liege, which he holds in Commendam. Upon !; 
the depofing of Henry the Lion, the great Duke ; j 
of Saxony and Bavaria, the Titles of Dukes of j \ 
Engem and Weftphalia, with the Incomes of thofe j j 
two Principallities, were beftow'd on the Arch- \ j 
bifhop of Colen 3 altho Reufner affirms, that the i ; 
former was conferr'd upon Bruno, Archbifhop of j I 
this Province, by the Emperor Otbo the Fir ft, 
his Brother. Under his Jurifdiction were anci- 
endy reckon'd the Bifhops of Munfter, Utrecht,

HE Zfbii were ancient inhabitants 
of all thofe parts of the Empire 
which arc now known by the 
names of Wetteraw and Wefter- 
wald 3 as alfo a good (hare of the 
modern Landtgraviate of Haffia. 
But, being embroil'd in continual Wars with 
the Catti their neighbours, they were very de- 
firous to crofs the Rhine, and to feat themfelves 
in fome part of France or Gallia. Whereupon, 
they humbly petition'd the Emperor Auguflus to 
give them leave to remove : to which he aflented, 
and aflign'd them all thofe Territories which had 
formerly bin poflefs d by the Condrufi, Eburcnes, 
and Menapii. Hereby they became Mafters of 
a good pat t of the Dukedom of Juliers 5 and of 
all that Diftrict. which is more efpecially known 
by the name of the Bifhopric of Colen. 

There are a great many Towns in this Dioceis 
(as in that of MentzJ which lye fcattering in the 
Dominions of other Princes : but fo much as is 
entirely under this Archbifhop's Jurifdiction is 
bounded on the North with the Dukedom of 
Cleve and County of Marcki on the Eaft with 
the Dukedom of Bergben 3 on the South with the 
Archbifhopric of Trier 3 and on the Weft with 



the Dukedom of Juliers and part of Gelderland, 
In which are reckon'd up the Baronies of Arnsberg, 
\ ' Fredeberg, Bylftein, Fredehardeskirchen, Hoz/ejiatt, 

I Werle-, Nehem, and Balve 5 with the Mannours of

the Vnited Netherlands, has loft its Prelate. Liege 
is more immediately in the Archbifhop's power 5 \ : 
llnce'tis grown a cuftom arnongft the Canons of ' ! 
that City to compliment the new Elector of Colen ! : 
with the Title of Bifhop of their See. 

In the Diocefs of Colen, ftrialy fb call'd, the \ \ 
Cities and Towns of moft confequence are : j . 

1. Colen, or Colonia Agrippina 5 a fair City, and p 
as large as any, if not the largeft, in the German \ \ 
Empire. It owes its original, as is generally fap- \ \ 
pos'd, to the Zfbii beforemention'd : tho others \ 
make it much more ancient, and tributary to ' j 
the City of Trier fome ages before the birth of \ \ 
our Saviour. It feems to have the name of Colo- I \ 
nia xsr* <%o%tco 5 as being the moft renown'd So- \ \ 
man Colony in thefe parts. The Epithet Agrip- \ \ 
pina was afterwards added for distinction's fake. 3 j j 
and in remembrance of Agrippina ( Germanicus s \ i 
Daughter, Wife to the Emperor Claudius, and ■ ; 
Nero's Mother) who was here born. Hereupon, \ \ 
the Vbii alfo chang'd their names, calling them- ; | 
felves Agrippinenfes 5 and Colen, or Co Ionia, was ' j 
made the Metropolis of Germania Secunda. 

Since Chriftianity and Prelacy were here (etled, ; | 
the Burghers of Colen have had frequent skir- 1 
mifhes and debates with their Archbifhops 3 va- ; ; 
luing themfelves highly upon their Freedom, and j j 
refilling to pay any deference that might any ; 
way feem to infringe the Liberties of an Imperial 
City. Thefe differences were at laft compos'd \ ' 
by Maximilian the Firft, who fet the Archbifhop i i 
and the Magiftrates of the City their juft and : | 
due bounds. Since that time Colen has remain'd : 1 
an Imperial City 5 but isoblig'd to do Homage to i 
their newl v elected Archbifhop in this torm : tfc We ; ; 
free Burghers of Colen do here, for this day and 
henceforward, promife to N. Archbiihop of 
tc Colen-, to be faithful and favourable unto him, 
as long as he preferves us in Right and Ho- ; 
nour, and in our ancient Pnviledges 3 Us, our \ j 
Wives, our Children, and our City of Colen. \ j 
So help us God and his Saints. The Ceremony \ I 
of which Engagement being over , the Arch- ; j

And indeed there is not any City m Europe that 
pretends to (how fo many Reliques of Saints and 
« Martvrs as this. Their records tell us, that here 
St.Vrfula with her eleven thoufand Virgin-com-j 
panions ( who came out of the Ifland of great 
Britain to convert the Infidels of thefe parts) 
fuffer'd Martvrdom : and they have a Church 
dedicated to her memory, wherein they lhow, 
vou her Tomb with this Infcription, Sepulchrum- 
> '*acr<£ Urfufce indicio Columb*. deteclum. In the' 
I Cathedral ( which is a very fpacious ftruaure, 
dedicated to St. Peter, butnot yet finifli d) they;

i j tiic no (mall advantage of the Pnelts that keep j

Another motive to perfwade men to name! 

• this the Holy City may be the multitude of Con- 
! I vents, Churches, and other Religious Houfes 5 

with the vaft numbers of Clergy-men and fecular 
Monaftics that fill the ftreets. There are here 
1 1 no lefs then eleven Collegiate Churches, twelve 
j I Monaftcries, twenty-two Nunneries, nineteen! 
•i I Par i£h- Churches, four large Hofpkals, and thirty 1 
Chappels. The rich endowment of their Col- 
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kgiate Churches, efpccially the Cathedral,makcs 
very great preferments for the Canons and Pre- 
bends 3 manv whereof are Noblemen , two at 
prefent are Sons to the Duke of Newburg, and 
have ftately Houfes, with large Vineyards and 
Gardens adjoining. 

But befides the Clergy there are a great many- 
Citizens and rich Merchants, who maintain good 
correfpondence and trade with their neighbour^ 
and foreigners, having a great convenience of 
carrving off and importing all forts of commo- 
dities by the Rhine- The VeiTels that trade hi- 
ther, chiefly from the Netherlands, are long, 
round bellied, and of great burthen 3 and are 
ufually in Winter drawn within the Key 3 where 
thev are fecurd from all the injuries they might 
otherwife fufTer by the great fhoals of Ice which 
continually pafs down the River. 

The Convent of the Carmelites is alfo well 
worth the feeing : having been made famous 
bv the Treaty of Peace begun here in the year 
1^73, when a great Council of Plenipotentiary 
AmbafTadors from all the Princes in Europe] 
was in this Monaftery treated with good Ac- 
commodation. The moft memorable occur- 
rence which hapned during this Treaty, was the 
apprehending of William Prince of Furftenburgi 
one that had been born a Count of the German 
Empire ; but bred up in a French Monaftery, 
whereof he was afterwards Abbot. His educa- 
tion prevaiFd with him to efpoufe the intereft of 
France 5 which he fancy 'd he could not fo hap- 
pily promote by his Prayers in a Monaftery as 
bv his good Counfel in the Camp. Whereupon: 
he laid afide his Monaftic Habit, and turn'dj 
Colonel : in which Office hebehav'd himfelf fo; 
well, that the Fre?2chKing employ 'd him at Colen 
under the character of his Ambaftador. Here 
he difcharg'd his Truft with that zeal that he de- 
feated all the endeavours made by the Minifters 
of other Princes for Peace 3 promoting an uni- 
vcrfal confufion, and by confequence the en- 
creafe of his Matter s Greatnefs. At laft ( on the! 
fifteenth of February, 1674) he was fiez'd in thej 
Street, and bv a fmall Guard immediately carry 'dj 
off beyond the bounds of the Neutrality, before! 
he could be refcu'd by the Burghers of Colen\ 
Away he was hurried to Vienna ; where theEm-j 
peror committed him to clofe Prifon, and 'twas; 
expected he would have been executed as a re- 
bellious Traitor, as the German Lawyers had 
unanimoufly pronoune'd him. But the refulc 
was, he was thought guilty of too much Trea-j 
fon to be pardon'd 3 and yet look'd upon as a 
pcrfon fo dear to his great Mafter that ic was 
not fafe to let him fuffer. Hereupon the breach 
betwixt the Imperial and French Miniiters grew 
irreparable : and fo the Treaty was brought toj 
an unhappy conclufion, and nothing but War 
enfu'd. The Prince remain'd in durance till fet 
free by the late Treaty .at Nimeguen 3 fince which 
he is, for his former good fervices, advane'd 
by the French King to the Bilhopric of S trasburg 5 
upon the death of his Brother Francis late Bilhop 
of that Diocefs. 

The Affairs of His Majefly of Great Britain 
were in this Treaty managed by their Excellen- 
cies Sir Leoline Jenkins ( honour d by all the 
Princes of Europe for his late adrnirably prudent 
and induftrious Mediation at Nimeguen , and at 
prefent one of his Majefty's Principal Secretaries 
of State ) and Sir Jofeph Williamfon^ made Pri* 1 *, 
cipai Secretary of State at his return: both of 
them perfons of Eminence and Abilities beyond 
the reach of a Character or Panegyric. To the

All the remarkable occurrences that have hap- 
ned in this City from its firft foundation (as far 
as Hiftorians and the Records of the Town are 
able to give information ) to the year 14^, 
are at large fet down by the Author of the 
forementiond Chronicle 5 Printed by John 
Koelhoff, a Citizen of Colen in the year 1500. A 
work of little Authority with John Angelius a 
Werdenhagen 5 but highly commended by W. Kyri- 
ander the judicious Author of the Chronicle of 
Trier, who allures us, that the greateft part 
thereof was compos'd by the Senate and chief 
Citizens of that Town, out of the choiceft Re- 
cords they had. 

2. Bonn 3 a pleafant little Town on the banks 
of the Rhine, about ten Englijh miles above Co- 
len. This Town is fuppos'd to have bin anciently 
nam'd Ara Vbiorum, from the Sacrifices here of- 
fer'd to Apollo and other Heathen Gods : all de- 
ftroy'd by St. Matemus, Biftiop of Trier and Co- 
ien. Others more probably guefs it to be the 
fame with Tacitus' s Caftra Bonnenfia, where the 
; Roman Forces had fometime their Winter Quar- 
: ters : near which place Julius Cefar built his Bridge 
«rofs the Rhine. In this place is the ufual Resi- 
dence of the Archbiftiop of Colen : who ( tho he 
has two Palaces in Colen, yet ) by mutual agree- 
ment betwixt him and the Burghers of that City, 
: is not to ftay in the Town above three days to- 
gether. He lives here in a Palace anfwerable to . 
the grandeur of fo potent a Prelate : feated in a ' 
plain, at the end of that long ridge of mountains 
which (huts in both fides of the Rhine from hence 
as far as Bingen. The Vineyards hereabouts 
: : afford plenty of good Rhenijh Wine 3 and the 
Woods, at fome fmall diftance, yeild variety of 
Game. From the happy fituation it might pro- 
bablv get the name of Bona or Bonna 5 which 
Tacitus ufes indifferently for Caftra Bo?inenfia. 
There is here a Collegiate Church 5 m which ly 
: buried Pius, Caffiws, Florentine, Malufius, with fe- 
: veral others of the Theban Legion, who furTer'd 
under the Emperor Maximius. 

3. Andernach, upon the Rhine: near which is 
a white Tower which feparates the Archbiihop- 
rics of Colen and Trier. 'Tis fortified with a 
Caftle and Bulwarks ; and is only considerable 
for lodging of Paffengers and a Cuftom-Houfe 
under the Elector of Colen. 

4. Broel, about a German mile from the Rhine, 
betwixt Colen and Bonn 3 a pleafant little Town, 
having the advantage of a noble Foreft in the 
• neighbourhood. The Caftle is fair and ftrong : 
; the feat of the Ekaor, when he comes to divert 
himfelf here with Hunting. 

5. Zons, on the Rhine, betwixt Monheim and 
Nuys 5 founded by Archbifhop Sigefride. The 
Town is tolerably well fortified : and the Houfes, 
generally of Brick, make a good (how. The 
chief trade of the Town is in Corn : which grows 
■plentifully in the neighbouring Fields, and is with 
■great eafe convey'd by the Rhine to other Cities 
that ftand in great need of that commodity. 

6. Nuys or Neufs (in Latin Authors Nave- 
fium or Nuffia ) a place often mentioned by Ta- 
citus : feated about fix German miles oelow Co- 
len on the banks of the River Erp or Erfft. D>u- 

\ f u i here built one of Ins Forts to fecure the out- 
Imoft limits of the Roman Empire : which, as ma- 
i ny more of them, drew a concourfe of people 
jjto it, and is now grown up into a large City. 
I hThe Town is well fortified with the Riy cr £ n 



i fhown the Tomb and Reliques of this Martyr. : 
The Rhine ran anciently by the walls of this \ 
Town : but it has fince alter cl its Channel, and 
now VeiTels arc convey'd up to the Gates of

Fourth gave a large Charter to this City: but 
with this provifo, That they fhould not for the

8. Kempen h a ftrong Town and Caftle on ti-e 
•borders of Gelderland and the Dukec'om of Ju- 
liers. It gave a fignai proof of its iirength in 
the year 1642, when the United forces at the 
^^King^heLandgraviateof/Zcy/^^and Duke 
of Saxon-Weymar, having taken the City of Nuys 
and the Caftle of Oedt in this neighbourhood, 
; fat down at laft before Kempen^ but were fo 
bravely receiv'd, that the Burghers made good 
the Town from the twentieth or January till the 
feventh of the next month : a much longer time 
then the great and populous City ot Nuys haa 
iheld out. The Caftle defended ic felt feven davs 
after the Town was furrender'd 3 and after all, 
the Garrifon march'd out on honourable terms. 

9 . Rhynberck.^ prettv large 1 ownon the Rome, 
about eight Gervia?i miles below Colen, ana one 
above Wefel and Burick- It belongs properly 
to this Archbifnop 3 tho, {landing near the Con- 
fines of Gelderland, it has been challeng d by the 
Nether landers. 'Tis well feated for traae, and 
the Burghers hereof are tolerably rich : axcno 
it has not the advantage ot trafhcking much with 
its own commodities, the Country hereabout

Not far from this place ftands Camp, a rich

Vrufus s Catties 
are all faid to have been built on the Weftern 
banks : and that Julius C*far, or any other Ro-\ 
man General about his time, made any confide- 
rable advance further, is an afiertion not coun- 
tenanced by any Latin Hiftorian. However, an- 
cient the Town muft be 5 and therefore, in the 
beginning of this Century, its inhabitants were 
refolv'd to Wall it round, and make thcmfclves, 
an Imperial City. Againft thefe proceedings the 
Citizens of Colen enter'd their proteftanon 5 and * 
the matter was brought" to a hearing at the Em- 
perors Court. While the controverfie was un- 
der debate, the Uulheimers went on with their 
work 5 and made a notable progrefs in their dc- 
fign. But at laft the Emperor Matthias forbad 
their proceedings : and Spinold, 1614, took the 
Town, and fpoil'd the beft of their Out- works. 
The year following the Citizens of Colen fent 
a great many Carpenters and Mafons , with a 
Commifiion to pull down all the new Buildings 
they found in the Town 3 who accordingly un- j 
City'd the place, and redue'd it to its ancientj j 
ftate. During the confufions brought uponj; 
the Empire by the late Civil Wars, the Town ofj j 
Mulheim thought it had got a fair pretence toj j 
renew its fortifications 3 if on no other grounds! ■ 
then only to provide fome fecurity for its Inha-j . 
bitants againft the common and umverfal cala-M 
mity. But neither would tins project take eftedfc :j 
fo that it ftill remains a Town, and a Dependant! 
on the City of Colen. ! 
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Eodicum , or £egzf, the 
Metropolis of thisDio- 

ccfs ( caird by tlic 
French Writers Liege j 
by the Germans, Lut- 
tich 5 and by the Ne- 
ther landers, Luyck) .is 
thought to have its 
name from the Legion 
of the Roman Army 
flain near this place by Ambiorix the famous Ge- 
neral of the Eburones : tho others more probably 
think it may have its name from Liege, a Imali 
Set whfch fpnngsat Ans ( a ViU age ^about 
three £»jg/t* miles from this City ) and here 
empties it felf into the Meuje.

That Valley efpecially wherein 
i the City of Liege is feated is more than ordinary 
i rich and pleafant 5 abounding with delicate Mca- 
lidows and large Corn-fields. 

The moft peculiar Commodities of thefe parts

twenty or more Fathoms) according as the ;

the work ceafes. 

To make Brimftone, they break the ftone or 

Ore into fmall pieces 3 which they put into Cru- 
cibles made of Earth, five foot long, fquare and 
: pyramid-wife, the mouth whereof is near a foot 
fquare. Thefe Crucibles are laid floaping : 
out of which the Brimftone, being di£folv'd by 
the violence of the heat of the Furnaces under- 
neath, dropsat the fmall end into a common Lea- 
j den-trough or Receptacle. Through this there 
j runs a continual Rivulet of cold water: which is 
i convey'd thither by pipes for the cooling of the 
i idiflolv'd Sulpher, which is ordinarily four hours 
j in melting. This done, the a fhes are drawn out 
j w ith a crook'dlton; and being put into an Iron 
' 'wheel-barrow, are carried out oftheHutt. Af- 
I terwards, being laid in a heap, they are cover'd 
with other elix'd afties 3 the better to keep them 
! warm. And this is reiterated as long as they 
make any Brimftone. . 

In making of Coperas or Vitriol, they take 
; a quantity of the faid afhes, and ( throwing them 
into a fquare plank'd pitt, about four foot deep 
and eight fquare) they cover them with ordi- 
: nary water 3 and there let them fteep tour and 
I twenty hours, or till an Egg will fwim upon 
i t he liquor, which they take to be a fign 'tis ftrong 
j enough. When they defign to boil this they 
let it run through pipes into the kettles 5 adding 
thereto half the proportion of Mother-water, as 
they call that which remains after the boyling of 
the hardncd Cdpcras. Thefe kettles are made 
of Lead 3 near five foot high, fix foot long, and 
three in breadth, (landing upon thick Bron bars 
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rong Coal-fire, twenty-four hours or more, 
;ording to the ftrcngth or wcaknefs of the

The fame ingenious Gentlemen ( in the fore- 
mention d Tranfactions Numb. 5. ) gives an ex-j 
cellenc account how Adks andMmes are wrought 
in this Country without Air-Schafts. But fori 
this curiofity, being a pace of improvement of 
Art and no natural rarity, I (hall refer the Rea- 
der to himfelf: who gives us an exact: CuttoU 
the whole contrivance ; without which the De- 
fcription of it here would hardly be intelligible. 

This great Bifhoprick is faid to have bin found- 
ed by Hubert Son to Bertrand, VrmccotAquitane: 
tho feme make it of a much more ancient date. 
This Hubert came firft into Brabant upon the 
account of Religion 3 Chriftianity having in 
thofe days got furer footing here then in his 
Country. At Maeftricbt he contracted a great 
intimacv with Lambert Bifhop of that place 5 and, 
after fome time fpent with him, went to vine the 
Pope at Rome. During his ftay here news was 
brought that the Citizens of Maeftricbt had mod 
barbarouOy murder'd their Bifhop : whereupon 
JJubert had the Bifhopric conferr'd on him by 
Pope Sergius. Returning into Brabant, he was 
highly Carefs'd by the murderers ofhisprcde- 
ceflbur : but, not knowing how to venture him- j 
felf long amongft them, he. removed his See to | 
Liege$ there building a Cathedral, which he | 
dedicated to the memory of St. Lambert, whofe I 
Corps he order d to be here interr'd. This was J 
done about the year of our Lord 7 1 3. fince 
which time there have bin near fixty Bifhops of 
this Diocefs ; many of whom have bin perfons 
of eminent piety and Learning. At prefent 'tis 
j annex'd to the Electorate of Colen: the Arch- 
I biihop of which place has a great controverfy 
j now depending with the Citizens of Lz'ege, about 
I fome Regalia^hcrcin the FrenchKing is Mediator. 
Chief Towns in this Diocefs are : 
1. Liege, the chief and molt populous City of 
ii this Bifhopric, was no more then an ordinary 
j Village before the days of Charles the Great; and 
i 1 more inconfiderable then Heriftallum and Julippa 
I which ftill retain their ancient meannefs. The 
j erection of a Bifhopric in this place firft drew 
!! hither a great concourfe ot Inhabitants: and 
j j afterwards Bifhop Notger caus'd it to be wali'd 
j round, in the year 1007. 

I 'Tis at prefent a large and beautiful City 5 in 
i its bulk and figure very much refembling Roan 
j in France, and containing about four Englifh 

1 miles in circumference- Within the walls are 
j feverai Valleys, Hills and Iflands 5 the River Maes 
\ running through the Town in two Arms. Moft 

I of the Streets are fpatious arid well built, gene- 
rally water'd with a clear ftream in the middle; 
befides which convenience, many of the beft 
houfes have two or more Fountains of cool 
Spring water in their backfides or Kitchins. 
I j In the City and Suburbs are reckon'd above 
i a hundred Churches: amongft which the moll 
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iteelTSruaure ^^ 3t ^ r ^^ buiIc / f. we 
have faid) by Hubert, the .firft Bifhop of Liege 
and dedicated to St. Lam bard. For which, and 
manvmore excellent Fabricks of that kind,Liege 
has "had this character given it by travellers, 
That for fair Chitrches, Convents and other Re- 
ligious Foundations, no City in the whole Em- 
pire of Germany or Kingdom of France is able 
to compare with this. Amongft the reft there 
is a College of Englijb Jefuits well feated on 
the top of an Hill; and not far from thence a 
Nunnery for the fame Nation. In St. Williams 
Convent, without the gate of the City, lies bu- 
ried our famous Englijb traveller Sir John Man- 
deville ; a perfon of much more credit with the 
Germans and French ( who have many y ears per- 
iod his writings in their own languages) then a- 
mongft his own Countrymen. '1 is laid of him 
that having view'd moft of the Cities in the 
World, he preferred Liege to whatever he had 
before met with 5 and refolv'd to fpend, as he 
did, the refidue of his life in this place. Near 
his grave are kept the Saddle, Spurs, and Knife 
which accompany 'd him through all his travels 5 
and upon his Tomb you have ( in the ordinary 
language of this City, which is a fort of old 
barbarous French) the following Infcription :

They have here alfo an Univerfity 3 formerly 
fo famous that it has had at one time nine Sons 
of Kings, twenty-four of Dukes, twenty-nine 
Counts, befides many more Lords and perfons 
of other eminent quality, who have here ftudy'd. 
Nay, Meibomius tells us that in the year 1 1 3 1 
there were no Jefs then one and twenty Kings 
Sons Refident togetherin this Unverfity. 

And indeed the whole Town is as well throng'd 
as ever their Colleges have bin : and a lamenta- 
ble inftance of the multitude of its Inhabitants 
in former ages the late Hiftorians will afford us, 
who relate the ftory of Charles Duke of Burgun- 
dy s facking the City and putting an hundred 
thoufand of the people to the Sword. The whole 
ftory of which bloody mauacre is at large de- 
liver'd by Philip Comin*us, in the fecond Book 
' of his excellent Hiftory. The whole Town is 
made up of thirty-two Companies of freemen: 
amongft whom the Goldfmiths have the pree- 
minence. 

2. Buillon or Bullion, may challenge the next 
place to Liege for the good fervices done to the 
World by its famous Duke Godfrey of Lorrain? 
who was here born, and is thence ufually nam d 
Godfrey of Bullion or Bullogne, as fome Hiftorians 
(very erroneoufly) write the word This ge- 
nerous Prince, with his Brothers Eujlace and 
Baldwin, undertook the conduct of the Chrifti- 
| ans in their expedition againft the Turks in the 
Holy Land A. D. 1096. and, the better to enable 
him to go through with that defign, he fold his 
Dukedom to the Bifhop of Liege. In this great 
enterprife he fucceeded fo well chat, within three 
years, he rooted the Ottomen Emperor out ot 
Jud<£a ; and once more brought Jerufalem into 
the hands of the Chriftians. Hereupon he had 
the Crown of the Holy Land ofterd him* which 
1 he is faid to have refus'd with this anfwer, That 
I he would never wear a Crown of Gold where his Sa- 
il Tfiour wore one of Thorns.

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HE Dukedoms of Cleve^ 
Juliers find Berge7/,wcrc 
tor fome ages fubject 
to the fame Princes 5 
but that Family was ex- 
tinct upon the death of 

John-William (the laft 
Duke of thefe Coun- 
tries, Count of Marck. 
and Ravenfpurg 5 and 
Baron of Ravenftein ) in the year 1609. Where- 
upon, the Emperor Rudolph the Second, in the 
year following, conferred all his Eftates upon 
the Houfe of Saxony 5 but with this provifo in 
the Patent, Salvo femper jure aliorum Interejfenti- 
Afterwards under Charles the Fifthf the 
Elector of Brandenburg and Pfaltzgrave of New- 
burg oppos'd the pretenfions of the Saxon Dukes: 
alledging that the Territories of the deceas'd 
Duke ought to defcend upon his Daughcers,in 
cafe of the failure of Iffue-male, in whofe right 
they had the jufteft title. This controverfy was 
fcemingly ended in a Confult held at Jutterbock 
in the year i^ii, wherein 'twas order d that the 
Dukedom of Juliers fliould remain in the hands 
of the Princes of Saxony ; that of Cleve, with 
fome other of its dependances, in the hands of 
the Elector of Brandenburg; the Berghen (hould 
defcend on the Dukes of Neirburg. But with 
this decifion none of 'em fcem'd tetisfy'd : all 
have fince the titles of Dukes of Berghen, Ju- 
liers and Clez/e, <src. And diey (eem only to watch 
an opportunity of afTerting each his juft claim 
to the whole. Their pretenfions are at large 
fet down by Limnctus 5 in the hTch book of his 
Treatife De jure publico Imperii Romano-Germa- 
nici. The King of Sweden does alfo ftyle him- 
felf Duke of all thefe places: and 'tis to be fear'd 
thefe different pretenfions may one day kindle 
a florae that will deftroy a good fhare of the Em- 
pire. Wherefore, leaving thefe Intricacies to 
be difentangled by thofc that are concern d in 
che quarrel, we {hall at prefent content our 



felves with a view of the chief places in these 
Dukedoms; abstracted from all relation to anv 
of the Princes that lay claim to them; Beginning 
with 



The Dukedom c/Juliers. 




Ertius tells us that this Dukedom 
contains a good fhare of the 
Countries anciently inhabited by 
the Brucleri, Menapii and Eubro- 
nes : being bounded on the North 
with the Principality of Gelder- 
land and fome part of the Dukedom of Cleve 5 
on the Eaft with die Dukedom of Berghen and. 
fome part of the Electorate of Cclen 5 on the 
South with the Archbi&oprics of Trier and Cc- 
len 5 and on the Weft ^ith part of Brabant. 

The Country is plentifully ftor'd with all ne- 
ceffary provifions for the life of man : affording 
great quantities of Corn, Hay, Wood, isre. The 
moft peculiar Commodities of the Country 
are their good breed of Horfes; and ftore 
of Woad, gathered by the Country-people and 
fold off to the Dyers in the neighbouring and 
foreign parts. 

Places of greateft note in this Dukedom are: 

1. Juliers , calPd by the Germans Gulch or 
Gulicby and by Latin Authors Juliacum 5 (aid to 
have its name either from Julius Caefar, its fub- 
pos'd Founder, or Julia Agrippina from whom 
Colen ( as before has bin obferv'd ) got the name 
of Agrippina. The Town is but (mall, but neat- 
ly built and well fortify'd 5 che Streets being ge- 
nerally ftraight, and the Houfes of brick. The • 
Cafble is very large and ftrong ; having bin as I 
'tis reported, thirty years in building, and ren- j 
der'd as inpregnable as the River Roer (on the; 
banks whereof 'tis featcd) and the Art of the 
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^X V 1n tf** afierted the rights 
/■fhT HriSfo of *e deceas'd Duke of Juliers 
a^mft"he pretenfions of the Duke of S~ 
Aferwardf during the quarrels betwixt the 
H™fTs of Newburg and Brandenburg it was 
S?tch awvto both by the Spanijh Marqmls 
M. 5 aJwas for fome ume. kept by Albert 
Xrchduke of As/M*. It is now in the hand of 
rhr Duke of Nevburg: to whom, by the laft 
^rca?y of peace concluded on by the Spaniards 
Ld the United Provinces the Djto °[ 
Juliers and Berghen were allotted 5 and d* DrtK 
^«r^ r/^ County of Marc£, Or- t° tn , e 
lienor o trMu J In the Suburb, tends 
a fair Monaftery of Carthufians, nobly endow d 
by feveral of the old Princes of 7«/««. 

2. ^or^? a ^« BBf , five leagues fiona>- 
/«« : call'd by the French Aix la C hapfele from 

a Chappel in the great Church much v.fited by 
P,lgr.ms, and famous for the multitude of Re- ; 
liques there prefervU It hes betwjxt the Duke- , 
domes of Juliers and Limburg; and is often, but 
erroneoufly, reckon'd within the limits of the 

^Re'ufner (in his Treatife de Urbibus Jmperiali- 
bus ) fancies that this place had the termination 
of its name from Apollo Gr annus, a Deity well 
known to the ancient Germans and Rhxtians: 
which is a conje&ure allow'd of by Celtes, in his 
panegyric on this City 5 one verfe whereof runs 

thus .

But the more generally receiv'd opinion is that 
the Town was firft built by, and had its name 
from, Sereniws Grant* Lieutenant General ot 
Gallia Belgica under the Emperor Adrian 5 who, 
having ( about the year of our Lord 53. )dif- 
cover d the hot Springs in this place, firft beau- 
tify 'd them after the falhion of the Baths at 
Rome, and then built himfelf a Palace, and 
Lodgings for his Retinue, near them. To make 
good this aftertion , the Citizens of Aken itill 
fhow a venerable Relique of ancient Archite- 
cture 3 which they call Turris Grant, and believe 
to be pare of the ruins of that General's Palace. 

Afterwards, Attila the Great King of the 
Huns deftroy'd this place with the reft of the 
neighbouring Towns ; and in its ruins it lay buried ! 
till the days ot Charles the Great. This mighty j 
Emperor, riding a Hunting in the woods near 
this place, his Horfe accidentally ftruck his 
hoof into one of the hot Springs : whereof the 
Emperor taking notice, and finding by the ruins 
of feveral great piles of Building, which he af- 
terwards difcover'd, that this muft needs be the 
ancient Aquijgranum-, order 'd the Baths to be 
fearch'd out and rebuilt. Being daily more 
and more taken with the pleafant fituation of 
the place, he here built his Royal Palace, and 
foon after founded a Collegiate Church 3 which 
he dedicated to the "Virgin Mary, and endow'd j 
with a very noble Revenue, in the year 8 04. 1 
Bv degrees he fini(h*d all that part of the Town 
which he incircled by the old wall 5 and in that 
condition it continudtill the year 882, wherein 
'twas again ruin'd by the Normans, and the Em- 
peror's Palace burnt to the ground. But its 
loffes by this and many other later overthrows 
bv fire ( whereof that was moft dreadful which 
hapned in the year 1656 5 wherein twenty 
Churches and Chappels, and about five thou- 
fand private Houfes were deftroy'd ) it has long

Gr ?he 1C Town-Hall or Senate-Houfe is a very 

{lately Fabric 3 built A. P. i 5 33- ^ d j**± 
fomefy adorned with ftatues of the E»P«*| 
Sr^t Charles the Grear. The firft and fecond 
{tones of 'his P^ of Building are divided into 
feveral Chambers 3 from all which the fmoak 
of the Chimneys is' convey 'd through four Iar;ge 
hilars which fupport the uppermoft Root. IDC 
h ighdl ftory is all one entire Room ■ confining 
one hundred fixty and two foot in length, and 
fixty in breadth. Here the new Crown d Em 
peror ( who was to receive his firft Crown ot 
Iron herewith the fame Ceremonies as the fe- 
cond of Silver at Milan, and the third of Gold 
at Rome ) ufed to entertain the Ekaors and o^ 
ther Princes of the Empire that attended him aci 

his Coronation* . ~ 

The Cathedral is large * but of an odd figure. 
At the wefts ends ftands a fteeple adorn d withi 
feveral Pyramids 5 and on the top with a largd 
Globe and Crofs. From this Tower much high-; 
cr then the Body of the Church, you are led byi 
a Gallery ( fupported by a long Arch ; to a Cu-j 
pola near the middle of the Church. The Infide] 
is beautify'd with a vaft number of Pillars 0$ 
marble and Brafs 5 as alfo with gilded ftatues,; 
brafs doors and Partitions, with a great deal ot 
Mofaick. Over the place wnere the Body ot, 
Charles the Great was firft interr'd hangs a very 
lareeCrown 5 Given to this Church by the Em-; 
peror Frideric the Firft. 'Tis made of Silver and 
Brafs guilt; adorn'd with fix teen fmall Towers, 
with eight and forty larger, and thirty two 
lefter ftatues of filven Amongft thefe are fee 
fortv-eight Candlefticksj us'd only upon $ 
Feftivals and days of Commemoration. 

Amongft the many Reliques worshiped by 
the Pilgrim*, who antiently flock 'd hither, the 
moft remarkable are: 1. The Gown of the 
virgin Mary /which (he is faid to have worn at the 
Incarnation of our Saviour 5 made of wooll not 
unlike to that which grows on the Coco-tree. 
2. The cloth wherewith our Saviour was begirt 
when he fuffer'd on the Crofs 5 which is linen, 
but very courie. 3. A peice of the Cord where- 
with Chrift was bound when he was deliver'd 
to Pilate the Governor. 4. Some of the blood 
of the Protomartyr St. Stephen, richly enchas'd 
in gold and precious ftones^ upon which the 
Emperors are fworn at their inauguration- 5. 
The picture of the virgin Mary, with our Savi- 
our in her Arms, embofs'd upon a Jafpisoi a- 
bout two inches in breadth : found in the Em- 
peror Charles the Great's tomb, and faid to be 
the work of St. Luk$. 6. A noble Manufcript | 
Copv of the Gofpels, richly cover'd with Silver | 
guilt found in the fame Tomb. 7. Charles thej 
Great's Sword 5 worn 

Coronation, and then ufed in the dubbing of 
Knights and conferring other Honours. Some 
of thefe, and a great many more, holy Reliques ! 
were procur'd by Charles the Great from Aaron. 
King of Verfia 5 from the Patriarch of Jerufalem 3 
from Conftantinople, and other places. 

But the hot Baths in this place, very much fre- 
quented by Germans and foreigners, render the 
Town moft confiderable. Of thefe there are 
three within the inner walls 5 the Emperor's 
Bath, the little Bath and St. Qztirinus's. The firft 
of them is in the fame place and fed with the fame 
Springs with that in which Charles the Great 
took Co much delight that he would often in* 
vite hither his Sons, Nobles and Guaads, to Bath 

with! 
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with him : and 'twas then fafhionable to bath a 
Hundred together - y tho now the Baths are di- 
vided into lefter partitions. The Little Bath 
joins with the Emperor's, as the King and 
Queen's Bachs at Bath in England : and they both 
rife fo hot that they let them cool twelve hours 
before they ufe them. Bcfides thefe, there are 
in the Outer Circle of the Town other Baths 
v/hich are not fo hot as the former. The fmcll of 
thefe is fomewhat ofTenfivc ; and the water in the 
Ciftems not tranfparent. They have alfo here 
a fountain ot warm water 5 much reforted ro, 
and drunk in Summer- mornings for many Cro- 
meal diftempers. 

3. About a furlong out of "the South Gate of 
Aken ftands the Village Porcetum or Borfei 5 fo 
call'd from the vaft numbers of wild Hogs which 
ut'd anciently to frequent the Woods near this 
place. Mir<£us tells us they have here a famous 
Monaftery of Ciflercians : but he miftook the Or- 
der, and ( upon better enquiry ) would have 
found it to be a Nunnery ot Bemardines. The 
Abbefs of this Nunnery is an Imperial Pn'ncefs; 
notwithftanding that there lies an Appeal from a 
Sentence in her Court to the Court of Aldermen 
at Aken. The whole Village is well built 3 and 
beautified with four Churches. There are here 
a great many hot Springs on both fides ot a fmall 
Rivulet which waters the Town. Thefe are by 
Pipes and Conduits convey 'd into fourteen houfes 5 
and there diftributed into eight and twenty Baths. 
The water of thefe" Springs is clear and pleafint 
enough, witiiout any ofrenfive fmell : but much 
hotter then any in Aken, beiig ufually cooi'd 
eighteen hours before it can be made ufe of or 
endur'd. Hence they ufe to cool it with an Inftru- ; 
ment piere'd through with a great many holes 3 
with w-hich alfo they ftir the water when you : 
enter the Bath^ to render the heat lefs percepti- 
ble. 

Near this place zl iere are (everal Mines of Lead, , 
Coal, Vitriol, Sulphur, and Calmey (as they call_ j 
it ) or Lapis Calaminaris 5 with the laft whereof 
they make Bra(s in the following manner : To \ 
twenty-eight pound of the beft Srredijh Copper \ 
they put an hundred pound of this Mineral 5 to j 
which they add fome broken pieces of Brafs I 
and a good quantity of the drofs of both the fore- 
mention'd fimplcs. Thefe they melt in Crucibles 
over a hot Furnace for twelve hours together 3 
and then, pouring eight of thefe Crucibles into 
one, they let the drorty and bafer parts boil over, 
the bafer always fubfiding at the bottom* This • 
; done, thev pour the liquid Metal into a frame 
of Stone, border 'd with bars of Iron : by which ; 
means thev run into large Brafs-plates, which j 
are afterwards cut in pieces with large Ciflars j 

made for that purpofe. , , 

4. Duren, on the River Ruhr, in the road be- : 
twixt Juliers and Niecki a place which pretends : 
to the fame antiquitv and Founder with Colen, \ 
and which was made an Imperial City by the ; 
Emperor i?^/intheyear 1407. The Streets are ■ 
eenerallv neat and uniform ; and common I vwa- i 
fer'd with a clear ftream in the midole. In Saint • 
Martins Church,the faireft ftruclure m the Town, ; 
thev (how you the head of St. Am: Mother to | 
i,hc" Virgin Mary, a Relique which has formerly ; 
' brought great rcfort to this City. 

The Alap takes notice of Munfter-Eifel, Bedbur u 
Enskirchen, Nideck, Boiflar, Linnich, Valen, Waf- ; 
] Lberg, with fome other Market-Towns : none ; 
i whereof have any tiling worth the Reader s ob- j 
fervation. 
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The Dukedom of Berg HEN. 




Ont'mm Vucatus, as the Latins call 
it, or the Dukedom of Berghen^ 
is feparated on the Weft from, 
the Dukedom of Juliers by the 
Rhine : on the North 'tis bound- 
ed with the County of Marck_ y 
jon the Eaft with that of Waldeck, and fome parts 
j of the borders of Hejfen 5 and on the South with 
j the County of Najfaw. . 

I ; It has irs name from the nature of the Soil 5 
j the greateft part of the Country being craggy: 
jand mountainous. So that we cannot expect 
I any great numbers of inhabitants in this Countv 5 
i and by confequence, few Towns of note. Thofe 
! that are worthy our obfervation, are only: 
j 1. Dutfeldorp, the Metropolis of this 'Duke- 
idom, and ufual Refidencc of one of the Dukes: 
; of Nevfburg ; which is feated on the banks of the 
i Rhine, betwixt Nuys and Keyfersrrerd. The pub- : 
i lie buildings in diis Town make a delicate fibow 
I towards the Rhine- efpecially the Duke's Palace, 
i a very ftately and noble Fabric. It has its name 
j from Duffel, a fmall Rivulet, which here empties I 
j it felf into the Rhine. 'Twas anciently an Im- ''■ 
: perial Cizy, and a place of much greater traffick 
j then at prefent 5 the yearly Fairs having bin kept 
i in this Town wiiich were afterwards remov'd to ■ 
Franc fart. In thofe dars the Channel of the: 
\ Rhine lay under its Walls : but now the Veftels 
cannot come u p fo clofe. They have here thrice 
weekly a great Corn-market : the neighbouring 
Bores bringing in vaft quantities of all forts of 
Grain, which are hence exported to Colen and 
other Cities up and down the Rhine. In the Col- 
legiate Church you have the Monuments of a 
great many of the ancient Dukes of Juliers and 
Berghen: amongft all which the moft munifi- 
cent is that of Duke William, the laft Prince of 
his Family, whofe Epitaph is neat and Poetical. 
They had, in their flourilhing days, a petty Uni- : 
verli ty in this Town 3 which the Jefuits have of : 
late endeavour'd to reftore,but have not hitherto 
been able to effect, their defigns. 

Not far from hence ftands Gerifheim 5 a noble 
Village, and comparable to fome Cities of the 
Empire. 

2. Efen 5 plac'd on the borders of the Marck, 
but properly referable to this Dukedom. 'Twas 
made an Imperial City, and had its Privileges 
confirm'd, by Charles the Fifth, in the year 1525. 
3 Tis famous for a noble and rich Nunnery here 
founded by St. Alfrid Bifhop of Hildejheim, about 
the ye-^r 877 5 to which to this day belongs the 
greateft fhare of the Town, with feveral large 
Mannours in the neighbourhood. The Reve- 
nues were at firft fetled for the maintenance of 
fifty-two Nuns ( befides the Abbefs ) ancitwenty 
Canons : but thofe numbers have fince been re- . 
trench'd. There are hardly any at prefent ad- 
mitted into the Society but the Daughters of 
Counts, or Lords at leaft 5 and they are permit- 
ted to leave their Habit and marry at pleafurei ; 
The Citizens of Efen arc notable Artificers at : 
making of Guns, Piftols, and other Fire- Arms 3 
and are well furmfh'd with Coal and Wheat out 
of the neighbourhood. 

3. Bensburg, a ftrong Fort and Monaftery 
built by Duke Adolph in the year J2pS, being 
the firft of its kind ( of the Order of the Holy j 
Crofs ) in the German Empire. 
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Arch ( the largeftCoun- j 
ty in Weftphalia ) feems j 
to be fo call'd from its : 
having been anciently ; 
the outmoft Boundary 
of Germany towards; 
Gallia Belgica. It is 
fhut in betwixt the 
Lippe and Ruhr 5 little 
differing in foil from 
the other parts of Weftphalia. It is commonlr di- j 
vided into fifteen Lordfoips or Bailiwicks 5 dift in- ; 
-uilh'd bv fo many Towns, which are, Ifernlohe, . 

0*erde, Altena, Bcec&um, Schwart^enburg, Wetter ^ . 
Hamm, Schverten, Lunen, Vnna, Nevfiatt, Blanc- 
kenfiein, Rade , Werden, and Camen: Amonglt 
all which thcfe only have any thing in them re- ; 

markable. . , ! 

1. Hamm, a poor HdTzs-Town on the edge ; 
ofthcBifoopric of Munfter. The Country about ; 
this Town is very fruitful, yeilding good itore ; 
of Corn, Hemp, and Flax 5 and the Citizens (as ; 
thev are pleas'd to ftile themfelves ) have a to- • 
lerabie income by lodging of gangers that pafs , 
this road from Cleveland and the Netherlands ■ 
into the Marquifate of Brandenburg, Dukedomes ; 
of Br mi fa ic and Lunenburg, <S"c. \ 
2 . ZW, feated in a large plain at three Ger- 
man miles diftance from Bamm h another Hans- \ 
Town but lefs confidcrable then the former. ; 
Before the wars betwixt the Houfes of Branden- 
bur Z ana Next-burg, this was look'd upon as a j 
place of notable traffick : but the daily skir- 1 
mittics and alarms, during thofe troubles foa-j 
maz d the poor Burghers ( not before accuitom d 1 
to the noife of war ) that they have not yet io ; 
compos'd themfelves as to fall into their ancient ( 

methods. , , 

2. Altena, an ancient Town 5 whence tne 
Counts of Miirc4were formerly mid no more 
■ , then Counts of Altena. This title was chang d 
I in the year 1053, when Adolph, Son of Frederic 
;i Count of Altena and Berghen, having made him- 
' felt Matter of Marck. ( an old ruinated place 
not far from Hamm y but in thofe days a Town 
of note and ftrength ) took upon him the title 



of Count of Marck : which his Succcffors, o- 
™5rHn~ that of Altena, ever after retain d. 

Werd™, on the banks of the River Ruhr , 
built by William of Hardenberg, Abbot of 5"/. 
Ludoe/s (a Monaftery in thisTown ) in the year . 
7^ .7 and advanced into a Corporation by En-_ 
2lbre\ht Count of the March The Burghers of 
f his Town trade chiefly m feeding and fatting of 
Swine 5 of which vaft Herds are yearly brought 
from me adjoining Hills and Forefts into , this ; 
Town, whence very great numbers of Weftpba- ; 
WHams are Ihipp'd off into foreign Count nes , 
The River affords them good ftore of large Eels , 
and other Fife 5 and the Fields yeild plenty of ; 

C °Wichin the limits of this County ftands the; 
fair Imperial City of Soefi or Sufatum ; feated on; 
a neck of Land which Ihutes into the Dukedom; 
of Weftphalia. 'Tis faid to have been at firll a . 
Mannour or Lordfhip confuting of a great ma- 
ny Villages, which uniting themfelves into one ; 
body made u P this large and populous City : 
whence it got the name of Zufatz (corrupted 
afterwards into Sufatum and See ft ). which t figni- 
fics an Afiociation or Combination. Tis at 
prefent the large* City in WpbaSa, except; 
Munfter : fortified with a double Wall, whereon, 
ftand thirty Turrets or Watch-towers, and cn-, 
circled with a large and deep Ditch. Itconfiftsof j 
ten Parithes, and is beautified with a great many; 
more Churches and Chappels. Amongft many; 
other privileges which have been granted to tnc t 
Burgers of Soeft, they are allow'd to hunt and; 
kill all manner of Venifon, not only within their 
own territories, but in any of the neighbouring 
Countries: And have alfo a fupreme Court ot; 
Judicature within themfelves 5 from whence there 
lies no Appeal, excepting only to the Chamber 

The Emperor Frederic the Firft beftow'd thisj 

City, with the whole Dukedom of Weftphalia* 

upon Reinold Archbifhop of Colen h in recom- 

pence of the good fervices he had done hislm-l 

perial Ma jefty againft Henry the Lion, Duke ot \ 

Saxony. Afterwards the Citizens of Soeft finding 

themfelves retrench'd in feveral of their privi- 
leges

ledges by fome of that Archbifhops fuccefTors, 
! refolv'd to throw off his yoke, and to put them- 
■felves under the protection of the Duke of C /eve 
! and Berghen s which they did accordingly, and 
I thereby engaged themfclves and a great many

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H E Dukedom of Cleve 
is one of the mod an- 
cient Principalities in 
the German Empire 5 
having been firft con- 
ferr'd upon JElias Gra- 
cilis ( or Grallius, as he 
is fometimes call'd ) the 
Companion of Charles 
Martel in his famous 
Expeditions againft the Frijons, Saxons, and Ba- 
varians. This Dukedom was in thofe days no 
more then a County : but being afterwards en- 
larged with the acceflion of the Earldom of Tei- 
fterband, which contain'd the Seigniory of Altena, 
with feyeral other Lordfhips on the other fide of 
the Rhine, its Princes took upon them the tide 
of Dukes of Cleve, from the chief Town in their 
ancient County. How, upon the failure of the 
Iffue-mail in this Family, and the League be- 
tween the Spaniards and Netherlanders,this Duke- 
dom came into the Elector of Brandenburg s poC- 
feffion, we have already inform'd the Reader 5 
and (hall not hear need to make any repetition. 

The Country is generally Woody, and water'd 
with a great many Rivers 5 the chief whereof 
are, 1. The Rhine, which panes through the 
j middle of it, and at Schenckgn-Schans ( a Geldrian 
Fort on the Northern bounds of this Dukedom) 
divides it felf into two large branches : whereof 
that which runs by Arnhem retains its old name, 
and the other (which wafhes the walls of Ni- 
meguen) is call'd Wale. 3. Rohr h which fprings 
in the County of Marck, and betwixt Duysburg 
and Rohroot, emties it felf into the Rhine. 3. Lippe$ 
which rifes in Weflphalia and loofes it felf in ithe 
Rhine near Wefel. a^Nierje 5 riling out of a ridge 
of Hills in die Dukedom of Juliers, and empties 
it felf into the Maes near Gennep. 

The moft famous Foreft in this Dukedom is 
that of Duysburg 5 which almoft incompafies that 
Town, and is often mention d by Tacitus and 
other ancient HUtories by the name of Saltus 

Teutoburgenfis. 



*Tis bounded on the Eaft with the Dukedom 
of Berghen, the County of Marck. and fome o- 
ther parts of Weftphalia 5 on the North with the 
County of Zutphen and fome part of the Coun- 
try of Over -Ijfe 1 5 on the Weft with G elder lanS, 
and Brabant 3 and on the South with the Electo- 
rate of Colen. 

The Cities and Towns of note in it are : 
1 . Cleve 5 feated on the riling of an Hill, be- 
twixt the Rhine and Maes, and fuppos'd to have 
its name ( a collibus Clivqfis ) from the many 
clifts and craggy Hills amongft which it Hands.' 
Cluverius fancies' that 'tis theReliques of the old 
Colonia 1/lpia Trajana, the main body whereof] 
he will have to have flood about Kellen, a Vil- 
lage an Englijh mile diftant from Cleve : and in- 
deed the feveral ruins which are obfervable a- 
bout this City give fome countenance to the 
conjecture, or, at leaft make it appear to have 
bin anciently a place of much larger extent then 
'tis at prefent. The Infcription under the Mo- 
nument of Eumeniua Rhetor ( who is faid to have 
taught Oratory in this City ) fet over the South 
Gate, gives us this account of the place : Tern- 
poribus~C- Jul. Ca^faris Arris Clivienfis Foundatoris, 
Octavii Augufti Succeforis, qui pr<zftdio Munivit* 
Uipii Trajani, qui in Coloniam redegit, JE\. Adri- 
ani, qui in formam Vrbis ampliavit, Hie Eumenius 
Rhetor, i?c. Whether this great Orator was 
ever a Profeffor in Cleve, as the monument a£ 
ferts, we leave to the Readers judgment to de- 
termine when he ihall have perus'd the Argu- 
ments produced on both fides by Lipjms and Pig- 
hius i the former whereof is a {tout oppofer of) 
this tradition, and the latter its learned and 
judicious maintainer. TheCaftle, whoever was 
its Founder, is a place of no great ft rcngth 3 but 
pleafantly feated and affording a delightful pro- 
fpect, efpecially from die top of Swan^l bwer. 
The Houfes of the Burgers are but mean and 
ill favour'dj and the only public buildings worth 
the viewing are die great Church and two Mo- 
nafteries of Capuchines and Franci jeans. 

On 
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On the Weft fide of the Town lies Prince 
\ Maurice of Najfaws Park 5 wherein are a great | 
I many pleafant Ponds and water-works. Above 
Ithefe is the Sternberg $ a high Hill, whence you 
may fee Utrecht ( feventeen hours, or one and 
: fifty Englijh miles, diftant from this place) with 
near forty more Cities and great Towns: twelve 
whereof are feen by the help of fo many Viftoes 
;or walks cut through the wood, at the end of 
each of which appears a fair City. On the Eaft 
;ftands the Princ'es Houfe in the Bujch 3 where 
! you have amongft many other rarities, a notable 
Collection of old Roman Urns and other Monu- 
iirients of Antiquity, widi feveral Infciptions 
I omitted in Gruters work- 

1 : 2. EmbricJk,bct wixt Raes and Schencken- S chans, 
i on the Eaftern banks of the Rhine 5 feated within 
! the limits of the Dukedom of Cleve ; but for 
I many years laft kept by the States of the United 
j Netherlands, and reckon d a part of the Country 
! of Zutphen. The Emperor Rudolph requefted 
I the States to Refign this Town to the Duke of

engaged the Spaniard to reftore Rheinberck. to 
I the Elector of Cv/ew.

nag'd in Linnen-cloth: and afterwards their good 
J : ordering of Malt, and brewing a palatable fort 
of Beer, very excep table to moft of their neigh- 
bours, got them a great repute. Hereupon, A- 
dolph the Firft built here avaft Granary : wherc- 
into moft cf the neighbouring Bores bring in 
: their Corn, which at Calcar is made into Malt, 
| or otherwife convey 'd hence into moft of the 
I neighbouring Towns on the Rhine. The Town- 
i Hall, St- Nicolas s Church, and the Monaftery 
I of the Dominicans^ are ftacely Fabricks: in the 
i laft whereof they have a fair Library. 

In the road betwixt this Town and Santen 
\ ftands Marienboom 5 where is a rich Monaftery of 
I Romani/ts, on the outfide of the wall whereof 
i ( next the High-way ) is this Infcription, under 
1 the Arms of Brandenburg :

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The meaning whereof is faid to be this$ The 
; Eleclor of Brandenburg hearing that this Convent

I employ 'd fome underhand to inform the Monks, 
I that, in all likelyhood, his Electoral Highnefs

^. Santen^ near the Weftern bank of the 
i Rhine 5 a Town of great antiquity. Yet pro- 
i bably not fo old as thofe Antiquaries would 
; make it who tell us that 'twas built by a race of 
= T wjans that ftragled hither under the command 
j of Francus one of Hectors Sons ; and thence it 
i got the name of Traja Francorum. That this 
■ was the true Vlpia Trajana ( contrary to Cluve- 
\\ rtus's opinion abovemention'd ) is pofitively af- 
•. ferted by Pighius ( but no better prov'd then, 
: what he there tells us, that the Tbeban Legion 
here perilh'd under the Emperor Maximianus , 
and thence the Town got the name of Santen 
or Holy. Cluverius thinks it rather ftands in 
the place where Tacitus fets his Vetera Cajlra 5 
fam'dfor the Refidence of Julius C*jar for fome 
, time. 'Tis fit we (hould fix the name of fome 
old Roman Fort or other upon it tor at pre- 
fent the Town is fo very much ruinated and 
decay'd that it has little to brag off but its 
Antiquity. 

S. WefeJ ( call'd ufually Nether-^/, to di- 
ftinguiin it from another Town of the fame name 
which lies in the Archbifhopric ot Trier) is the 
largeftand beft built Town in the Dukedom of 
Cleve ; feated in a fair plain on the Eaftern bank 
of the Rhine and near the mouth otzheLippe^ 
' Tis an Hans-Town, and reckon d ufually a- 
mongft the Imperial Cities ot the Weftphahan 
Circle: but having bin always a member of the 
Dukedom of Cleve, 'twas by the Princes of this 
Country freed from the monthly contributions 
paid by other Imperial Towns. The City is 
itrone, populous and well feated for trade 5 but 
much impoverifh'd during the late wars, wherein 
'twas taken and plunder d by the French: who 
exacted fuch intolerable contnbuuons of the > 
Burghers that manv of em were forced to quit 
their Goods and Houfes, making their efcape 
with fuch flender flocks as diey could conveni- 
ently carry oft. 'Twas firft advancd in riches :

" The Barony of Ravenftein (a froall tracl: of 
Land betwixt Gelderhnd and Brabant ) has for 
fome ages added to the Territories of the 
Duke otCleves.
